To commemorate the 500th anniversary of the delivery of Orleans by 
Joan of Arc, a postage stamp is to be issued, bearing the effigy of Saint 
Joan. A competition was opened, and five of the best designs are on view. 
The chosen design show's a simple peasant girl on a gaily caparisoned horse, 
with the fleur-de-lys banner floating behind her, against a royal-blue sky. 
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WHAT TO COLLECT—By Torn Tweezer. 

This subject has been discussed pro and con since time immemorial- 
Various writers have advanced advice along these lines, some of it good, 
some baffling in vagueness, and some preponderously in favor of this and 
that, in the end leaving the reader at the end of a blind alley, as much 
at sea as ever. 

What to collect depends largely, very largely in fact, upon the state of 
your bank account and likewise upon certain personal predispositions. For 
instance , a nice field to take up would be Number Ones in superb condition. 
W’hat a glorious galaxy of classics might be assembled by an ambition* 
philatelist with unlimited capital. The first postage stamp issued by every 
nation in the world, supplemented let us say with a pair or a block, used and 
unused specimens side by side, and an original cover to lend spice to the 
whole. 

A wide world collection of commemoratives would be a valuable, in¬ 
structive and highly desirable property and afford the collector gathering th* 
material for it plenty of thrills, intellectual and financial. Along the liner 
of specialized collections, apart from the purely restricted to one country 
effort, might be mentioned ship stamps, animal stamps, waterfall stamps, map 
stamps, railroad or bridge stamps, rulers of the world, historical person¬ 
ages or events or just a conglomerate gathering of errors of every conceivable 
description, such as inverted centers, wrong colors, and so on. 

For the embryo philatelist of modest means and good intentions what 
could be sweeter than a general collection begun with a packet of from to 
five thousand varieties and built up with one, two and three cent items pm 
chased from approvals or lists. A small expenditure weekly assures a steady 
and interesting growth. No use to lament on the absence of rarities. Plenty 
of interesting stamps may be had at low cost to provide first class entertain¬ 
ment over a long period of time. No need to go broke or bughouse over- 
stamps. A poor man can have as much fun out of the commoner issues as 
the wealthy patron of philately derives fr > the five pound mint British 
Colonials. It’s the old story of the Ford and the Rolls-Royce.—Linas. 


“LAUGHING JACKASS” STAMP 

A special 3d stamp was issued by the Australian post office expressly for 
sale at the International Philatelic Exhibition recently held in Melbourne. Its 
subject is the Kookaburra bird, or Laughing Jackass, well known to travellers 
in the Antipodes. Originally it was designed by Mr. Blamire Young, the dis 
tinguished Australian artist for the 6d Commonwealth stamp of 1914, which 
was discontinued during the war owing to the high cost of printing. Recess 
printed in bright blue to the extent of one million copies only, it w*as revived 
lor one week only during October last, and once more passes into obso¬ 
lescence.—Bazar.

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WHEN YOUR COLLECTION OF POSTAGE STAMPS IS COMPLETE,

This should have been written when the writer commenced to collect away 
back in 1884, 45 years ago when on a Christmas morning three of us boys had 
a Christmas present of an old Mekeel’s catalog published in St. Louis and a 
number of hundred mixed stamps from all parts of the world, we were 
stamp collectors and hunters from that on and what finds we did have from 
then on, the best one we had was in the local post office where their waste 
paper had been stored for years and the stamps we boys found there were 
traded off until we all had some large collections for those days, in fact my 
own collection when sold some years later brought enough money to send 
me to college and then I straightway started another collection and have been 
adding to my stamps ever since. 

At this time a collector who had a number of thousand different stamps 
in his collection felt pretty good and'he had a right to, as it w r as harder work 
to make a collection than now. No one thought of buying stamps as it was 
mostly done by trading with other collectors. Now collectors have their so¬ 
cieties with large exchange opportunities and plenty of stamp dealers to 
purchase from. And then foreign collectors are in closer touch than they 
were in the early days. 

The way countries have issued stamps in these last few years has counted 
up very fast and now one who had a complete collection of all the postage 
stamps of the world would have over,57,000 different stamps. This would 
complete all the sets of the world. Nicaragua has issued more different 
postage stamps than any other nation, it is now between 1,200 and 1,300 kinds 
of stamps and is some collection in itself. Europe has issued a lot of new 
stamps in the past few years so that one can have over 17,000 different postage 
stamps from here alone, then America follows with some 13,000 or 14,000 more 
and Africa has about the same number while Asia has issued from its coun¬ 
tries 10,488 different kinds and Ocean Islands bring in some 3,700 different. 

What causes these things to happen? I can remember when a postage 
stamp catalog of the world cost one 50c and now a 1929 cost: you $2.00 and 
it is over three times larger than the 50c one. In 1900 a stamp company 
offered their packet No. 1 of 3,000 different stamps from all stamp issuing 
countries of the world. These were neatly placed with hinges in a $3.50 
International 1897 stamp album and the price for this packet was $100.00. 

Today this company offer their No. 1 packet, 4,000 stamps, all different 
for $9.00, but from my experience of years in the collecting of postage stamps 
I presume the 1900 packet at the $100.00 would have proved the best buy 
now r , as that packet was probably made up of a different class of stamps than 
their No. 1 is today. 


NEW ROYAL STAMP PORTRAIT 

The Canadian Post Office has sprung a surprise upon the public and 
on collectors in the Dominion by issuing two stamps with a new portrait 
of the King. They are the 1 cent orange and 2 cents green. The former 
profile portrait type has been in use since 1912. An unusual feature of the 
new design is the omission of the crown, which figured in the upper spandrels 
of the earlier design, and the introduction of the bi-lingual inscription, Eng¬ 
lish and French being the two official languages of the Dominion.—Postage 
Stamp. 
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INTEREST.—Read at Torquay Philatelic Society by Mrs. Edith Field. 

What a really wonderful word. Everything in the world that really 
matters is “Interest.” In our everyday lives, in our hobbies and even in 
our investments, the greater (he interest the greater the attraction. 

I will deal for a few moments with our hobby, Philately, or Stamp Col¬ 
lecting. How wonderfully far reaching are its interests. It is a hobby that 
is suited to every condition of life, for the boy, the girl, the man, the woman, 
the sick, the nervous, the stalwart, the athlete, the student. 

My dictionary gives the definition of interest as “advantage,” “premium 
paid for the use of money,” “concern,” “special attention," “influence over 
others,” “share,” “participation.” Just notice how all these terms agree and 
coincide with Philately. The “advantage” stamp collectors have of a perfect 
hobby. “Premium paid for the use of money” when we get a bargain by 
spending wisely and well, and secure a stamp that eventually becomes rare. 
“Concern and special attention” which we all have for our pet stamps. “In¬ 
fluence over others,” which sometimes takes the form of, shall I say, “Swank,” 
because we possess a choice specimen and like to make every other col¬ 
lector keen to have another. Then “Share,” “Participation,” which culminates 
in our Philatelic Societies, where every member delights to display his or 
her treasures and to discuss same and enjoy all the delightful chit chat con¬ 
nected therewith. 

What would the Ghost of Rowland Hill think if he could step into 
this room and see what has resulted from the issue of the first Postage 
Stamp in 1840—the famous Id. black?—and also to observe the great number 
of societies that are in existence today, whose members just delight in the 
study of postage stamps, and the great interest there is in these little scraps 
of paper. 

The history and geography of the world is given to us in a fascinating 
way. The why and wherefore of perforation, the machinery employed in 
making the paper, the various methods of producing colors from the early 
and crude methods down to the latest improvements and discoveries of modern 
times. Hence the interest for all. Today we have students and collectors of 
every variety. One studies “watermarks,” another “plating,” another pictorial 
or zoological issues, new issues, old issues, but with always the same charm, 
“Interest’—always on the lookout for something more interesting, with the 
splendid good fellowship or passing on to another collector the joy of having 
made that discovery. 

To live happily and well one must have an interest. Stamp collecting 
is one of the greatest of interests combining so many more. Therefore, I 
say that Philately is the real essence of Vitality and Life.—West End Phila¬ 
telist. 

Babson says: It always pleases me to see the work which you are 
doing to encourage stamp collecting because you are thereby rendering a 
real educational and social service. I say this for two reasons. (1) I believe 
that children who collect stamps have the best records for success in after 
life of any group. Stamp collecting is not only the most practical method of 
learning geography and other subjects, but it furnishes the fundamentals for 
a business training. (2) I believe that adults not only have in stamp collect¬ 
ing a legitimate form of investment, but it gives them a greater interest in 
other nations, which they would in no other wise acquire.—In Harris Paper. 
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MODERN PHILATELY (voir appendice) 

This is the day of philatelic change. Collectors are no longer content te 
restrict their studies to the stamps of the early “classic” issues of the world* 
partly because many of them are unable to afford to, partly because the study 
©f these issues has now reached such an advanced stage that it requires 
jhilatelic knowledge of a high order to make fresh discoveries in this direction. 

The spirit of philatelic study is still alive, however, and those who can- 
not attempt to make discoveries in the “classic” field have now turned la 
#ther directions, with the result that many interesting studies have bee* 
published, dealing with the early perforated stamps of the world, and even 
with more modern issues, down to those of our own day. 

So great is -the variety of these studies that the collector can be certain 
to find among them some field which appeals to his own inclinations and 
which is within the scope of his purse. His only lack is that of a guide t» 
these new fields of study,— a guide which will give him an elementary 
idea of the nature of the philatelic problems which each issue presents, 
so that he can decide for himself which is the most suitable for his require¬ 
ments.—Filatelia. 


AEROPLANE JUBILEE STAMPS. 

A special stamp issue of no small historical interest has just been made 
by the United States post office department in connection with them jubilee 
®f the aeroplane, which occurred on December 17. One of the stamps, 2 
cents carmine, has an engraving of the original aeroplane in which the 
Wright Brothers made their first successful flight at Kitty Hawks, North Caro¬ 
lina, in 1903; whilst the companion 5 cents blue shows a modern monoplane in 
flight between the Eastern and Western continents. 

These stamps were pui on sale a few days ahead of the actual anniversary 
on account, of the meeting in Washington of an international Civil Aeronautics 
Conference called by President Coolidge for December 12, 13 and 14, and the 
inscriptions include the date of the convention. 


STAMPS OF SCIENCE AND CHARITY 

The annual issue of child-welfare stamps from Holland is in four denom¬ 
inations, bearing likenesses of distinguished Dutch scientists. Upon the 1% 
^1% cents violet is partrayed J. P. Minckelers, pioneer of gas lighting (1748- 
1824); the celebrated physician and chemist, Boerhave (1668-1738), appears 
on the 5x3 cents yellow-green; H. A. Lorentz, professor at the University 
ef Leyden, who died this year, on the 7% x 3% cents red; and Christian 
Huyghens, the famous astronomer (1629-1695), as the subject of the 12% x 
3% cents blue. These stamps will remain on sale for one month only, in 
accordance with custom. 


NEW “BABY" STAMPS 

Luxemburg’s Christmas stamps this year continue the series of child 
.portraits commenced in 1926 and continued last year. The charming baby 
shown on this year's brightly colored .stamps, which are sold for charity, is 
the Princess Marie-Adelaide. 

Roessler says not so many of the Wright Brothers air stamp, we see there 
are going to be 20,000,000 2c and 5,000,000 5c. Sounds like a mighty small 
issue to us. 
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PHILATELY FORGES AHEAD 

Ever since the war the hobby of stamp collecting has been forging 
ahead in popularity at a swift and steady rate of speed. Just how great 
the number of collectors has now grown, of course, cannot be accurately 
determined. But it is an interesting and significant fact that the demand for 
stamps has reached such proportions that novelty shops, book and stationery 
stores and even largest department stores have begun to sell them. 

The fact that many progressive stores have taken on stamps is ample evi¬ 
dence that the Great Hobby has reached a new level of popularity. The day 
is not far off, perhaps, when all novelty, book, stationery and department 
stores will be obliged to recognize postage stamps for collections as a new and 
profitable line of merchandise. 

Meanwhile, as more and more big stores display and sell stamps, a greater 
number of people will become interested in collecting, and Philately will find 
a still higher place in popularity and in national esteem. Consequently, there 
should be more business all around for the stamp trade whose future looks 
brighter than ever.—Harris. 


ENVELOPE WITH A HISTORY—PLANES AND GRAF ZEPPELIN TOOK 

LETTER TO SWEDEN. 

Martin Jacobsson of Kansas City has received from his old home at 
Klippan, Sweden, the envelope which inclosed what is believed to be the 
first letter to go all the way by air trom Kansas City to Sweden. 

The letter left Kansas City by air mail October 24, crossed the Atlantic 
to Friedrichshafen, Germany, on the dirigible Graf Zeppelin, was sent to Lon¬ 
don by airplane, and then was relayed by plane to Klippan. It was delivered 
to Fru Gunilla Jonsson in time to offer felicitations on her seventy-fifth 
birthday anniversary. Fru Jonsson is Mr. Jacobsson’s aunt. 

The collection of stamps on the envelope, which Mr. Jacobsson has had 
framed, include ten of the original Lindbergh issue.—K. C. Star. 


A STAMP INVESTMENT 

Monrovia, Calif.—A little ingenuity in using the mails netted Joe Elliott, 
high school student, more than 1,400 per cent on an investment in postage 
stamps. Joe wrote a letter ostensibly to his father but addressed it to a 
fictitious street number in Hamburg, Germany. The letter was placed aboard 
the Graf Zepplin on its reiurn flight to that country and bears the special 
stamps prepared for mail on the famous trans-oceanic trip. Postage cost 
young Elliott $1.05. Collectors appraised the envelope and stamps, with 
cancellations and special marks placed there by both German and United 
States government officials, at not less than $15 present value. 

NEW BRITISH STAMPS NEXT YEAR 

It is proposed to issue a special series of postage stamps in commeroation 
of the Postal Conference to be held next year in London, said Lord Wolmer, 
Assistant Postmaster-General, at question time in Parliament this month. The 
value of the stamps would be %d., Id., l%d., 2%d and £1.—Postage Stamp. 

STAMPS TO HELP THE YOUNG. 

Sets of pro-Juventute stamps were sold throughout Switzerland during 
December in aid of institutions for the young. The 30-cts. stamp commemo¬ 
rates the centenary of Henri Dunant, the virtual founder of the Red Cross. 
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COLLECTOR OF BUGS MAKES HOBBY PAY—SELLS SPECIMENS FOR 

EXPENSES 

Tennessee.—J. K. Albright of Nashville is going through college on bugs 
and butterflies. A senior at Cumberland University here, Albright spends his 
leisure time collecting specimens, selling enough to pay his expenses and 
keeping the others for exhibits. 

He has a collection of more than 20,000 butterfles and moths, including 
two Avhite males of the sulphur variety of butterflies, considered extremely 
valuable, Albright says, because the male seldom changes its color from yellow 
to white. He list's several specimens of the cloudless sulphur and monarch 
varieties. The monarchs possess scent glands to protect them from birds 
and eject an odorous fluid when in danger. Albright is a student of chemistry. 
He says his specimens range in value from 5 cents to $100 each. —Sent by 
Moore. 

GOLD COINAGE FINDS 

Two remarkable gold coinage finds have recently been made in England, 
and the coins are now in the British Museum. They are believed to date 
from about the end of the second century before Christ. In both cases the 
coins were found concealed in hollow flints, which appear to have been the 
earliest form of safe deposit vault favored by the ancients. Coins placed in 
flints and buried, remained from from corrosion and could be later dug up. 
It is supposed that in those walike times the owners of these discovered coins 
buried them and then lost their lives. 

In one case workmen were digging gravel at Westerham, in Kent. Their 
picks bit into some peat packed around the flint, which when opened was 
found to cointain fourteen gold coins of British and Gaulish make. The 
second case was more romantic. A boy sauntering through Chute Forest in 
WiltsI lire noticed a flint on the ground. Boylike, he picked it up and threw it 
at a boulder about forty feet distant. His aim was true and the flint broke, 
scattering before the surprised youngster sixty-five gold coins of about the 
same period. 

Finds of this kind in England are called treasure trove and are the 
property of the Crown. They must be handed over to the authorities, but in 
practice the antiquarian value of such finds is always given to the finder. 

It is thought that twelve of the Westerham find are part of the very 
earliest attempt at making coins in Britain. They are irregular gold disks 
and are an attempt to copy the gold staters of Philip of Macedon, which at 
that, time had a wide circulation in the then-known parts of the world. Ap¬ 
parently the coiners had difficulty in finding a metal for the dies which was 
harder than the gold. It is evident f,rom the condition of the coins that the 
dies could only be used a few times! 

Such finds inevitably give rise to calculations as to how much the coins 
would represent if invested from the time they were originally in circulation 
»o the present day. Such calculations are rather futile, because no one 
knows the real exchange value in commodities or services of these early coins. 
There is a surprising lack of dependable information about early times in 
Britain and it is supposed that such records as existed were carried to the 
mountains of Wales by the early British during the various invasions which 
took place and were then either buried or destroyed.—Sent by Moore.

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COLLECTORS AND COLLECTING.—By Frances Crosby Hamlet. 

I have never been able to figure out just why it is that all boys seem 
natural born collectors of one thing or another, from their marble-swapping 
days onward, while girls, aside from their dolls, seem to take far less interest 
in such pursuits than do their brothers. From the time he puts on trousers, 
every boy has a hobby, it would seem; and in some cases the hobby changes 
as readily as do his successive trousers-—a new one for each season or 
sometimes several at a time. Marbles, kites, stamps, coins, small pictures, 
jackknives—there is nothing but a thrifty squirrel or a crow to compete 
with the average boy in the collecting business. 

Of course, girls, at a later stage, go in for accumulating material for 
a hope chest, and the like; and some of them collect beaux. But as Kipling 
3ays, that is another story. 

My first collection, aside from my button string, began before I was ten, 
with several postage stamps of a then new issue, which my father spied on a 
package of books that came to him. I can almost see him yet; just how 
he bent to pull the wrappings from the waste basket and handed them to 
me, remarking: "There’s the beginning of a stamp collection for you, daugh¬ 
ter. You’re big enough to start one now, I guess.” That was twenty-five 
years ago, and I still have those four stamps, the nucleus of my collection. 

I have heard it said that stamp collectors are particularly faithful to 
their hobby. I am sure no ordinary incident could persuade me to part with 
my slowly garnered bits of colored paper. I have spent very little money on 
them, so nearly every specimen represents a letter from some foreign cor¬ 
respondent, my brothers’ tiny collections purchased from them when they 
tired of stamps, or small gifts from friends in many places. One of the 
pleasantest little Christmas gifts I ever received came to me one white, 
country winter day from a small boy on Beacon Hill in historic Boston. We 
had exchanged a few stamps the previous summer, and he remembered that 
I had no Canadian special delivery stamp, which I had always wanted. The 
cost of the stamp was only a dime, but his thoughtfulness at the holidays, in 
recalling that I lacked that particular stamp, gave me much pleasure. 

Of course, there are as many kinds of collections as there are collectors, 
and their value depends largely upon the care and thought that go into their 
making. A well selected, neatly mounted album of excellent specimens of 
stamps grows more and more valuable each year. Such famous men as 
Theodore Low De Vinne, the printer, and King George, of England, have made 
and taken much pride in their stamp collections. The city of Boston, Mass., 
has a collection, begun by an invalid resident back in the eighteen-seventies, 
and bequeathed to the city. The United States Government also has its own 
valuable collection, housed in Washington, D. C. 

Not long ago a reader spoke of her cookbook collecting. I thought to 
myself what a fine string to her bow that hobby might prove later on. Her 
interest, training, and skill might increase till she becomes as famous as some 
noted French chef, or as the Englishwoman, Rosa Lewis, who cooked so suc¬ 
cessfully for European royal families, and whose reminiscences of her work 
make fascinating reading. 

I know a little ten-year-old girl who collects Perry pictures, especially 
madonnas that she especially likes. Some day she may become a collector of 
old masters or of modern paintings. Just now she is forming her taste for 
art, through this hobby. A lad I knew earned part of his college expenses 
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by gathering and mounting butterflies and moths for older collectors. He 
would have found it difficult to take up this work for the first time at school, 
but the fact that he began it in his early teens brought him to the point 
where he was able to earn a good part of his college expenses in this way. 

Edward Bok, in his fascinating autobiography, tells of his autograph 
collecting as a young lad here in America, and how it brought him in touch 
with such famous people as General Grant, Hayes, Henry Ward Beecher, 
Emerson and Oliver Wendell Holmes, and how he made new friends thereby. 
That is one of the delightful points about a hobby. There is none so individ¬ 
ual as to be unique, and all collectors under one banner are happily akin. 
Somewhere others are sure to be found, eager and enthusiastic about your 
special hobby. They may be able to aid you, or you them, in unexpected ways. 

If you haven’t a hobby, get one. If you already have one, cultivate it 
harder. Next to one's work, a hobby is about the nicest thing of its kind in 

world.—Sent by Moore.

From now on Belgium will issue every year, from December 1st to the 
16th of January, a set of six stamps to be sold in aid of the struggle against 
tuberculosis. These stamps will reproduce successively the most notable 
buildings and sites of the country. The set appearing next December will 
be devoted to the cathedrals. An exception will be made in the case of the 
stamp having the highest value (6 Frs. plus 5 Frs. which represents the new 
Library of the University of Louvain, the reproduction of this building having 
been decided upon as a token of gratitude of the generosity of the United 
States, thanks to which the Library burned down in 1914 has been able to 
rise again from its ruins. The value of the set is 13.70 Belgian francs (2.74 
Belgas). The number of 5 Frs. plus 5 Frs. stamps to be printed is 200,000 
and the sale of this stamp in the post offices will be restricted.

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REMINISCENCES OF AN OLD STAMP COLLECTOR—By A. F. Wlok* 

Looking back to around 1876, over fifty years, I see myself with other 
kids collecting old stamps in good old Toronto. We mounted them on sheets, 
sold them in stores, traded and quarreled over them just the same as young 
beginners of today. I came across an old post card the other day, dated 1878, 
from Stanley Gibbons offering me one shilling per hundred for the Canadian 
8c registered. This will give the readers of this some idea of values in those 
days. Hard to get now at 85.00 each. In those days I did a land office busi¬ 
ness with the dealers in England and Germany, but oh how I wish I had now 
even one of the many parcels sent over. Old beavers were found quite 
easily and 10c Prince Albert Canadian revenues were more in demand than 
now, and post cards and envelopes were all provided for in the early editions 
of stamp albums and catalogues. It was an easy matter also to keep track of 
new issues. Maybe we only had one catalogue among the bunch and it was 
a very small affair of about 300 pages. 

My first collection, mounted in Stanley Gibbons Imperial was sold for my 
first old silver watch. Many of the stamps in that old book would today buy 
the best watch on the market. Well as years pass so did the gang separate. 
1 moved to London, Ontario, and here after many years away from stamps 
I was suddenly to get into the game again. Passing a Junk shop where a dray 
was unloading bags of old letters I found myself among the old rag pickers, 
men and women picking out old Canada beavers by the hundred. Old ones, 
1847, 5 and 10 Btrips of 1851 lc, and oh boy, thousands of others, all first 
issues of Great Britain, Canada, U. 8., etc. A certain firm of wholesale gro¬ 
cers in business from 1840 made a practice of putting each day’s mail in a 
bundle and when crowded for room these were carted up to the attic. There 
4hey stayed till this too got full and had to be cleaned out This was in 1884 
and while I came in for some of the spoil the best was missed. A carload 
"having been shipped to a paper mill a couple of days before. The worst part 
of this was my chum worked in this very office and knew this stuff was up 
there. I could have got the lot 

Enough said. All the old fire came back. I would go Into the stamp game 
on a large scale. So in 1894, when 20 years old, I started under the name of 
the Atlas Stamp Co., London, Ontario, issued my first price list, advertised 
and got into the game on a fairly large scale. Here It was I got acquainted 
with Brother L ,T. Brodstone, publisher of the Philatelic West, and ye gods, 
he is still at it. 

With me after a few years I got married and stamps were packed away 
in cases till opportunity again offered, after another 20 years, but what 
•changes. Stamps that were listed at 20 and 30 cents were now worth dollars. 
It was a long time coming to me that even in old stamps many fortunes were 
being made by those who had the pluck to stay with it so from a catalogue 
of less than 300 pages in 1878 one has now to handle a book of over 1,600 
pages to find what he wants. I dread to think what the next generation will 
have to go through. Looking backward to my kid days I have nothing to 
regret only the fact that I did not hang onto that first old book and stay with 
the game right to the end. I find myself alone once more, getting along in 
years, but finding comfort and never (Hiding pleasure In this fascinating 
hobby of stamp collecting. Well named the King of Hobbies and the Hobby 
of Kings. , 
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•* WILL POWER IN PHILATELY 

Is will power necessary in stamp collecting? My answer to. that question, 
dear reader, is—Yes, absolutely. It is not, perhaps, in my power to adequately 
explain to you just exactly why we need a strong will if we are to collect 
stamps. I daresay most people would tell you that the only people con¬ 
cerned in the question are boys and girls. Few boys and girls who collect 
stamps continue to do so for long, by which is meant that they get possession 
of an album and a packet of stamps, separate the stamps and stick them on 
the right, or wrong, pages of the album and, often enough here their stamp 
collecting career ends. There have been collectors who were frank enough 
to say that stamps for them were losing interest. They never told me why 
and as a matter of fact I don’t believe they knew. I could have told them 
"What you want, friend, is will power,” I expect, had I done so, a pretty terse 
retort would have come back to me. My stout heart would have led me to 
reply something like this: "You have found something else to amuse your¬ 
self with, but you will not find anything so good as stamps. Get a grip on 
yourself, use your will power and stick to stamps; you can do so without 
encroaching on whatever your new fancy may be. If you must get clear of 
stamps, well—put them away and forget and get hold, of a little money box, 
so that as the weeks go by, growing perhaps into months, maybe into years, 
and drawing your interest back to stamp collecting you will be in a position 
to take up the threads just where you left them off.” Stamp collecting is 
more than a hobby, it is a class of science which appeals to many of those 
Vague indescribable temperaments and instincts which are part and parcel 
of all mere mortals. Where in the world will you find a better remedy for 
the toils and trials of life than an agreeable pastime? You can’t learn to 
collect stamps in a few months—the w v ay to philately lies over many years 
of patient stamp collecting. I urge you one and all to use your will power. 
Should the time come when you are sure your interest in stamp collecting 
is deserting you, then very gradually loosen the ties that bind you to it— 
but do not completely burn your boats behind you. Keep in touch with the 
hobby, no matter how slightly, and -when the day comes, and it is sure to 
come, and you want to collect stamps again, you will have lost the minimum 
amount of ground. Above everything, let your ambition be to reach the 
pastures of the philatelists. Then, and only then, may you know all philately’s 
Charms to the full. Note this: take another collector or others, there with 
you.—The West-End Philatelist. 


SARCASTIC COMM NETS.—By O. T. Hartman. 

Not so long ago, even after the first postage stamp made its appearance, 
an American Indian with gloating mien would show his collection of scalps, 
singling out one—a tress of long golden hair, unconsciously caressing it. 
Still up-to-date in Sumatro to show off the trophies of headhunting. Our, *o 
called modern civilization has produced in a much milder form the mania of 
collecting from doorknobs to beer bottles (empty). 

All this class of collecting is naturally limited. Cannot be compared 
with the day when the stamp dealers came into existence, who with avidity 
created a hobby, limitless to subterfuge, commercializing the same for all 
what it is worth. The first day flight covers are a sample of astute business 
—creating a demand, and the victim—the collectors out bidding each other. 
It is my sincere wish that nobody bolds the empty dollar bag w-hen mail 
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flight becomes common. The precans invasion is another instance. In its 
simpler form quite a restful amusement, ignoring perforations or minor types, 
but when it comes to exerting your brain and hurting your eyesight by gaug- 
ing perfs and broken types that kind is work not rest. Leave that to the 
dealer. Let him earn his living by such unnumerative hours, and give him 
the chance to head for the bughouse. 

Thera was once a time, say 15 to 20 years ago that a so-called mission 
mixture would pay to sort them out with enough recompence that he could 
afford to ditch the left over, but how different at present. Now the dealer is 
by force compelled to realize on the left junk, because what h^ picked out 
hardly represents his pay for time spent for the once over, belpause after 
16 hours pleasure, he would like to enjoy a little more than hot dog. Since 
governments took a hand in selling accumulated parcelpost stubs with 
stamps still attached, nothing but unpicked (?) stuff is sold. 

You read that startling discoveries are made, escaping the eagle eye or 
inferior knowledge, but more often it will be that au aristocratic stamp be¬ 
came dilapidated and after all hope was gone to sell it as perfect, added pur¬ 
posely to the unpicked mixture. Put up in neat 1,000 mission mixture 
packet—unpickts, finds easily a customer, who found also his treasure, and 
the rest he dumped with his other trash. He had already purchased many 
thousands that way before and still not cured. The stuff litters his room 
or maybe the living room. He tired of the opposition he took in dispair the 
shoebox full down to the furnace, but on second thought—he smiled now—he 
betook the cherished junk to the vegetable garden and broadcast the stamps 
among the rows of carrots, turnips or whatever they be. The bits of paper 
are dandy preservers of moisture when worked into sandy or clay soil, 
helping to secure a bountiful crop and the circle from earth to earth nearly 
completed. 

Why is advise or knowledge freely given at a discount? The conscientous 
dealer marked all minor defects, mentions telegraph cancel, etc., at substantial 
discount. The collector bought carefully left those marked alone and asked 
for another selection. This time the dealer left all notations off, included the 
comebacks, offered at 60 per cent discount, and had now the satisfaction to 
find the previous unsold sold. My solution is: The average collector does 
not like to be reminded, hurt his feeling, and spoil his pleasure of obtaining 
that particular stamp. 

So, all you erudite writers let the stamp literature have all your experi¬ 
ence. Write how you would do it and here and there a hint will be taken up. 
Let the collector shape his own collection, but never give advice. 


THE CODRINGTON MYSTERY. 

When the Greek stamps to commemorate the Battle of Navarino first 
saw light much fuss was made about the error of inscription on the 5 dr., 
worded “Sir Codrington’’ instead of “Sir Edward Codrington." They had 
actually been put on sale on October 20 at Pylos, but within a few hours were 
reported withdrawn for correction. The postmaster had ordered their de¬ 
struction. A new stamp, with accurate wording, appeared on March 17. 
Meantime, however, complete sets have been plentiful, and the error appears 
to be no scarcer than the re-issue. Did the post office officially supply the 
errors, or did the officials who were supposed to destroy them make a bit 
for themselves out of the supposed bonfire?—Philatelic Magazine.

P. W. Davis, Glendale, S C.: I am a collector of old violins—have one of 
Antonias Stradivarius Cremonensis’ make. Can you give me any information 
about its value? 

Ana.: No, it takes an expert to value a genuine Stradivarius. I know 
this country is full of so-called Stradivarius violins, but only a very few are 
genuine instruments. M. 3. 

Peoples Savings Bank, Belding, Mich.: Will you kindly give us any in¬ 
formation you have regarding the value of the 3 cents script, dated March 
3, 1863. 

Ans.: If in nice condition this piece should be worth 35c to 50c. M. S- 

Q. How many 1913 Liberty-head five cent pieces were struck?—L. E. R- 

A. The Numismatist says: “From aj source believed reliable it is said 

that five pieces, in proof, of the Liberty-head type, dated 1913, were struck 
early In that year. These are all the genuine Liberty-head type dated 1913 
that are known. None passed into circulation. The five pieces were obtained 
from the mint by a gentleman who showed them at the Detroit Convention 
of the A. N. A. in August, 1913. Nothing more was heard of them until in 
December, 1923, when a gentleman living in Philadelphia advertised in The 
Numismatist as follows: ‘For sale—Five five-cent Liberty-head 1913 coins, 
proof, the only five-cent Liberty head coins of this design and year in ex¬ 
istence.’ These were undoubtedly the five referred to. There is no record 
of the whereabouts of the present owner of these coins.” 

Q. WTiat is the average life of a new dollar bill? F. M. T. 

A. The ordinary life of a dollar bill is 1.12 years. 

Q. How long after the adoption of the dollar as our unit of exchange 
was English money still used in this country? C. F. T. 

A. The circulation of foreign money was so general throughout the 
United States for twenty-five years approximately after this adoption, that it 
was a vital element in the circulation. Congress recognised this great need 
by enacting a number of laws regulating foreign coins and making them 
legal tender. Finally, Congress, on February 21, 1859, enacted a law repealing 
former acts which had made foreign money a currency or legal tender. 
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THE DOPE.—By Vino. 

“The tremendous popularity of U. S. stamps” among collectors in the United 
States Is illustrated by the constant birth, growth and development of new 
side lines. We see in “The American Philatelist” for December an article on 
“Precancelled Revenues” which was mighty interesting. It deals chiefly with 
civil war revenues, but touches on some of the Spanish war revenues, many 
of which bore firm name precancellations. Strikes us either of the two groups 
of precancelled revenues—civil war or Spanish—ought to prove a mighty 
interesting field. 

Seems to us that some day, also, many of those fine and pretty—some of 
them colored—cancellations on the commerce type Spanish War period 
revenues will some day come into their own. At present they are to be had 
—relatively—for the asking. 

How many can tell at a glance the difference between type III and type 
IV, of the three cent purple stamp, offset printing, of the post-war period? 

Why are U. 8. stamps so popular? Our theory is that the more useless 
new issues are emitted by foreign countries, the more collectors—outside of 
the kids—drop them and go in for the standard, stable countries like! U. S., 
Canada, Great Britain, etc. Who can believe, for instance, that Danzig had 
any real need for the countless hundreds of varieties that have been issued 
since No. 1? The habit of spilling out stamps ad infinitum is one that in the 
long run will kill the goose that lays the golden eggs. The vice of the thing 
is that many a collector throws up his hands in disgust and stops collecting 
entirely, or at least stops collecting generally and confines himself to one 
or a group of countries. In this way really meritorious foreign stamps suffer 
along with the junk. 

Fifteen years ago, for instance, when the writer was a kid—when I threw 
away Lincolns, Yukons, and Hudson-Fultons by the hundreds—the proportion¬ 
ate number of general collectors was very much larger than it is today, it 
seems tp me, whereas the trend of specialization in U. S. was nowhere near 
so intensive. 

Aside from that, there is the investment feature. “Investment feature” 
used to be a thing that nobody thought so much of in connection with stamps, 
but inasmuch as it is here, and shouted at us in big, black headlines in the 
stamp papers, we must of necessity take it into consideration. It is a fact 
that U. S. stamps offer greater possibilities in this line than any other, taken 
as a class. Many of the U. S. imperforates—and many others, for that mat¬ 
ter—are underquoted in the catalog, to my idea. And you can’t go wrong on 
U. S. commemoratives and Air Mails. Every kid in the world collects U. 8. 
6tamps, and their favorites among all U. S. are the commemoratives and Air 
Mails. 

Nobody feels much like pungling up $10 to $50 for a scarce foreign or 
British Colonial stamp, for example, perhaps to discover later that the sur¬ 
charge is faked or that the high-value B. C. bears a revenue cancellation. 

So, as we said before, we can see no end to the "bull market” in U. 8. 
postage stamps. And the revenues, not so far behind. Many of the U. S. 
revenues are selling below their real value, if relative scarcity is any criterion. 

The inscription “FRANCO BOLLO” which appears on many stamps from 
the Italian states simply means “free stamp.” 
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PRECANCEL NOTES.—A. F. Gamber, Valley City, N. Dak. 

If you have anything of Interest to precancel collectors to get into print, send 
it to me. If you have any questions relative to the hobby. I’ll do my best to answer 
them. If I can’t do It, we’ll print the question where all who run may read, and rely 
on the wide circulation of West to bring the right answer. 

Have you seen a copy of the new rotary press playing card stamps? I 
absolutely gasped when I saw my first copy. Endwise coils 1% inches long 
by % inch wide, and precancelled at the Bureau in bright red. Think of a red 
overprint on a light blue stamp. I believe you’ll be wise to buy your deck of 
cards right away to get one, as I question if the printing in red will be allowed 
very long. It has been a standing order with the Postoffice Department for 
years that only the standard black ink be used for precancelling, and here 
the Bureau itself breaks the rule. Or has it been abolished? Should the 
red ink be discontinued these red overprints should be good. The copy I 
saw was precancelled U S P C (United States Playing Card Co.) in large 
cape. There should be and probably will be, four others soon: AD, RPG, 
SPC, NYCC. 

What do you think of tne Bureau precancelled lc stamped envelopes? 
Been saving those that come in? Bureau collectors tell me they feel they 
must collect them. If they do, they’ll learn that mounting envelopes is a sight 
different from mounting stamps, as I mentioned in my last West article. It 
was the bulkiness of my revalued envelope collection that led me to trade 
it off. 

The 1929 edition of the Standard Precancel Catalogue will be distributed 
within the next month or so, by the time this appears in print it will have 
been widely dispersed, and the year’s precancel activity will be in full swing. 
Many collectors have been holding off for the catalog. 

Bill Bloss in a recent issue of the American Philatelist raised the 
question whether precancels ever sell for real cash. It is to laugh! Anyone 
who is collecting Bureau Prints can enlighten him on that very shortly and 
decisively. He made the assertion that precancels are hot stuff for exchang¬ 
ing, but that’s about all. It’s my counter assertion that, as in regular postage 
the collector has to pay cash for the good stuff. The common run can be 
secured by trading, but the good stuff calls for cash. 

Take this tip: If you have nice duplicate copies of the old type Bureau 
Prints in the new perfs, don’t hurry to let them go. A good many of these 
stamps are going to be exceedingly good in a short time, as in many cases 
only one printing was made. Before you let go, get the fourth edition of 
the Mitchell Bureau Print Catalog, which will probably appear about New 
Years. It will be published by the Gossip Printery, and will cost you 25c. It 
will prove about as wise an investment as you have made in some time. An 
additional feature of this edition will be the pricing of blox of four and coil 
pairs. 

The Christmas season ought to bring forth a lot of new precancel using 
towns, and a flock of values used at no other time. Keep your eyes peeled, 
and write me what you find. 

I can still make the offer that I have made in earlier Wests: A copy of 
the ABC of Precancels for 4c postage. My small supply is nearly gone, 

though.

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THE FUTURE OF PHILATELY. 

Collectors often ask me about the prospects of Philately, and although I 
have no claims to prophesy, my views are given for what they are worth. 

The future of Philately, whether as a recreative hobby or an intensive 
study, is abundantly assured, but the gap which divides the simple collector 
of stamps_and the scientific student is likely to widen. The Philately of the 
future will require more application and training than most people in busy 
times can devote to a recreation. The majority of collectors will follow a 
simple form of collecting; the numbers who pass on to the higher grades will 
be small in comparison to the mass who remain just contented and even 
devoted lovers of stamps. 

In advanced Philately the trend must be towards developing scientific 
methods. We are still lamentably short of the knowledge which can be ap¬ 
plied to the investigation of philatelic problems. The other day a piece of 
human skull, thousands of years old, was found in London. From this frag¬ 
ment anatomists were able to state definitely that it was the skull of a woman, 
about forty-five years of age, and left-handed. There is science for you. But 
in Philately we are frequently flummoxed to tell from a whole stamp how 
it was printed. The philatelist of the future will be able to deduce the pro¬ 
cess, and much more of the details of lay-out of the plate or stone, from blocks 
and even single specimens, with greater certainty than we can do today. 

There may be a deviation from the present financial impetus. I do not 
mean a slump, for precious things will remain precious and greatly sought 
after. But the advanced philatelist will care less about the possession of 
stamps, and strive more after knowledge of them. He will be dependent 
more on the wealthy owners of great collections and the museums for much 
of the material of his study. —Stamp Lover. 


The record price for a 2c 1901 Pan-American invert was reached at 
Philadelphia, the stamp was sold at $1,220, which is in excess of the new cat¬ 
alogue quotation. It may be of interest in passing to note that Dr. Hetrich 
paid $50 in 1902 for this stamp. The lc of the same issue reached an auction 
record of $175. The 1902 $5 block, one of the scarcest twentieth century 
normal blocks, sold at $156. The pair of 10c coils of 1908 brought $77.50, 
while the blue paper 3c block sold at $102.50, no doubt a record figure. 
Revenue inverts also brought good prices. 

All of the inverts seem to be under catalogued, and every auction sale 
such as this one and the Hurd sale, show that there is a greater demand than 
supply, and as a result, they well exceed catalogue quotations. 

It looks like a tip to buy inverts. As a fact we have had a hunch that 
way for years, but the trouble with us we have been much hunch but little 
money. However, if you can’t buy inverts, hunt ’em! The current 5c air mail 
offers the opportunity, the first we’ve had for ten years. We guess, though, 
that the more we talk about these errors, the more careful those printers 
become down at Washington.—Gossip.

A beautiful new series of postage stamps has been issued by Czecho¬ 
slovakia in commemoration of the tenth anniversary of the republic. The 
designs include a portrait of President Masaryk and views of historic build¬ 
ings and beauty spots in the country. 
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WONOERINQS! 

Some folks may call it “wanderings,” and possibly there is an element 
of affinity between the two. In the London stamp market they are doing both. 
Yes, with reference to the “obsolescent” values of the West Indies. On the 
one hand I hear that all of these are going to be exceptionally good, and on 
the other I hear that the market is “flooded” with them. Therefore, I wonder! 
It will be remembered when the news was first published that certain values 
were about to become obsolete, I strongly advocated all readers to make 
3ure of obtaining a few of each whilst the going was good. I see no reason 
whatever for altering my tone. I still strongly urge that those in favor of a 
little speculation should get all they can whilst prices are reasonable. Already 
we have it that several cannot be obtained from the Colonies themselves, 
such as the 2|- St Kitts, the Montserrat 4d., 2|-, 3|- and 4|-, etc. They have 
all got to go, so why hesitate? Ones is continually -hearing that all West 
Indians are good, and I am in perfect accord with this. Probably the most 
popular of any at the moment is Dominica, and here w’e find that the same 
values as Montserratt, and also the £1, are going “west” Will anybody 
argue that the last value was more urgently required in Dominica than in 
St. Kitts? I do not think so. I have it officially that 2,400 was the total issue 
of the St. Kitts £1, which has now’ risen to $20, and though possibly the 
Dominica had a slightly larger printing, I see no reason why the latter 
should not eventually become a really good thing. Good judges today are 
buying this stamp at anything under double face, and my experience of 
those judges is to the effect that they seldom make a mistake. 


All stamps, explained, tell wonderful stories. They make their collector 
do a little research to be true, but reward him with a vivid little picture 
that he will forever associate with the information he digs up. 

I do not believe in expensive stamp collecting. Study stamps is my 
slogan. As an example of how they can be studied to profit by a school boy 
or girl or by an adult, take the common 2-cent stamp of today. 

It shows a picture of Washington. What of Washington and his life? It 
was sculptured by Hudan, a French artist, and the bust reposes at the capital 
of Virginia. Its color is carmine. What pigments compose carmine? Study 
the art w r ork and design of the stamp, note how perfect it is. Now what have 
you? You have a biography of Washington by research and knowledge of 
sculpture, or colors and of art. That is the way to study stamps. 

How much is my collection of stamps in this book worth? Perhaps 
$10,000, but I am not interested in that. What do those stamps tell? That 
is true stamp collecting.—Boers. 


Newark, N. J., boasts of a Stamp Club, some 900 stamp collectors and 
but two stamp stores with nearly all the department stores handling albums 
and catalogues. I understand that one firm gives a packet of stamps as a 
starter with each album bought, packet ranging in variety as the more ex¬ 
pensive album is bought—Point Pleasant Philatelist.

The London Stamp Exhibition and Stamp Trade Fair was opened by the 
Lord Mayor in Memorial Hall. If anyone concludes therefrom that it is lim¬ 
ited in interest, he is grievously in error. A visit to the hall would have 
convinced even the non-philatelist that the stamps of his own country can 
provide enough variety to satisfy the most ardent collector—and, be it added 
as a word of warning, enough rarities to make demands upon the longest 
purse. The stapaps shown are valued at nearly $1,250,000.00. 

Unless it be in his Majesty’s own collection, we doubt if so complete a 
display of British stamps has ever before been brought together. From the 
Id black of 1840 down to the issues of the present reign there is hardly any 
item of importance missing. 

Among the choicest exhibits is a copy of the Penny Red 1858-79, plate 77, 
which the corner lettering shows to have been the next stamp to that now in 
the King’s collection. In the embossed series Mr. H. C. V. Adams shows a 
full sheet of the Is overprinted specimen, besides mint and used copies of 
each value and proofs from the Ferrary collection. 

The more modern issues are equally well represented; all the numerous 
printings by De la Rue and Co., Harrison and Sons and Somerset House of 
the Edwardian stamps are to be seen in specimens showing the distinguishing 
marks. There is one of the three known die proofs of the 2d “Tyrian Plum” 
which was never issued owing to King Edward’s death, and three more pleas¬ 
ing color trials of the same design. 

There are, in addition, classes for philatelic literature (not limited to 
Great Britain and Ireland) and accessories. Many of the leading dealers and 
philatelic publishers have attractive displays at stalls round the walls, and 
there is a post office with a special exhibition postmark in the hall. 


Mr. A. V. Dworak has just purchased the entire philatelic library of 
James A. Cook of Waterloo, Iowa. He states “It consists of hundreds of 
volumes complete, dating back to 1874, and includes practically all the lead¬ 
ing magazines of America and England since that year.” 

James A. Cook and his partner, E. B. Jones, of Sioux City, were very 
prominent collectors and dealers in philatelic literature at the end of last 
century and in the early years of the present century. Most of us who strove 
to get our files complete of the numerous periodicals—many of them short¬ 
lived and difficult to secure—published in America, had many transactions 
with Cook & Jones. They published a little journal themselves, chiefly for 
literature collectors, called the Philatelic Inter-Ocean. They started a “League 
of Philatelic Literaturists” in 1902, an had the co-operation in it of such 
enthusiastic bibliophiles as Hiram Deats, D. T. Eaton, Fred Doughty. Jones' 
check lists of philatelic journals, published between 1895 and 1907, were 
very useful guides to collectors.—Stamp Lover. 


The Rev. Robert Brisco Earee, whose death at the age of 82 is announced,, 
was known as a philatelist all over the world, and was the author of the phil¬ 
atelic guide "Album Weeds.” He was formerly rector of the Cotswold village 
of Miserden, near Cheltenham. While British chaplain in Berlin, he was re¬ 
sponsible for raising a fund for a new church dedicated to St. George.—Lon¬ 
don paper. 
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FAMOUS RARITY FOUND. 

Another copy of the famous 10 cent “Postmaster’s” stamp of Baltimore, 
Md., has recently been discovered. This find is a copy on the original en¬ 
velope, and is the variety printed on white paper. Now there, are only four 
copies known to philatelists. The stamp was unknown to collectors until 1895, 
when the variety oh bluish paper was discovered. Of this stamp only two are 
known—hence it is the rarer, of the two. The 10 cents Baltimore on white 
paper is worth about $7,500 to $10,000,. and the history of its finding reads 
like a romance. 

The stamp is on a letter posted in 1847 to the famous actor, B. W’ebster, 
and is addressed “B. Webster, Esq., Theatre Royal, Haymarket, London.” 
The letter was written by an equally famous American actor, James W. 
Wallack, the originator of^Wallack's Theaters. 

■ This letter had been preserved by an English bishop in a scrap book, 
and it appears that the prelate had no interest in the stamp, but preserved 
the letter for its other associations. On the death of the bishop, about two 
years ago, some of his effects, including this scrap book, were sent to his 
heirs in America. Only recently they learned of their good fortune, and 
sold the stamp for a high price. 

The stamp itself is a very simple affair, being merely a strip of paper 
bearing the signature of the postmaster of Baltimore, James M. Buchanan, 
and the denomination “10 cents.” The letter is marked over the address, 
“by the Steam Packet ‘Hibernia’ from Boston, via Halifax, 1st April.”—Lon¬ 
don paper.

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MAYOR IS HONOR GUEST OF PHILATELIC 80CIETY 

White Plains, N. Y., mayor was the honor guest at a meeting of more 
than 26 members of the Westchester County Philatelic Society at the City Club. 

In brief remarks, the mayor, while frank to admit that he knew little 
about stamps, commended any hobby as a benefit to those who strive for 
supremacy, whether it be golf or philately. 

Dr. Jason Parker of White Plains, was host of the evening, while K. N. 
Woodward, head of the society presided and introduced Mayor McLaughlin. 
He also expressed appreciation at the record number present and spoke of 
the White Plains Battle painting, stating that it was used as the theme of the 
commemorative stamp issued by the government to commemorate that battle. 

After the mayor’s talk Dr. Parker read a letter from Major Albert Draves, 
former professor of history at the United States Military Academy at West 
Point which stated that the Ward painting is absolutely correct in minute de¬ 
tails, some of which were criticized when the commemorative stamp was 
issued. Vice President Squires exhibited covers carried by the Graf Zep¬ 
pelin on her return trip to Germany, and explained that while these showed 
$1.50 in stamps on the letters and 53 cents on the postals, the United States 
government profited only to the extent of five and three cents, respectively, 
the remainder going to German postal authorities. 

The first auction sale of stamps belonging to members was held and 
fifty-seven lots brought more than $85. 

Collectors from Ards ley, Brewster, Chappaqua, Dobbs Ferry, Elmsford, 
Pleasantville, Scarsdale and Yonkers were present, in addition to W T hite 
Plains. The next meeting will be held at Mr. Woodward’s home in Chappaqua.

WAR STAMP BOOM—$625 FOR TOGOLAND ISSUE. 

War stamps, which have not been very popular in recent years, appear 
to be attracting the attention of philatelists again judging by the prices re¬ 
alized in London. 

An unused two-mark blue of 1914, overprinted “Togo Anglo-French Occu¬ 
pation,” invert and spaced three mm., on a German Colonial issue, and of 
which only eight specimens exist, realized $625.00. 

With a normal overprint spaced two mm., a two-mark sold for $210.09 
Overprinted "G.R.l. 1 shilling,” on a one-mark German Colonial issue, a stamp 
of Samoa of which only 35 are known, found a buyer at $475, while a set of 
high values of New Guinea, Is on one-mark, 2s on two-mark, 3s on three- 
mark and 5s on five-mark went for $405. 

The Pan-American Airways which is to make the big Lindbergh circle 
through the West Indies with a daily airmail service, is being pestered by 
collectors who want all sorts of service, including preparation and stamping 
of envelopes at each one of the stops. The company has issued a form letter 
In which they say that at first only the northern part of the route will be 
run. W r e hardly believe there will be anything doing before March. Seven 
big planes have been ordered at $70,000 each.—Roesslers News. 

According to an English 1929 catalogue the total number of stamps issued 
at the time their catalogue went to press w r as 48,707, an increase of 1,738 over 
the previous year. This figure is divided as follows: Europe, 14712; Asia, 
9,156; Africa, 11,270; America, 7,943; West Indies, 3,074, and Oceania, 2,552. 
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CHERISH A “8TAMP ROOM”—COUNCIL BLUFFS FIREMEN ASK CITY 
TO SAVE THEIR PHILATELIC PRIZE. 

Members of the fire department now are asking the city to preserve their 
"stamp room.” built forty-four years ago. The so-called stamp room has 
become an attraction for hundreds of visitors. The work was begun in 1908 
and was completed about two years later, with a few features added from time 
to time since. 

On the walls of the room, a recreation center, thirty-one feet long and 
twenty-one feet wide, firemen placed 144,000 stamps. While most of the 
stamps were those of America, there are thousands from Spain, Germany, 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands, China, Japan, Peru, Chile, Canada and 
England. On the upper border around the room is the numeral "4” signifying 
the stations designation. On one wall is a huge star in a circle, the points 
fashioned of green stamps and the background in red and blue. Emblems are 
worked out in other designs. 

If stamp collecting is to live and draw recruits in the years to come its 
field must be expanded in every direction possible and its interests widened. 
Even the merits of design and the historical use of stamps should be studied 
and provided for in our collections and competitions. To neglect the stamps 
of our own day is to lose the opportunity of collecting material and knowledge 
while it lies close to our hands, thus allowing it possibly to be lost for all 
time. The interest of such studies of twentieth century stamps has recently 
been successfully demonstrated by a competition held among the members of 
the Herts Philatelic Society, and it is worthy of note that two highly experi¬ 
enced and well known judges recorded their opinion that the entries were 
of a higher standard than any they had previously seen at a club competition. 
The winning entry is, I understand, to form material for a chapter in the hand¬ 
book on the country now being published, so perhaps the eyes of the faithful 
are being more widely opened than we realize. Unless some such happening 
takes place the days of stamp collecting are numbered.—Stamp Collecting. 

NEW WAY OF MOUNTING STAMPS.—By David C. Van Voorhis, Jr. 

A new, or rather, an old way <?f mounting stamps has been brought to 
light recently. This method is quite safe and has been proved so by the fact 
that unused stamps subjected to that way have been found, after forty 
years, to be in perfect condition. 

To mount, secure a pieoe of cardboard three-fourths of an inch longer and 
three-fourths wider than the subject to be mounted. Lay the stamp in the 
middle and make four slits, one on each side, around the item. Then insert 
the slips of cardboard prepared beforehand, through the slits, glue fast to 
the base on the bottom side, and fold over the stamp on the top side.

Recently President Coolidge was the guest of the Union League of 
Philadelphia and received the league’s gold medal for oistinguished public 
service, and a certificate of honorary membership in the club. Mr. Coolidge 
is the third president to receive the league’s cold medal, and the first to re¬ 
ceive both the gold medal and the certificate of honorary membership. Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln and Johnson were the other recipients of the medal. 

Uncle Sam’s first five dollar bill is owned in Illinois. Its serial number it 
No. 1, issue of 1862. It is the property of the Greene County State Bank of 
Carrollton. David E. Pierson, the grandfather of the present cashier, was a 
friend of Abraham Lincoln. When the first issue of greenbacks was printed 
in 1862 David E. Pierson was in Washington. When he returned to Carroll¬ 
ton he carried with him the first two hundred five dollar bills issued by the 
United States treasury department. Those two hundred bills, still intact, are 
the property of the bank. Fancy prices have been offered for them by col¬ 
lectors but not one of them has been sold. Except that they are browned a 
bit at the edges they are about as fresh and clean as any new bill. 

As a further step toward economy in maintaining the large amount of 
paper money in circulation in this country, the Bureau of Standards, in co¬ 
operation with the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and the Bureau ot Ef¬ 
ficiency, has worked out a method of converting macerated currency into first 
class writing paper. The works was the result of experimentations which 
brought about the making of a harder and tougher currency paper so the 
dollar bills will last longer — not with the individual—but in circulation. The 
experiments brought a vastly improved currency paper and now dollar bills 
have an average life of more than two years. 

Our forefathers were honest people. They aimed to give their money 
face value. The “coppers” for instance were supposed to contain face value 
of metal. Take the plate money of Sweden, which was slabs of copper as big 
as boiler plates, there are plenty of heavy weights of the same period from 
cl her countries. And some of the old paper money was weird in appearance. 
Russian paper money of the last century was larger than the cover of a novel 
and as colorful as a Colorado sunset. 

Human beings are born collectors. From our earliest childhood days we 
evince an ardent interest in the collecting of some coveted object or other. 
In some the desire for collecting may be stimulated by a love of the beauti¬ 
ful, whereupon they will not unlikely take a keen interest in collecting beau- 
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tiful objects such as period furniture, fine pottery and glassware. In others 
it may spring from intellectual curiosity. In such an instance collecting 
derives much of its interest from the very fact of its educational value. For 
example, there is the collecting of coins. The study of coins, or as the sub¬ 
ject is technically termed, numismatics, has considerably enriched our anti¬ 
quarian, historical and chronological knowledge. Indeed, much of our knowl¬ 
edge of Greek and Roman history and biography, and many of our ideas of 
the appearance of men and buildings are due to the evidence afforded by 
contemporary coinage. It must not be thought by this, though, that the study 
of coins appeals solely to the intellect, it can appeal to the aesthetic mind, 
too. Many coins, such as those of Syracuse, are of high artistic merit. To 
preclude the possibility of controversy it must be admitted that there is also 
high intellectual recreation in the collecting of many objects of art in as 
much as these objects very often reflect in their decorative character the 
trend of historic events. 

About the collecting of coins there is a fascination that may not be 
apparent at first to the collector in the first stage of his career, it is perhaps 
when he considers the coins for the wealth of light they shed on the wonderful 
progress of man down the path of evolution that the full force of the fascina¬ 
tion of collecting dawns upon him. 

In ancient times man’s flocks were his only possessions and constituted 
bis money. When coins were introduced, many had cattle stamped upon them 
and the Latin word for cattle, pecus, still survives in our word pecuniary. 


A. H. Langworth: “One hundred dimes that were coined in San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1919 are worth $2,000 apiece today. When the dimes were being 
made an order stopping the making of them was put out, but the 100 reached 
circulation before the bill passed. Now coin exchanges are looking for them 
and only eight have been found. It is worth one’s time to look over dimes 
that might come into their possession.’’ 

From Dinuba, Cal., Charles B. Remsburg writes: “In The Globe of April 
28 A. H. Langworth of Atchison made the assertion that dimes coined at San 
Francisco in 1919 bore a value of $2,000 each, adding that only 100 of these 
dimes were turned out by the mint. Naturally I became a bit excited about 
what Mr. Langworth had to say and the next day I started a run on the two 
banks here for dimes as described by the Atchison gentleman. By evening 
I had 237 of these identical coins, and felt sure that I 'would no longer have 
to look old man poverty in the face. However, before starting my sale of 
, the dimes on the unsuspecting public, I communicated with the mint at San 
Francisco and received this reply from the superintendent, M. J. Kelly: 
‘Records show' that the coinage in dimes in San Francisco mint during calen¬ 
dar year of 1919 was $885,000,000.’ In spite of my present case of blues I 
wish to thank Mr. Langworth for the joy he brought to me for a few days.” 


A numismatic “find” was recently uncovered by the discovery, in Balti¬ 
more, Md., of a number of old coins dating some time back. Among them 
were coins ranging from 20-cent pieces, dated 1776, to $10 gold pieces dated 
1853. A few $20 gold pieces, as well as some dimes dated 1801. The coins 
had been found in a supposedly “haunted" house, and it has been estimated 
they had been buried therein for 100 years. The value is quoted as $2,000, 
or more. Whether this is just intrinsic value is not said. 
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COIN COLLECTOR REVEALS RARITIES OF ANCIENT DAYS 

Collectors of rare coins are brothers under their skins. Multi-millionaire 
and clerk, railway executive and farmer—the search for the strange money of 
ancient peoples brings together an odd assortment. 

No one knows this better than Hugo Landecker, who has been a dealer 
in American and foreign coins, medals and plaques in San Francisco since 1892. 
Although a dealer, supposed to be interested in the commercial aspect of such 
antique metals, Landecker has the soul of a collector, and each day finds him 
bunting for some unusual bit that perhaps 2000 years ago passed from palm 
to palm of merchants and buyers and soldiers of a forgotten city. 

In his vest pocket today he carried a Jewish shekel, a thick piece of silver 
about the circumference of a nickel. On it were ancient Hebrew character.!, 
with an olive branch on one side and a cup on the other. It was coined about 
140 B. C. in the reign of Maccabaeus, king of the Jews, before the first de¬ 
struction of Jerusalem. It was the principal barter of the commerce of 
Jerusalem. 

Of all the coins Landecker deals in the most popular to San Franciscans 
is the old California $50 gold “slug.” In 1851, before the days of the San 
Francisco mint, these “slugs” were made in a primitive fashion, carrying 
only the words, “United States of America,” the $50 mark and the name 
of the government assayer, August Humbert. 

Some of these "slugs” were octagon and others were round, and they 
weighted down the pockets of the forty-niners. Today a good octagon “6lug” 
brings $200 and a round one $500 to $800. 

Landecker’s Korean porcelain money of several hundred years ago, in 
tints and odd shapes, no two alike, are unusual pieces of money which he 
cares for like a loving father. 

He has cabinet after cabinet full of Confederate bank notes, but his pride 
lies chiefly with the “shinplasters”' of the various states of the old Con¬ 
federacy. A “shinplaster” was a fractional note of 10 or 15 cents or a 
quarter, and somewhat smaller than the provincial notes of France for a 
franc. 

Does the average American know that in Washington’s administration 
currency approved by Congress in 1778 was repudiated by the government? 
This is true, and Landecker has a $60 note, with the signatures still plain 
on it. It was part of the repudiated issue. 


A BID BY PHONE BUYS A FAMOUS BOOK AT A LONDON AUCTION. 

Bidding over the telephone from Phila., Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, Ameri¬ 
can book expert overtopped all competition to obtain a copy of the first 
Aldine press “Hypnerotomachia.” Dr. Rosenbach’s bid for the famous illus¬ 
trated book of the fifteenth century was approximately $15,000. 

The Phila. expert, however, lost in an excited contest for possession of 
another treasure, a Landino Dante of 1481 with a complete set of engravings 
attributed to Baldini. An English bidder obtained that for about $19,000.

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ARCHAEOLOGICAL NOTES—By George J. Remsburg, Porterville, Calif. 

E. Budde Jr. of 4313 Kat'onah Ave., Bronx, N. Y. City writes: “In this 
letter I will try to give a description of In wood, a section of N. Y. City. 
This name has appeared in the papers recently, due to the fact that many 
Indian relics have been found there by the Museum of Natural History and 
private people. Inwood js a section of Manhattan where there were living 
many tribes. Hendrick Hudson and his ship, the Half-Moon, landed there. 
The tree that he was supposed to have sat under when he landed is still pre¬ 
served. There are many clam shells around this site which tell of many 
meals and feasts that had taken place. The best way to tell where to dig for 
relics is by finding clam shell heaps and digging in the center of them. The 
Indians generally dug fire places to cook their clams or oysters in, and after 
using them they throw all the unwanted or broken goods into them. I had 
to dig between two and three feet before getting results. In one place I found 
a group of arrows that were perfect, ^probably left there as a cache. Owing 
to other important matters I did not spend much time there, much to my 
disappointment, as the Museum of Natural History found many perfect and 
beautiful pieces of pottery, which are very rare, as they are about the only 
ones ever found. I did find a very rare stone pipe which had scroll lines 
running down the stem of it. In one case I saw a stone that appeared to 
have markings on it, but when I examined it I saw that the markings were 
a group of petrified ferns. There are many clam shell heaps on either 
shore of the Hudson river, which are sure to yield rich rewards to he who 
cares to dig for them.” 

Norman Corlett, a clerk in the Leavenworth, Kansas, postoffice, is an en¬ 
thusiastic collector of Indian relics and has one of the best collections of 
such in Leavenworth county. Mr. Corlett knows of the existence of at least 
two ancient Indian camp sites in the immediate vicinity of Leavenworth, 
both of which have been pretty thoroughly worked by relic hunters. “One of 
these,” he says, “was near the old race track, a short distance from rf ve Mile 
creek on a farm belonging to my grandfather. I understand that years ago a 
great number of relics w'ere found there by my uncle and laier presented to 
the University of Kansas at Lawrence. I picked up several dozen arrowpoints 
and a large number of scrapers there, in addition to lots of oroken pottery. 
It seemed that these were passed over years ago as- not worth saving. I have 
an unfinished pipe of red pipestone, very perfect in cutting, but with the 
holes not finished. There was another camp site on the same creek, due 
west about a mile, of Greenwood cemetery, where I picked up a number of 
good arrowpoints, some broken pottery and a six-inch flint celt. I have picked 
up in fields around here some good arrow and spear points, some on our old 
farm near the old poor house, and also a granite celt on the farm next to it. 
On the farm we now have, a five-inch knife of white flint was found. This 
was the only piece found there, however, outside of flint spalls (workshop 
refuse), several pitted stones, and a large stone mortar weighing fifteen to 
twenty pounds, with only a small grinding space. I have a very fine celt found 
on top of the Jarbalo hill. It is highly polished and about ten inches long.” 
Mr. Corlett says that the late Judge Lawrence Haw r n collected a number of 
pieces that were found along the creek at Twentieth and Spruce streets, in 
Leavenworth. Judge Hawn was long interested in archaeological study, and 
made a number of interesting finds in this county. Adolf Lange, pioneer 
Leavenworth druggist, made quite a collection of Indian material gathered in 
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this county, some of which was found along the Esplanade in this city. B. P. 
Fulcher, five miles south of Lansing, and D. B. Mason of Jarbalo, have small 
collections of Indian relics, George Graves of Ackerland is an enthusiastic 
collector of Indian material and has quite a collection. When Mr. Corlett’s 
parents bought their old home farm four miles southwest of Leavenworth, 
there was a small Indian mound composed mostly of stone, located thereon, 
but he says that before they had a chance to open it, someone else beat 
them to it. “There are several large mounds in the county,” Mr. Corlett 
further states, “As they are quite large I never asked the owners permission 
to open them feeling quite sure that I would be refused." (No doubt the 
owners would gladly grant such permission if such exploration did not en¬ 
croach on any improvements on the farms, and it was shown that it was to be 
done in the interest of archaeological study.—Remsburg.) Mr. Corlett says he 
has made considerable inquiry in the central part of the county, but no one 
seems to find anything in that section other than a few occasional arrow¬ 
heads. 

An Indian village to be called “Ramona Village,” to commemorate the 
red-man’s reign in California, is being built on Washington Boulevard, in Los 
Angeles. It will be a typical Indian village, where primitive Indian dances and 
pageants, Spanish fiestas, operas, spmphonies, an Indian trading post, Spanish 
cafe, theater, etc., will be evidence. Such prominent men as Robert E. Calla¬ 
han, Indian authority, Charles W. Cadman, Indian music composer, and 
others, are interested in the project. 

STANDS OVER “INDIAN CITY.” 

A legend that Phoenix, Ariz., is built over the site of an ancient Indian 
city received startling corroboration when a pre-historic ruin was unearthed 
there. The structure proved to be a four-story masonary stone building. Before 
excavation it had been merely a “mound,” a favorite bicycle coasting runway 
lor boys. 

Funeral urns, cooking pottery, even traces of cooking fires were un¬ 
earthed. Some of the pottery was unharmed, and one piece was considered to 
have an archaeological value of $1,000. 

Several skeletons were found. In one grave beneath a room a man and 
woman had been buried in embrace along with pottery and trinkets. An¬ 
other revealed the skeleton of a nine-year-old girl, with a two-gallon bowl in 
exquisite colorings and design. The mound will be opened as a public museum. 

ALFONSO’S WEIRD MEMENTOS. 

Madrid— Perhaps the strangest personal collection of mementos in the 
world is in the private museum of King Alfonso which contains, so far as it 
was possible to get them, all the weapons and other objects which from time 
to time have been employed in attempts to assassinate him. The collection 
and arrangement of this museum is not, the King frankly confesses, the most 
pleasant and welcome task in the world. It is, however, one of fascinating 
interest, albeit it is one of exceptional difficulty. 

King Alfonso also has a fine collection of postage stamps which one to 
look over finds much more pleasant than his collection of “perforating ma¬ 
chines” and “life-cancellers.”—Emco.

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AUTOGRAPHS ARE HIS HOBBY. 

Among the 600 autographs in the collection of signatures of famous men 
gathered together in the last thirty years by State Senator W. A. Titus of 
Fond du Lac, Wis., are those of all the presidents of the United States but 
three. 

Those of the last few presidents came into the senator’s possession 
through personal letters written him by the nation’s executives, and it ta 
these that he prises most highly. Others he has obtained through purchase 
and the various means known only to the expert collector. 

The autographs of famous historians, archaeologists and national figures 
in other lines appear in the collection, the assembling of which has long 
been the senator's hobby. 

In no line of activity does ‘‘haste make waste" more certainly, and in no 
line does patience pay greater returns than in the collection of autographs. 
Senator Titus says. 

If some particular signature must be had to fill out a set, it is quite likely 
that the collector will be forced into a competitive market and be made to 
pay an exorbitant price, but if he bides his time until some collection is broken 
up or some new store of autographs found, he may get what he wants for a 
nominal sum. 

The senator’s presidential collection lacks the autographs of three of the 
early day presidents, George Washington, John Adams and William Henry 
Harrison, and Mr. Titus confesses that he hopes sometime to be able to ob¬ 
tain them, but all are rare and hard to get, and very expensive if purchased 
in a competitive market.—Milwaukee Journal. 


HISTORIC TOMAHAWK IS OWNED BY HASTINGS MAN. 

Hastings, Neb.—While cleaning rust off an old iron tomahaw'k, which he 
had had for a number of years, in preparation for placing it with his collec¬ 
tion in the Hastings museum, A. T. Hill learned that he had a far more valu¬ 
able relic than he had guessed. 

He discovered an inscription on the blade of the weapon, and working 
earefully around it with acid, he uncovered the words: “George Washington's 
Iron Foundry. Valley Forge.” 

Delving into histories Hill learned that Washington did own a foundry a t 
Valley Forge for a time, and that weapons were made there and traded to the 
Indians, so that there is little doubt that the tomahawk is not only a relic of 
one of the greatest Cheyenne Indian battles, but a souvenir of the Father of 
His Country as well. 

Hill secured the tomahawk from a pioneer in the vicinity of Wray, 
Colo., who had picked it up near the spot where the battle of Arickaree was 
fought in 1866, when Major General Alexander Forsyth, with a handful of 
scouts, lay entrenched for nine days, successfully withstanding the attach 
of hundreds of Cheyennes under the leadership of Roman Nose,

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A WHEEL-SHAPED STONE MONUMENT IN WYOMING AND A CIRCULAR 
MOUND BURIAL IN FLORIDA—By Mark E. Zimmerman. 

Our former article in the West, in regard to the circular grass covered 
shrines in Rice county, Kansas brought letters from interested readers in 
Wyoming, Florida, Colorado and other parts of the United States. 

Mr. Vincent C. Shickley, Ranchester, Wyoming, was kind enough to send 
a picture and a description of the stone monument in Wyoming. 

This stone monument is on the top of Medicine Mountain at the source 
of the Little Big Horn river. 

Professor S. C. Si mm s while on a visit, in the interest of the ethnological 
division of the Field Columbian Museum, to the Crow (Ab-sah-ro-kee) Indians, 
of Montana, during June, July and August of 1903, was told of the existence of 
what his informant termed a "Medicine Wheel” on the summit of a mountain. 
Professor Simms visited the Medicine Wheel, and described it as follows: 
"The summit of the mountain is not extensive in area; it is irregular in 
shape, being broad at the western end and tapering with a jagged outline 
to an abrupt point at the east. Within the narrow limits of eastern end we 
found the Wheel. 

"This peculiar structure consists of a large number of limestone slabs and 
bowlders of various sizes. Directly in the center, or at what may be termed 
the hub, stands a circular structure about three feet high, of the same kind 
of stone, radiating from which are twenty-seven lines or spokes, of stone 
leading to a well-formed perimeter. Around the outer edge of this circular 
rim of 'felly’ of the wheel, at irregular distances, are the remains of seven 
smaller stone structures, all of which come in contact with the perimeter 
except the most southerly one. stands several feet away, although it is met 
by an extension of one of the spokes beyond the rim of the wheel. Each of 
these smaller stone structures is circular at the base w T ith the exception of 
the easternmost, which is squarish and unlike, the others, has a covering of 
tone slabs and an opening on the outer side through which entrance may be 
gained by crawling. 

“Upon the projecting slabs of the eastern side of the central structure 
rested a perfectly bleached buffalo skull which had been placed so that it 
had the appearance of looking toward the rising sun. 

"Measurements showed the circumference of the wheel to approximate 245 
feet.” 

Professor Simms made many inquiries of the old men of the Crow tribe 
regarding the Medicine Wheel and its significance, he found not one who had 
visited it. “A few of them had heard of it through their fathers, but they 
could tell me nothing of it excepting that it was made by people who had 
no iron.” 

Two Sioux, who were visiting the Crows, informed the professor that, 
“half of the wheel was Arapaho and the other half Cheyenne.” 

According to the Bureau of American Ethnology both the Arapaho and 
Cheyenne practiced the Sun Dance and Buffalo Head Ceremony, which were 
obtained from the Sutaio, an adopted tribe formerly residing about James river 
South Dakota. 

The Circular Mound Burial of Florida. 

Mr. Joseph John Hall, secretary of the Florida Archaeological Society is 
very much interested in an archaeological discovery near Tampa. It is a cir¬ 
cular mound burial in which 12 persons were buried in a circle around one 
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person standing erect in the center of the circle. The most peculiar feature of 
this burial is that some of the skulls of those forming the circle have horns 
on them, on the sides, in front of, and above the ears. 

Mr. Hall believes that this burial was intended to symbolize the Zodiac. 
It could just as easily represent Christ and the twelve Apostles? 

There are thirteen persons in this burial, and in a larger mound near 
this one where the “goats” were buried; sixty-five persons formed the circle^ 
which are five times thirteen. The thirteen may represent the thirteen tribe* 
of Israel? 

In the book of Genesis, 49th chapter and 10th verse we find the following 
declaration: “The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a law giver 
from between his feet.” This seems to indicate that Judah was a Sun wor¬ 
shipper,, and that the J-H-V-H triangle was his sceptre. The Sword of David 
was the same triangle with which he squared the circle. It is now established 
beyond a reasonable doubt that this symbol was transferred to Erin 586 B. C. 
and from there to Scotland, and from there to Wales where the Celtic king, 
Owen Gynedd used it until his death about 1165 A. D. According to Robert 
Southey. Prince Madoc, son of Owen Gynedd, took his father’s bones and 
sacred relics to America. 

The Medicine Wheel, circular shrines of Quivira, the truncated pyramid 
Cahokia, the Serpent Mound, and this circular mound in Florida show that 
these builders in America understood exactly how to obtain the Jehovah 
triangle of forty-seven degrees, and that they cut their ceremonial arrow¬ 
heads on the “Keystone” angle of twenty-three and a half degrees, showing 
that they were also Sun worshippers, as were the Druidic priests of Stone¬ 
henge, and all the other ancient followers of Tamar Tep'ni, “The woman who 
was to compass a man.” 

J. W. Scott once said, “No two stamps if examined critically are exactly 
alike.” I can say the same thing of coins. 


OPEN A KENTUCKY MOUN D—EVIDENCES OF PRE-H1STORIC INDIANS. 

Discovery of new evidence of a tribe of pre-historic Indians in Christian 
county of western Kentucky is reported by Prof. jiV. D. Funkliouser and 
Prof. W. S. Webb of the University of Kentucky, who have been excavating 
an ancient ceremonial mound. The objects disclosed by the search are among 
the most ancient ever found in Kentucky, university archaeologists declare. 

The Christian county mound was ten feet high and had a radius of about 
seventy-five feet. A crew of laboi'ers removed 1,600 cubic yards of dirt before 
the scientific investigators relieved the workmen for the final excavating. 

The base of the mound, it was found, had been used as a ceremonial 
site. Ancient altars, skeletons, pottery and other signs of pre-historic life 
were in evidence. Foundations of the structures of worship indicated that 
the houses were built by sinking rows of posts for the wmlls, w r ith posts in the 
center to support the roof made of interwoven brush and tw r igs. Three such 
structures had been built on the location. Ope would be built, then burned 
and covered with sod and a new one erected.

The 
highest previous price paid for a similar item w r as $8,000 at a sale in England. 
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TWO CANADIANS GET 6,000 PEACE PIPES OF INDIAN CARVING SKILL. 

London, Ont., Canada.—Six thousand Indian peace pipes, several of them 
300 years old, form part of a collection gathered by A. H. and Wilfrod Jury, 
who have made a hobby of peace pipes for several years. The collection em¬ 
braces every type of pipe. Some are carved from stone, while others have 
been molded from clay. There are pipes which might have graced the great¬ 
est of the peace councils at which two races, the white and the red, con¬ 
ferred to settle their many arguments. 

Smaller pipes, no less important and in some cases more colorful, are 
the squaw pipes, the property of the more fortunate of the wives and sisters 
of the red men. The stems of the peace pipes measure three feet in length 
and are brilliantly colored in every hue of the rainbow. The civilization of 
the Canadian Indian may have been crude, but the artistry of some of the 
things left behind him are astonishing memorials of a nation skilled in the 
art of bone carving and painting. 

One of the most intei-esting specimens in the collection is the stone 
pipe of peace obtained from an old Indian on the Muncey reserve. This 
pipe has been identified as a product of the workmanship of a member of 
the Mohawk tx-ibe. This pipe, dated 1641, is in a remarkable state of pres¬ 
ervation and the carved figures of a Mohawk in full dress and the totem of 
the Mohawk tribe are perfectly discernible. 

These pipes form part of a private collection at present, but the Jury 
brothers are casting about for a good Canadian museum in which to deposit 
'hem. 


The University of Nebraska museum has obtained recently through the 
aid of Dr. H. B. Alexander, formerly of the university faculty, a fine Navajo 
Indian wampum necklace, taken from a grave, and an example of true old 
stone wampum. It is ornamented with turquoise discs and bits of shell. It 
has been added to the Morrill collection in the basement of Morrill hall. 

The first original relics from the Cro-Magnon period they have placed In 
the museum. They are six flint knives and five very small quartz arrow points, 
from the caves of Dordogne and represent the type of implements used by 
the Cro-Magnon caveman. There are several replicas of things of that period 
in the museum but these are the first originals. They were sent by L. Didon, 
a French scientist, and were obtained through Dr. E. L. McQuiddy of Omaha

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WORLD'S BIGGEST BOOK 

Can you imagine a book so tall that an average-sized man could walk 
behind it without being seen? 

Such a book, believed to be the largest in the world, is now at the British 
Museum. It is a gigantic atlas, and was presented to Charles II by Amsterdam 
merchants as a memento of his visit to the Netherlands, where he found 
refuge after the fall of the monarchy. 

Despite their age, the maps are surprisingly accurate. The texts and in¬ 
scriptions are in Latin and the book is a wonderful example of the printer’s 
art. 

On the other extreme is a book that could be hidden under a dime. It 
is only 166-lOOOths of an inch across and S-lOOthB of an Inch thick. This tiny 
v&lume is sixty-four-page illustrated "Rubaiyat” of Oma Khayyam. 


BRINGS FOSSIL8 FOR NEW MUSEUM. 

L. R. Barland brought in a specimen of a fossil jaw of a pre-hlstoric 
rhinoceros for the Franklin, Co., Neb., Museum, which is very interesting. 
This fossil was found northwest of Franklin and investigations will be made 
to secure more of the fossil remains as soon as the weather permits. Other 
interesting fossils have been secured and a lot of Indian artifacts have been 
secured which will make a fine showing for the museum. 


INDIAN LORE; ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE.—By W. Straley. 

Recently Dr. Fay-Cooper Cole of the University of Chicago exeavated 
an Indian mound in Oakwood cemetery at Joliet, III. Something like 100 
skeletons were found, together with quite a number of weapons, implements 
and ornaments. The excavators figured the mound to be between 500 and 
1,000 years old. 

According to an Associated Pre&s report some six chieftains and 400 
Indians of the northwestern states had buried the peace pipe and signed 
resolutions to the effect that they would not "vote for the paleface govern¬ 
ment any more.” Further stating that they were going to get their rights 
even if they had to fight for them. The alleged failure of the government 
to keep treaties, made years ago, is given as a reason for the act. 

Now comes & report from Bolivia stating that the Sirionas Indians, 
who have never came in contact with modern civilization and are exceed¬ 
ingly savage are now coming into Santa Cruz and other towns and getting 
acquainted with the inhabitants. The claim is made that airplanes flying 
over their hunting grounds had whetted their curiosity to the extent that 
they proceeded to investigate the paleface and see what manner of man he 
was. A press report states that when the savages first heard the noise of 
an airplane motor they fled, filled with terror and sought the shelter of the 
thick forests. 

The Stoll-McCracken scientific expedition to Alaska reports the finding 
of five mummified bodies near the summit of a mountain on one of the 
Aleutian Islands. Spears, arrows and other implements, also needles and 
Bewing materials were found with the bodies. The expedition was under 
the auspices of the American Museum of Natural History and the finds will 
be taken to New York for further scientific study. 

Mrs. Hazel Andrews Cat tell, New York, conducts an Indian handicraft 
store and finds the art of the redman much appreciated by the paleface. She 
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is well versed in the history and manufacture of the various articles she 
offers over the counter—first-hand knowledge which she gained from associa¬ 
tion with the tribes who produce the works of art. 

The Minneapolis Institute of Art archaeological to the Mimbres Valley, 
under the direction of Prof. Albert E. Jenks, closed a successful summer’s 
work and shipped fifteen cases of relics to the institute. 

Copper pits, formerly worked by the aborigines near Isle Royale, Mich., 
which have been under investigation of the Isle Royale Archaeological expe¬ 
dition, are said to be the most extensive mining fields of ancient man now 
known to science. 

Armistice day, members of Boy Scout Troop No. 76, Kansas City, Mo., 
excavated an Indian mound on a farm just across the Missouri river in Clay 
county, under the direction of George W. Sconce, scout master of the troop. 
Fragments of bones, pottery, arrowheads and stone axes were obtained. The 
expedition was sponsored by the Kansas City Public Library Museum and 
Mr. L. S. Roberts, a topographer with the Roy Chapman Andrews expedition 
into the Gobi desert. The scouts will make further explorations from time 
to time, the owner of the farm giving them exclusive right to do so on the 
property. 

Miss Frances Dinsmore, a member of the Bureau of Ethnology staff, Smith¬ 
sonian Institute, has just completed the task of interpretation of sunset and 
butterfly dances given by several Acoma Indian boys from New Mexico. 
Miss Dinsmore, during her connection with the bureau, has collected and 
transcribed 1,700 songs of the Aborigines. 


PREHISTORIC BONES DECORATE FIREPLACE 

Canon City, Colo.—Bones said by scientists to be 6,000,000 years old and 
gizzard stones with which brontosaurus diplodocus and dinosaurs ground 
their food are inlaid in cement in the distinctive and unusual fireplace which 
takes up most of one end of the museum room of the new city building now 
under construction here. Petrified woods from seven states and many foreign 
countries also are used in the design. 

The bones and petrificationa belong to the collection which Dal De Weese 
has been gathering for 25 years. He designed the fireplace. It is 18 feet 
high and eight feet wide. 

The museum is being constructed to house De Weese’s valuable natural 
history collection containing specimens from all parts of the world.—Beals. 


NEED NO MONEY THERE. 

Carmel.—Discovery of an island where money does not "talk" because 
i;one of the Inhabitants have any and refuse to receive cash or currency from 
foreigners is reported by H. P. Glasswell, Local importer, who has just re¬ 
turned from a trip around the world. 

The island is known as Fair Isle in the Outer Hebrides northwest of 
Great Britain, and has 127 inhabitants who are apparently of Scotch descent 
but very primitive, according to Glasswell.

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COIN COLLECTOR HAS OLD PIECE8 ONCE VALUABLE 

Coin and currency once valued at millions odd dollars make up the col¬ 
lection of Cere S. Standford of Gregory, S. D. The currency is worthless now, 
except to collectors. The most valuable piece in the collection was taken 
from ruins of Pompeii. 

One piece of Austrian currency, worth at one time $500,000, is in.-the 
collection. 

In United States gold coins, Standford has $2 and 50 cents in single pieces, 
a SO-cent and 25-cent gold coin. He has United States paper money, in 50-cent 
10-cent, 25-cent denominations. . ' 

A silver piece in the collection is one of three peace medals given by the 
United States to Indian chiefs in 1871. He has an Egyptian coin with the 
pyramids stamped upon it Money used in Hong Kong has a Chinese em¬ 
blem on one side and the English Queen Victoria on the other. Coins from the 
Philippines have Spanish inscriptions on one side and English on the other. 
— Richmond. 


Autograph collectors show some wits at times, how is this ? A dollar bill 
from an American admirer to defray expenses for his autograph or inscription 
may be a novelty to that English iconoclast, George Bernard Shaw, but he 
promptly returned the one sent to him by Oscar D. Peterson, a Chicago sales¬ 
man and collector of prize first editions. In his small, dimly-lighted room, 
Peterson learned for the first time that his book, one of the first edition of 
Shaw’s first novel, “Cashel Byron’s Professions,” on which the author dedi¬ 
cated his inscription to the owner, had been sold at public auction in New 
York for $660, or just $600 more than Peterson hoped to realize. The inscrip¬ 
tion, written with the familiar Shaw flourish, said: "To O. D. Peterson of 
Stratford, Iowa, who sent me a dollar bill. If every other collector of auto¬ 
graphs in the United States would do the same} I should be a millionaire. 
Most, of them send me only 2-cent American postage stamps, w’hich are not 
negotiable in this country.”—Gossip. 

VALLEY MAN OWNS COIN OF KING CHARLES 11. 

Grover Cleveland, local garage proprietor, has recently acquired a curio 
in the way of a coin, it being a crown piece of Charles the Second and is 300 
years old. The inscription is in Latin and represents the kingdoms of 
France, Great Britain and Ireland. The design embraces the fleur de-lis of 
France, the harp for Ireland, the lion for Scotland and the three lions for 
England. This piece of money has a changeable value of $1.25 in American 
money. 

John Pfennig brought a very interesting relic to Troy Saturday. It was 
an old bowle knife with a buckskin handle that was found by Argil Bruns on 
the Saxton farm about a month ago. The knife had been washed out of a 
creek bank, where it had probably been for many years. There was a scab¬ 
bard on the knife when it was found, but it was so badly rusted that when 
it was taken from the ground it fell to pieces. About a year ago Pfennig 
found a bowie knife and a gold pin along a creek bank near Troy.—Kansas 
Chief.

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COINS AS 8IGNP0STS OF HISTORY. 

(History of the Gold ‘‘Unite:’' Twenty-shilling Piece Issued by James 1st 
to Pass at Equal Value In England and Scotland. By L. A. D. Montague, F. 
R. N. S.) 

The curious term “unite,” applied to a gold coin, originated in 1604, when 
James I, assimilated part of the Scottish coinage to that of England, and au¬ 
thorized the issue of a new twenty-shilling piece that would pass at equal 
value on both sides of the border. In Scotland, this coin (there called by the 
alternative name of “sceptre”) was first issued for circulation in 1605, but 
the English and Scottish strikings were originally indentical except in minor 
details such as the shape of the crown. In the later issue, however (1610), 
the arrangement of arms on the shield was altered on the Scottish coins, the 
arms of Scotland appearing on the first and fourth quarters. 

The obverse showed a half-length figure of James, crowned, to r., holding 
sceptre and orb, the reverse legend being FACIAM . EOS . IN . GENTEM . 
VNAM. (“I will make them one nation,” Ezek. 37:22); armorial shield be¬ 
tween I. R., under either the English or Scottish crown. 

Struck at Tower Mint. 

This coin was therefore commemorative of the Union of England and 
Scotland, and from this took its popular name of “unite,” though the term 
may be a corruption of “unity,” for Snelling often spells it “unitie” or “unite.” 
The name continued to be applied to the twenty-shilling piece of Charles I, but 
this coin was called a “broad" after his death. 

The English unites of Charles I, including a type of Briot, were struck 
at the Tower mint, excepting those of the Declaration type minted at Oxford 
and Bristol. The obverse shows the King’s bust, crowned, with value to 1., 
XX behind, and the reverse legend of the Tower coinage is FLORENT . Con- 
CORDIA . REGNA- The type shows a crowned shield, square at first, but 
afterwards usually oval with crowned C. R. at the sides, and then square again. 

These unites are not rare except when in extra fine condition, and the date 
of issue is indicated by the mint mark. I give a list of the Tower mint marks, 
with recent auction prices of unites bearing most of them, the others, not 
having been represented on unites, lately put up singly.

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Briot's unite waa superior ia workmanship to the average Tower coins* 
but of the same type. The mint mark ia a small B and an anemone flower 
(1632), later marks on Briot’s coinage being an anchor, usually with B, star, 
or mullet, and also a rose (all 1638). 

Provincial unites were struck only at Oxford and Bristol, the Oxford 
coins being dated 1642 to 1646. The reverse inscription la the Declaration 
RELIG. PRO. (or PROT.) LEG. ANG. LIB. (or LIBER.) PAR., in three lineH 
on scroll; three plumes above; date below, sometimes of OX. Legend: 
EXVRGAT. DEVS. DISSIPENTVR INIMICI. 

The Bristol unites are similar, but are marked BR. They are even rarer 
than those of Oxford.—Bazar and Mart. 


A RARE SIXPENCE OF 1876. 

Some sixpences coined during the reign of Queen Victoria in the year 
1878 bear the erroneous abbreviation DRITANNIAR instead of BRITTANIAR 
in the observe legend. Most of these pieces were withdrawn from circulation 
before the error was discovered by numismatists, hence their extreme rarity. 
It is doubtful whether the general public ever heard of the existence of these 
sixpences. 

Plug money was made in the reign of James I, owing to scarcity of 
copper. It was made of pewter, with a plug of copper in the center to show 
that it was intended to pass for copper. 

The two shilling piece of Victoria’s reign was issued with a view to 
establish the decimal principle in the coinage. 

Hardheads were brass two penny pieces coined for Scotland.—Collectors 
Miscellany. 


HAS THE OLD SHOOTIN’ IRON. 

Recently the old homestead of the Burch family at Salina, Kas., was 
broken up and R. A. Burch, senior associate justice of the Kansas supreme 
court, brought to Topeka an old Spencer carbine that has seen much service. 
It was issued to his uncle, W. H. H. Schoonover, a member of Gilpatrick’s 
brigade in Sherman's march to the sea. He belonged to the mounted in¬ 
fantry and that arm of the service used the Spencer carbine. Mr. Schoonover 
waa wounded at Peachtree Creek, but he kept his gun and brought it home 
after he was out of the service and gave it to his sister, the mother of Justice 
Burch. The gun was used for many years in killing buffalo in western 
Kansas and later in hunting antelope. Then it was stored away in the attic 
and brought to light when the old home was sold. 


FASCINATING ANO ELUSIVE, 

Not many, I fear, and yet the reading and study of books mean much to 
the modem book-collector. We must find our own level of taste, for it Is 
only by doing this that we can establish some foundation of literary belief 
and estimation.

value. 
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RECORDING YOUR OLD COINS 

A Bimple method of making a permanent record of your old coins is by 
means of the process shown. You will need a stamp pad, a block of wood, 
and some sheets of hard, hot pressed, or enameled paper. 

Arrange the sheets before you and, after deciding the order in which you 
want to tabulate the impressions, press one coin at a time on the pad, put 
it on the paper, place the block over it and strike with a hammer. The 
outline of the coin should come out clearly and permanently. Of course, you 
should arrange both “heads” and "tails” of each coin, side by side. 

With this record you can make any notes you wish on the record sheets, 
without handling the coins themselves. Old coins are often valuable and a 
highly-prized collection of coins should be kept under lock and key. 


CENT OF 1799 8ELLS FOR 82,500. 

“Henry C. Hines, a director of the Board of Chosen Freeholders of Esse* 
county, has a rare penny, minted in 1799, for which he paid a pretty penny 
—$2,500. Mr. Hines is well satisfied with his bargain, as the coin completes 
his collection of one-cent pieces, of which he has an unbroken line, having 
at least one for every year since they were first minted. His collection of 
one-cent pieces is regarded as unique.” 

The above is a press dispatch dated Newark, N. J. Mr. Hines is a 
member of the A. N. A. and his collection of large cents is well known 
among collectors as one of the best in the United States.—Numismatist. 


KAN8A8 UNI GETS RARE BOOK. 

Lawrence, Kas.—An old printed book, one year older than the discovery 
of America, has been presented to the University of Kansas by Dr. Otto H. F. 
Vollbehr, Berlin collector of books. “Nuremburg Chronicle," as the book is 
celled, contains interesting memoranda of historical events such as the in¬ 
vention of chess, printing and the navigators, including Martin Behaims of 
Nuremburg, 1430 to 1506, 1,800 “superb woodcuts” are shown in the 327 page 
book. 

REALTOR BUYS 29 BOOKS^ ALL SIGNED BY EX-PRE8IDENT8. 

In a vault of an Atlantic City bank is perhaps the most unusual set of 
books in the world.

Heron Baid the collection contains Indian relics, all found in California, 
more than 3,000 years old. The casket of an infant Indian, made of shells 
and containing the skeleton of the baby, is considered the prize relic of the 
collection. 


HORSE PISTOL MADE IN 1805. 

H. M. Raab, Dallaatown, Pa., collector of ancient horse pistols, recently 
came into possession of a weapon which was manufactured in Virginia in 
1805. The weapon is said to be the oldest of its type in existence, as the 
oldest previous date for the style was 1885. 
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NEW IRISH COINS. 

An important event in the modern history of numismatics—the issue of 
an entirely novel series of eight coins—provide the people of the Irish Free 
State with a new currency. 

According to a statement by Dr. Thomas Bodkin, one of the committee 
responsible for them, the designs are symbolical of the natural wealth of 
Ireland. The obverse of every coin shows a harp, but the reverses are rep¬ 
resentations respectively of an Irish hunter, a salmon, a bull, an Irish wolf 
hound, a hare, a hen with chicks, a sow with a litter, and woodcock. 

The pattern of each coin was chosen separately, but in every case the 
committee unanimously chose designs which were afterwards found to be 
the work of one man, Percy Metcalf, a young Yorkshire sculptor. The designs 
themsenves and the motives which made the committee select them represent 
a delightful blending of wit and humor. 

Upon the half crown, the most valuable of the series, it was decided to 
show the Irish hunter, a horse famous throughout the world. The florin 
similar to the half crown in size, is made as unlike as possible by the choice 
of the salmon, which apart from the beauty of its form, has an important 
place in Irish legend. It was decided to place the bull upon the shilling to 
face in the opposite direction from the horse. 

As the sixpence and threepenny bit are both of nickel and otherwise 
commonly associated, their association is emphasized by putting the hound 
on the sixpence and the hare on the threepenny bit. To the^ penny, since it is 
the coin most frequently used by the woman of the house and her children, 
the committee gave the representation of the hen with her chicks. 

For the halfpenny, despite unfair ridicule with which that noble and 
useful animal is often associated, the committee decided to favor the pig. 
which is depicted with a litter. For the farthing, Mr. Metcalf designed an 
exquisite woodcock—a bird beloved of sportsmen, shy. scarce and elusive, 
like the farthing itself. 

As the government had ruled that the inscription on the coins must be 
Irish only, the denomination of each coin has been indicated by numeral- as 
well as words. 

Criticisin of the religious symbols upon the coins was met by Dr. Bodkin 
with this phrase: “Imagine two loafers at the bar of a public house tossing 
as to which of them should pay for drinks according to whether the image of 
Saint Bridget came uppermost or not.”-—New York Time

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$1,120 FOR A STAMP, AN AUCTION RECORD OF A BRITISH CENTRAL 

AFRICA ISSUE 

A new auction record price for a postage stamp was established last week, 
when a fine unused specimen of the British Central Africa, 4 pence, black and 
green, of the 1907 issue, sold for $1,120. The stamp was'bought by a New York 
dealer for a private collector. It was the first time that a copy of that particu¬ 
lar stamp has ever been sold at auction in the United States. Mr. Bartels says 
that only seventeen copies are known to exist, of which the King of England 
has four in his British Colonial collection. So far as known, there is only 
one other copy in this country. The stamps of British Central Africa were 
succeeded in 1908 by those of the Nyassaland Protectorate. 

A United States collector paid $56 for an original envelope sent from New 
York to Natchez, Miss., containing ten copies of the 3 cents, 1851 issue, in 
two strips of five and lightly canceled. 

Herman Toaspern sold a choice lot of United States stamps from the col¬ 
lections of George G. Heye, founder of the Museum of the American Indian: 
George C. Weyprecht of Brooklyn, Edwin C. Caswell and Bernhard Forrest. 
One of the gems of the sale is a New York postmaster issue, 1845, signed, 
with the initials R. H. M. 

Another feature of the sale is a large number of patriotic envelopes used 
during the Civil War period, of w'hich one of the rarest copies is an envelope 
franked with the signature of Edward Bates, attorney general in Lincoln’s 
cabinet. Several other officially franked envelopes are in the sale, including 
signatures of Thomas Jefferson, John Quincy Adams, Martin Van Buren. 
Charles Sumner, Henry Clay, William H. Seward and James A. Garfield.— 
Kessler. 


We have received from the Vallancey Press, 15 St. Bride St., London, E.C.4. 
England, a book on “The Colonial Postal Systems of Vancouver Island and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, 1849-1871.” Collectors who are interested in the stamps of this 
colony will find much useful information in this little booklet. It covers the 
origin and development of the postal service on the Pacific Coast, and there are 
chapters dealing with the early days, the postal administration, stamps for the 
combined colonies and the separate stamps for each colony. The price of the 
booklet is 36c.—Mekeels. 


Air mail stamps continue to appear in connection with routes newly estab¬ 
lished in various countries, and an interesting development in this line is the 
issuing of Canada’s first “flying machine” adhesive, which many collectors con¬ 
sider the most beautiful air-mail product thus far.

W. T. McNeil, Attica, Ind.: Have invert Pan-American Buffalo, reports sold 
big prices. What is value? 

Ans.: I think the best way would be to advertise your stamps in “West” or 
get in touch with reputable stamp dealers.

Mrs. M. Hickabay, Winslow, Ariz.: Have trade dollars of 1884 and 1885 and 
1881 dollar bright as not been in circulation. What does trade dollar mean? 

Ans.: The trade dollar was authorized by Congress in 1873 for the purpose 
of stimulating commerce with the Orient. It was not intended for circulation 
in this country. It was slightly heavier than the standard silver dollar and 
contained more silver. It was coined at Philadelphia, San Francisco and Carson 
City mints. Coinage of this dollar commenced in 1873, was repudiated in 1884 
and redeemed in 1887. Trade dollars in fine condition are now at a premium, 
also any other nice silver dollar, and they are all worth keeping. M. S. 

W C. Hull, Lansing, Mich.: Are pine tree shilling coins to be obtained 
at reasonable prices. 

Ans.: Yes, New England Pine Tree Shillings—genuine ones—may still be 
purchased from reliable coin dealers. There are many imitations and counter¬ 
feits afloat, and it takes an expert to say “which is what.” You will have to pay 
a good price for a genuine one. M. S. 

W. A. Sinnard, Stockton, Calif.: What is value of two cent Washington en¬ 
velope without the ink. Think called Albino. Is this worth any amount? 

Ans.: I have seen similar impressions, made w r hen by mistake two sheets 
pass through the press. The upper ones gets the ink, while the lower one gets 
the same impression but it left blank. I must say that I do not know if such 
impressions command a premium. M. S. 

J. Gimbel, Los Angeles.- Have twenty dollar cold, U. S. A. 1908, without 
word God in Trust, is there any premium?

COLLECTOR PEOPLE IN THE NEWS 

For the last ten years the King’s collection has been looked after by Mr. E 
D. Bacon, who is reputed to know more about stamps than anybody else living 
He is a white-haired, gentle old man of nearly seventy. His official title is 
“Curator of the King’s Philatelic Collections.” 

That the King of England is beginning to talk about his favorite hobby of 
■stamp collecting does not surprise those who know what, an extraordinarily 
enthusiastic philatelist he is. 

It was only the extreme gravity of his illness which compelled him to break 
a habit which he formed soon after coming to the throne. Every Thursday 
that he was in London he would spend exactly three hours in the special room 
at Buckingham Palace where his wonderful collection of British and Colonial 
stamps is kept. 

Nothing was ever permitted to interfere with this habit, nor was anyone 
allowed to disturb him at any time during the three hours. 

Although the King was president of the Royal Philatelic Society when he 
was Prince of Wales, and is now patron of that body, he is also enrolled as an 
ordinary member of it. Every year, with scrupulous regularity, he pays a sub¬ 
scription of three guineas.—London paper. 


'] here are few stamp collectors who are perfectly satisfied with tbeir 
album, or who can say with enthusiasm, “It gives me every satisfaction in 
every respect and leaves no room whatever for any improvement.”

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CIVIL WAR ENVELOPES SOLD FOR RECORD PRICE—ABOUT $35,000. 

The largest sale of old postage stamps this year and one of the largest at 
private sale for some time was made last March when Robert S. Emerson, a 
lawyer of Providence, R. I., and a former judge of the probate court there, pur¬ 
chased the patriotic envelope collection owned by William S.White of Englewood, 
N. J. The price paid for the collection was said to be close to $35,000, but Mr. 
White, while admitting the sale yesterday, would not comment on the price. 

Among philatelists the White collection has been known for several years 
as the finest of its kind. While consisting of only about 600 envelopes, chiefly 
of the Civil War period, all of them bearing patriotic emblems, the feature of 
the collection is that a large proportion of the envelopes were addressed to 
foreign countries and so contain postage stamps of the 1861 issue of the higher 
denominations. Several contain the 24-cent stamp and one has the value of 
the rare August, 1861, issue, the design being slightly changed the following 
month. There also are a number of the 5 and 10 cent values, some envelopes 
having pairs. 

Mr. White’s collection was exhibited in the international stamp show in 
this city in 1926 and won the gold medal in its class. 

Judge Emerson has been well known in the philatelic world for many years 
and his collection of United States stamps is one of the most valuable in this 
country. He also has a very choice general collection of foreign stamps. Within 
recent years he has devoted considerable attention to the postal-used patriotic 
envelopes of the civil war period and with the addition of the White collection, 
his collection of patriotics, in respect to rarities and value, ranks superior to all 
others in the United States—Sent by Miss Corvell.

His son, the Prince of Wales, also has a fine collection, but is not actively 
engaged in adding to it. King Fuad of Egypt, possesses one of the best collec¬ 
tions in existence of Egypt and nearby countries. It is arranged in thirty-five 
volumes.—Mekeel.

Most interesting for the stamp collector is the 1911 stamp issued by Nica¬ 
ragua, which reaches the summit of curiosity. This stamp is known as a Rail¬ 
way Value stamp, the same being also used as an Independence stamp with 
an imprint on one side “Timbre Fiscal” and on the reverse side “Correo de 
1911” in other words, this being a two sided stamp. In order not to have the 
printing presses idle, the Nicaraguan government w r ent a step further the fol¬ 
lowing year, the 15c stamp being sent back to the press, where the imprint of 
the same on one side being cancelled and reverse side barred. On the picture 
of the train, a new value being set with the imprint Correo Official. This stamp 
was used for two purposes, first as a revenue stamp and later as a postal stamp. 

It is very interesting to know that Nicaragua stands today with approxi¬ 
mately 900 stamps in circulation and is working hard to reach the 1,000 mark. 


TRANSOCEAN AIR MAIL STAMPS BECOME COLLECTOR’S RARITIES. 

Lately stamp collectors have turned their attention to “First flight covers.” 
Air mail covers prior to the inauguration of the contract air mail services are 
already at premium, and a great many of these as well as “special flight 
covers,” such as De Pinedo’s five continent flight, Mears-Collyer around the 
world record flight, Wilkins’ Arctic covers, etc., are bringing well over $100 each. 
A letter borne by air from Newark to Asbury Park on April 23, 1919, is valued 
at $500 today. Rarities highest in price are stamps on transoceanic air mail.— 
Keller.

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COVERS 150 SUBJECTS IN TWENTY-EIGHT-YEAR-OLD COLLECTION 

“The educational value of a postage stamp” was clearly demonstrated at a 
Detroit store before a crowd of youthful listeners by Sigmund I. Rothschild, 
collector of stamps for the past twenty-eight years. 

Mr. Rothschild made it plain to his audience that he was not interested 
in anything but the educational value of the stamp, bringing out the fact that 
a liberal education can be had from them. 

“Stamp collecting is an old art,” said Mr. Rothschild. “Where formerly the 
student was advised that he could learn geography and history from his postage 
stamps, it is possible today to gain a liberal education from these bits of paper. 

“In my own collection I have over 150 subjects of education value described, 
of which the following are some of the subjects helpful to students: Art, ad¬ 
vertising, air post, architecture, agriculture, astronomy, botany, charity, errors, 
engineering, ethnology, heraldry, design, history in its many branches, industry 
and finance, languages, literature, music, printing, engraving, religion, sculp¬ 
ture. science and invention, sports, navigation, transportation, geography in 
its many forms and zoology. These are but a few of the major subjects.” 

The album with 8,000 stamps which Mr. Rothschild showed to his audience, 
was divided into pages on all familiar classroom subjects such as agriculture, 
literature, etc. The album contains a most complete collection of all stamps and 
was the center of interest after the talk by Mr. Rothschild.—Sent by Boers. 

SECOND ANNUAL STAMP EXHIBITION OF OAKLAND SOCIETY 

To be held October 25, 26 and 27, 1929. Our first exhibition, held in 
November. 1928, drew 3,000 visitors and secured many columns of favorable 
newspaper publicity for philately. It created many new collectors, revived the 
interest of many dormant collectors and created a new feeling of friendship 
among the collectors of the different stamp clubs. 

The aim of the 1929 exhibition is to make an even larger and better show¬ 
ing than the 1928 one, and to reach a larger number of collectors and non¬ 
collectors To do this, our plans must be laid a long way in advance. One of 
the first things to be determined is the amount of exhibition space needed. Last 
ear several exhibitors were disappointed because we could not care for them. 
Practically every exhibitor of last year has spoken for at least the same num- 
)g> r of frames as he used, for this coming exhibition; and a number of new 
exhibitors have already asked for frames. 


POSTMARK COLLECTING 

As postmarks are now claiming more interest than ever, it is in that 
section that a number of really fine collections are being formed. One has only 
to notice the upward price of entires to see how postmarks are being eagerly 
sought after. 

Some collect “pre-postage stamp” covers, others “1340 onwards,” other 
groups are Paquebot. “War, “Slogan,” “Air," and many more too numerous 
to mention.—Stamp Collecting. 


A SOUVENIR CARD 

Roessler says: This is the inscription on the monument. Kitty Hawk 
will lorever be remembered tor the work the Wright Brothers did there. The 
fust glidei was practically a large box kite about sixteen feet, wade and five 
feet deep. It was not a success but it gave thp brothers the idea which later 
developed into our present-day plane. 
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THE COVERED COVER 

The Cincinnati Post of Feoruary 21, 1929, contains a picture of Mr. Frederick 

R. Schepman and his cover, under the head: “Cincinnatian Proud of Lindy 
Round-Trip Letter.” The cover shows no fewer than ten different U. S., as 
large as life, but a sop is thrown to the U. S. laws by the white line that is on 
each stamp. The Post means well and Mr. Schepman has his cover; and not a 
peep comes from us. 

“Frederick R. Schepman, cashier at the Fifth Third Union Trust Co., is 
the proud owner of a letter which made the round trip with Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh on his first airmail flight from Miami, Fla., to Cristobal, Panama 
Canal Zone. 

The postage, amounting to 44 cents, includes complete sets of the Lexing- 
ton-Concord and International Civil Aeronautics Conference issues; a five-cent 
Pilgrim Tercentenary; a two-cent Washington, surcharged “Molly Pitcher;” a 
two-cent Valley Forge, and five and 15-cent airmail stamps. Most of the 
issues are obsolete. 

Schepman, who has thirteen “covers” carried by Lindy on various flights, 
has been offered $10 for his latest addition to his specialized collection of U. 

S. and British Colonial stamps, but he prefers to keep it. 

Schepman’s letter, registered at Cincinnati, February 1, left Miami in 
Lindbergh’s plane February 4, arriving at Cristobal, February 6, at 4 p. m. 

Enthusiasm for any philatelic subject wells up time and time again. It 
follows a leadership. It flows with an individual. It reaches a crescendo in 
its fluid melodies, but only as a prelude.

Nothing ever runs itself except down hill. Keeping everlastingly at it brings 
success. A stamp collection is worth no more than one’s purpose to perfect it. 
One cannot jump from Seylla to Charybdis without falling into the torrent. 
Or Lorelei’s singing looms for you the Rock—not the rock of strength, but the 
rock of disaster. The siren calls of a new philately should bind us ever faster 
to our bark as is scuds the foaming waters. 

Our littoral is strewn with the derelicts of many collections, collections 
which in their hey-dey of enthusiasm blossomed like the roses of June, 
withered, and then passed away. The yellowed leaves of time, pressed be¬ 
tween the pages of some forgotten book, crackle between the fingers, and fall 
away like dust. That, that was life, now is destroyed. No magic can repair 
its beauty, no nocromancy can tint its cheeks, no ritual can give it adoration, 
for its spirit is gone.—Mekeels.

A CURIOUS NEW ONE-DAY STAMP—MADEIRA ISSUE AIDS MUSEUM. 

A curious one-day stamp issue from the island of Madeira was sold only on 
January 31 in aid of a fund for the establishment of a national museum into use. 
These short-lived stamps closely resemble their Portuguese contemporaries, 
hut are recess printed by De La Rue and Co. in London with the name 
“Madeira” across the foot and have their values indicated by a black surcharge. 

They are without watermark and the perforation gauges 1314, the set being 
composed as follows-: 3 centavos purple, 4c orange, 5c pale blue, 6c brown, 10c 
vermilion, 15c green, 16c red-brown, 25c mauve, 32c blue-green, 40c bistre-brown, 
50c slate, 64c peacock blue, 80c sepia, 96c bright rose, 1 Escudo grey-black, 1E20 
pale rose, 1E60 blue, 2E40 bright yellow, 3E36 olive-green, 4E50 terra cotta, 7E 
deep blue. 


FRENCH GUIANA ISSUE. 

The late M. Paul Merwart’s designs which have served for the stamps of 
French Guiana for twenty-five years, showing an ant-eater, a native washing 
for gold, and a cocoanut plantation in Cayenne, have at last been superseded 
by a full new series, as before in three designs. The designer is M. R. Tibet. 
a*d the engraver. M. A. Delzers. For the low values the subject is a stalwart 
native with bow and arrow. The middle values show natives in a canoe 
shooting the rapid*, and the high values present a view of the governor’s resi¬ 
dence.—Postage Stamp. 


RARE STAMP BRINGS $750. 

A rare Hawaiian stamp, issued in 1851, has been soid by Federal Judge 
Woodrough, acting on behalf of his nephew, Frederick Woodrough of Japan, 
for $750. The nephew sent the stamp to the judge, who turned it over to R. C. 
Hoyt, federal court clerk, a stamp collector. Hoyt sold it to a Philadelphia 
dealer. Young Woodrough cut the stamp from the envelope, thereby cutting 
about $750 from its value, Hoyt said.—Omaha World-Herald. 


CATHEDRAL STAMPS 

A most beautiful series of stamps has been issued in Belgium, and is soki 
at a premium in aid of the fund for fighting tuberculosis. The designs, with 
one exception, show cathedrals—those of Mons, Ghent, Tournai, Brussels and 
Mechlin. The exception is the Library of Louvain, which is shown as a toket 
of gratitude for American help which enabled it to be rebuilt after the way. 
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GOLDEN STAMPS—By W. Ward in Stamp Collecting. 

Quite a number of stamps have been printed in gold and silver inks, but 
with two or three exceptions few have had a long life. The first stamps to 
have any semblance of metallic coloring were the 1 and 3 cuartos local stamps 
of Madrid of 1853, depicting the Royal Arms of Madrid (bear) in gold bronze. 
The Kingdom of Sardinia brought out a 3 lira stamp in like metallic sheen 
in 1855. i 

The first real “gold” stamps were the rare Confederate “Postmaster” 
Provisionals of 1861, issued at Madison, Georgia, and Gonzales, Texas,— 
stamps worth anything from $1,000 to $1,500 each today. The following year 
Switzerland issued the well known Helvetia type of 1 franc value in gold, a 
stamp that remained in use for twenty years, and of which there were huge 
remainders. 

Persia has had several stamps of which both gold and silver metallic- 
colors have been part of the design, the first being issued in 1878 with the 
head o: the Shah Nasr-ed-Din, and again in 1894; in 1909 (Lion) and 1915 
(silver) King Darius, and (gold) Palace of Persepolis. 

Hungary was the next country (in 1887) to issue a 3 florin stamp, hi 
colored, the body of the design being in gold, and which remained in currency 
until 1900, with the 1 florin in siver and blue colors. San Salvador issued 
commemorative Confederation stamps of which gold was part of the design 
in 1897. No subsequent stamps appeared until Greece brought out 2, 3 and 5 
drachma stamps portraying Hermes, in bronze, silver and gold respectively 
in 1901. Gold was part of the design of the Chile 1 peso stamp of 1905, which 
was afterwards used for the 10c, 20c and 1 peso provisionals for the Juan 
Fernandez penal settlements in 1910. 

Danzig was the last country to issue a golden stamp (50 marks, 1922). 
though Russia has adapted gilt and Palestine silver for provisional overprints 
on their stamps. 

The device is never likely to be popular in stamp printing owing to the 
cancelling ink not “sticking” on the design. — Stamp Collecting. 

Morse, advertiser says: Rushed to the limit. Took over a mixed lot of 
paper money last week of about 1,700 pieces, consisting of BB Bills, Confed¬ 
erates, U. S. Fractional Currency, etc. Must get some part of it out on ap¬ 
proval so as to gather in some real money, to pay for the stuff that collectors 
are looking for. My last purchase of civil war envelopes consisted of a col¬ 
lection of 2,085 pieces with about 2,000 varieties. That brings my purchases 
up to over 56,000 since I took on “C. W. E’s.” as a regular line. 

ALL HANDS ON DECK 

Stamp Lover says: There is to be an exhibition at Lansdowne, Pa. The 
fame of this suburb of Philadelphia may not have reached you heretofore, but 
it comes into philatelic prominence as the result of the formation of a phila¬ 
telic society there, started by a lady, Mrs. Mary G. Cook. The society, we 
are informed, aspires to take its place among the leading stamp clubs of the 
United States. Here’s luck to it, and to the lady at the head of it. The 
society has 30 members, but they are evidently all members of the right sort, 
for every one of them is going to exhibit at the coming show. The society 
is alive to the value of publicity, and is fortunate in having secured an 
excellent publicity manager in a well-known Philadelphian collector, Mr. 
George M. Emery. 
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ROMANCE IN STAMPS.—By A. L. MacKaye. 

Larger each year grows the army of postage stamp fans, or “stamp fiends,” 
these collectors are sometimes called. It has been asserted that the greatest 
interest in the collection of old postage stamps exists in Europe, and there are 
a number of internationally known dealers in all of the greater cities, especially 
London, Paris and Amsterdam. The king of England has one of the finest col¬ 
lections, especially of those of the British Empire, but he also collects foreign 
stamps. 

Recently the most complete collection in the world, that of the late Count 
de Ferrari, was sold at auction in Paris and brought a total of approximately 
$5,000,000. At this sale the rarest stamp in the world, the British Guiana 1-cent 
magenta, 1850, stamp, was bought by a New York millionaire, who out bid the 
King of England and a number of other royal and noble, as well as wealthy 
collectors. 

Since the World War the United States has rapidly come to the front as 
the greatest stamp-collecting country in the world. Hundreds of thousands of 
boys and girls in America are making collections of old postage stamps, due in 
large part to the interest in foreign countries excited by the war and the new 
countries which have come into existence. In Los Angeles almost every high 
school has its philatelic club, while in many grammar schools the teachers 
encourage stamp collecting, and often half an hour is devoted on Friday after¬ 
noons in these schools, as in the Solano avenue school, for a meeting of the 
juvenile collectors, who are given talks on the geogrophy of the nations these 
stamps represent. 

There is romance in this hobby of collecting old postage stamps, for very 
often the stamps themselves represent some historic event in the nation which 
issues them. There are several stamp collections in California which are known 
all over the world, including one in San Francisco owned by the late John D. 
Spreckeis, while another one there is owned by the Crocker estate. In Los 
Angeles there are a number of very fine collections, including one by Jean 
Hersholt, the film star. Recently Mr. Hersholt wrote me that he has been so 
busy lately that he had had no time-to devote to his collection, which is con¬ 
tained in a number of volumes in a special bookcase. 

One of the most sought-after stamps is that known as the Hawaiian 
Missionary stamp. It was issued in Honolulu in 1851 and was of the 2-cent 
denomination. A few days after this stamp was placed on sale the postoffiee 
burned down and the issue was destroyed. But there are known to be eight 
or these stamps in existence, which had been placed on newspapers sent to 
Ban Francisco. The Spreckeis and Crocker families hold two of these stamps. 
One is in the Bishop Museum in Honolulu, one is in the collection of the King 
of England, two are in New York. The stamp is given a catalog value of $12,000. 

While in Honolulu, just before the war, the late William Walters, president 
of the Hawaiian Philatelic Society, whose collection was recently sold at auc¬ 
tion in New York for approximately $200,000, came to me for advice about buy¬ 
ing one of these Missionary stamps. He had secured an option on one held by 
a dealer in Amsterdam at a price of $4,500. He explained that this was a lot 
©1 money to pay for a little piece of dirty paper the size of one’s thumb nail. 
I replied that if he had the money to spare he had better buy it, as it was 
sure to increase in value. But he finally cabled to Amsterdam voiding his 
option. Six weeks later the stamp was'sold to the King of England for $6,000. 
Stamp collector’s luck.—Beals. 
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USED OR UNUSED?—By James R. Flynn. 

Which shall we collect? 

Which is the better investment? Which is the more interesting? And 
which is the more artistic contribution to a collection? 

These questions invariably present themselves to everyone who delves 
into our stamp collecting hobby. Let us consider and see what the reasons are 
that we should collect used or that we should collect unused stamps. 

Over a period of time the unused and used stamps will in most cases prove 
is be about the same from an investment standpoint. The initial cost of the 
mint stamp is, of course, greater than the used copy but the percentage of 
increase is usually about the same. Speaking of postage stamps as a whole 
we cannot, therefore, say which is the better investment but must consider 
them on a par. 

Used stamps have seen service and have accomplished the end for which 
they were originally made. They have a history back of them. Perhaps the 
stamp has seen service in some dreamy country along the Mediterranean, or 
has carried mail across the deserts of Sudan, or has been posted in some 
ancient French village. The stamp may bear the postmark of Seville, or of 
Bankok, or of any one of thousands of cities far away from here. And each 
postmark and each cancellation holds interest. 

Yes, there is romance back of each used stamp. 

On the other hand, unused stamps come to us in their natal splendor and 
are artistically real assets to a collection. It is only in this condition that 
colors and shades, designs, allegorical, historical, symbolical and otherwise, 
caa really be appreciated. The splendid engraving and printing of postage 
stamps is very often effaced when a stamp has been used. The cancellations 
of many governments so obliterates the stamp that the beauty of design is lost. 

Furthermore, mint stamps have a face value which prevents the possibility 
of a flood of a certain type stamp on the market, thereby causing a deflation 
of its value. Face value must always be recognized except in those rare in¬ 
stance:. when a nation’s monetary unit declines. 

Some people claim that unused stamps are merely “labels” and since they 
have never done postal duty are not in the strictest sense a postage stamp. 

These and many other arguments are always before a collector and it may 
be suggested that each one think the matter over seriously and then collect 
what he likes best.—Omaha Newspaper. 

GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS, CROWN PRINCE OF SWEDEN 

President of the Swedish Philatelic Society. 

The stamp collection of H.R.H. the Crown Prince of Sweden is foimed on 
general lines from the standpoint of interest rather than rarity, and it contains 
none of the classical rarities. His Royal Highness has a predilection for the 
early issues of European countries, especially old German States, and possesses 
many much-sought-after specimens, e.g., Wurtemberg, all the 18kr and 70kr 
varieties of the 1851-73 issues. The early Italian States are also well repre¬ 
sented, and include, among other choice items, the Sicily 50 grana in used 
condition. In Sweden the chief item of note is a copy of the scarce error of 
the 20 ore, worded“Tretio” (30) for “Tjugo” (20). The collection also includes 
some rare specimens of British Colonial stamps, notably the Nova Scotia 1/- 
@f 1851. H.R.H. is keenly interested in the welfare of the Swedish Philatelic 
Society of which he is president.—Who’s Who in Philately. 
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WHY I COLLECT THE STAMPS OF NORWAY.—By W. Lloyd Johnson. 

Reading in a recent number of the magazine a lament of a member who 
chose Sudan as his “pet” country, who after getting a “complete” collection 
together, lost all interest therein; is occurred to me that an account of my 
“pet” and the reasons that led to my choice, might be of some use to him and 
others. Many stand shivering on the brink, hesitating at making their plunge 
into specialism. 

I find the greatest obstacle is the fear that they may choose the wrong 
country. There is no doubt that there is a great danger here, which might pos¬ 
sibly cause the venturer to cease collecting, when he finds the country of his 
choice has, as it were, led him into a blind alley. Of course, if he is really 
keen on stamps, when he arrives at the “dead line” he will retrace his steps 
and try another road (country). 

This was my experience, and it is in the hope of helping others to avoid my 
mistakes that I iffer these notes, Realizing the futility of a general collection 
on a small cash basis, I arrived eventually at the decision that I must con¬ 
centrate my expenditure on a single country. Following the advice given fre¬ 
quently in magazines, I chose a simple country, namely, Gibraltar. 

This advice is wrong, absolutely, and though only offered to a beginner in 
specialism, I consider it the worst advice possible for anybody to follow, the 
reason being the great lack of variety, both of shades and design. To one 
fresh from a general collection, the lack of variety is felt with stunning force. 
The comparatively few additions destroy interest; the chance of a bargain is 
remote. So like our “Sudanese” collector I lost faith in specialism and collect¬ 
ed haphazard for a time. I was like a ship without a rudder, drifting aimlessly 
on what to me was practically an uncharted sea. I was like Macowber, “waiting 
for something to turn up.” 

Then I had a “brain wave.” I would go to the other extreme and collect 
an expensive country, one with plenty of variety, so I chose Belgium. Here 
lea - a time I was happy until I had accumulated most of the ordinary varieties 
and shades. Trying to differentiate different printings by the shades is a 
fascinating task, but nearly hopeless with only used stamps. When one at¬ 
tempts a country like Belgium one feels there is much to be learned by study¬ 
ing her stamps, but I could make very little headway as I was not clever 
enough at finding things out for myself. 

In the end. the inevitable feeling came that I w - as at the same dead end 
as when collecting Gibraltar, though the journey took longer and was, I th ink , 
decidedly more interesting. It was while considering what to do next that I 
stumbled on what I believe is the true secret of continued interest in the 
collection of a special country or group. It is this. Choose a country that is a 
big literature. Let that be the primary consideration. Next if possible, one 
whose stamps have not yet boomed in price. Finally, one whose stamps ap¬ 
peal to you in design or absence of some defect which irritates you; as, for 
instance, perforations. I detest the slight variations of perfs, in some countries 
and would not specialize them on that account. 

Applying these three rules I found that Norway filled them better than 
any other country that I was conversant with at that time, which was just 
when the splendid series of articles on Norway were appearing in the “Stamp 
Lover.” Since then, I have read much about the stamps of Norway, including all 
articles translated from Norwegian by Mr. Benjamin Goodfellow, of Birkdale. 
I am thus able to find out new things about my stamps and obtain uncommon 
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minor varieties at the price of the normal. Further, Norway contains no ex¬ 
pensive rarities if we except the double foot variety of the first issue. Therefore 
it is a comparatively cheap country to collect. There are no irritating minor 
perfs. being only one variation from the normal throughout all the issues. The 
only point where Norway fails is in designs. These are for the most part crude, 
though the posthorn and crown design “seems to grow on me,” and familiarity 
instead of breeding contempt, seems to bring an affection only realized by the 
constant companionship of old friends. 

Norway also supplies the student with the finest material for the study 
of the gradual evolution of galvanic printing. There are no unnecessary issues, 
bar, perhaps, the Spitzbergen one, which can almost be forgiven, because it 
shows us, I think, the finest range of bright aniline colors in the whole range 
of philately. 

With a country like this in which to specialize, there can be no “dead 
ends,” no losing of interest. I have calculated that as far as my present 
knowledge goes, I have to get well over a thousand varieties in used only with¬ 
out any attempt at plating or pairs and other multiples. Then, of course 
everything can be repeated in mint. But, “sufficient for the day, etc.” 

This, then, is my ideal of a country for the beginner in specialism, and 
ethers as well as the beginner. I have never regretted my final choice, but 
do not run away with the idea that I am now a one country man. No fear. I 
turn to Belgium, Gibraltar, Grenada and the others for a change and a re¬ 
laxation from the arduous task of spotting minor varieties, and add to them as 
the opportunity occurs in the simple life fashion, which supplies a change 
and rest, after which, I turn to Norway with added zest. 

Finally, never commence specializing without a good (the best) handbook 
on the country or group. It is no use a beginner expecting to find important 
points about stamps which are unknown. Even to the experienced it is a 
most difficult task and almost impossible from single specimens. Whole sheets, 
big blocks, etc., form the main field of original research. Far beyond the reach 
of the ordinary purse, worse luck.—Postage Stamp. 


Like any school-boy collector the King delights in a “swap,” and more than 
one Fellow of the Royal Philatelic Society, London, can proudly boast of hav¬ 
ing exchanged stamps with the Society’s Royal and Honorary Patron. A cer¬ 
tain wealthy American philatelist on ascertaining that he had unwittingly 
outbid the King’s agent for the rarest stamp in the world, a year or two ago, 
begged to be allowed to present this unique specimen to the royal collection, 
an offer that was graciously, but none the less firmly, declined. Quite recently 
a small town postmaster in the United States addressed to King George some 
commemorative postage stamps dedicated to a heroine of the War of Inde¬ 
pendence, nicknamed “Molly Pitcher.” These were promptly returned, however, 
by the Private Secretary with an intimation that “His Majesty only collects 
stamps of the British Empire.—Bazar.

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EXHIBIT ENVELOPES OF CIVIL WAR DAYS—DISPLAY 1,000 “PATRI- 
OTICS,” MOSTLY WITH STAMPS—SOME BATTLE SCENES. 

Reminiscences of Civil War days were revived in an unusual manner at 
New York Collectors' club, when the largest and most valuable collection of 
patriotic enevelopes that probably ever has been displayed in this country was 
put on exhibition. The majority of them were postally used, bearing with few 
exceptions the 1861 issue of stamps, these being of greater value and interest 
than any patriotic envelope that has ever gone through the mails. 

The exhibition aggregated about 1,000 different pieces, and all, with per¬ 
haps half a dozen exceptions, represented the sentiments of the Union or 
Northern side. The few exceptions were Southern patriotic envelopes, but the 
Confederates made little use of war eijiblems on their envelopes, and they are 
fifficult to find. One of the unusual pieces was a Northern envelope showing 
* slave at the whipping post, actually used in the South and bearing two Con¬ 
federate five-cent stamps. This was shown by Harold C. Brooks, mayor of 
Marshall, Mich. 

This war envelope exhibition represented the pick of fifteen individual col¬ 
lections, the various exhibitors being ten New York collectors and Judge Robert 
i Emerson of Providence, Arthur M. Keyes of Rutland, Vt.; Harold C. Brooks 

Marshall, Mich.; R. E. Townsend of Buffalo and George Conrad Ham of 
Waterbury, Conn. 

Patriotic war envelopes, as explained by Mr. Knapp, began to make their 
appearance soon after President Lincoln’s proclamation and call for troops on 
April 15, 1861, and it is estimated that during the following four years from 
3,000 to 4,000 varieties were brought out by the various manufacturerers. One 

the first, of which many types exist, was the picture of two dogs, General 
Scott being the large bulldog standing guard over a bone labelled, “Washing¬ 
ton,’ while a small dog, labelled “Jeff Davis,” was sneaking away, the cartoon 
being inscribed, “Why don’t you take it?” 

As the war progressed these patriotic envelopes portrayed the most im¬ 
portant events of the conflict, among them being many battle scenes including 
the capture of Port Donaldson and the fight between the Monitor and Merrimac, 
those two being among the rare specimens. One of the Monitor victory was 
shown by Mr. Clark, the envelope bearing a 3-cent stamp sent to Fairfield, Conn. 

According to Mr. Squier, more than half of the patriotic output contain 
pictures of the United States flag or other national emblems. He was inclined 
iq tluuK that ratio was close to 70 per cent. Next in order were portraits of 
Wasiiington and Lincoln, those of Lincoln predominating. Others have por¬ 
traits of generals and war governors, Mr. Brooks showing a scarce envelope with 
the portrait of Governor Sprague, the war governor of Maryland, with a map 
of Virginia and Maryland on which the sites of the battle of Bull Run, Fairfax 
Court House and other engagements were outlined. 

The collection shown by Mr. White was limited to patriotic envelopes sent 
abroad all bearing stamps of the higher denominations, several having the 
J4-cent stamp, one with the 10-cent, 1891, August issue, and another with a 
beautiful pair of the 5-cent buff. Mr. Aspinwall showed an unusual Penny 
Post patriotic envelope, used just before the Citl War, bearing a 30-cent stamp 
of the 1857 issue, directed to Hamburg. To reach its destination from San 
Francisco the letter went by Pony Express to Atchison, Kas., then down the 
Mississippi to New Orleans, thence by steamer to France, and then to Hamburg. 
This envelope is imprinted with a head of Washington. Mr. Aspinwall also 
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had two or three of the rare Southern envelopes with Confederate stamps, one 
showing the Confederate flag, and another with the inscription, “Remember 
Sumter, Bethel and Manassas.” \ 

Sidney Barrett’s display was exclusively those of the Spanish-American 
War, and although they are not yet equal in value to the Civil War envelopes, 
he said that, as the Spanish-American War lasted only a short time, they are 
much harder to find. Among the exhibits were some amusing hand-made 
patriotics, Elliott Perry showing one sent from a soldier soon afer the capture 
of Atlanta by Sherman with the inscription on one side of the envelope, “Sher¬ 
man & Company.—Sent by Miss Corvell. 


Our hobby needs steadying! A tempo di mareia is what it must have, 
adding con sentimento as we musically express it! 

The first fundamental truth is that the aspirant stamp collector discovers 
enthusiasm: without inspiration we can arrive nowhere. If the collector 
is not imbued -with such a quality, then our hobby becomes an unstable, 
unscientific, and slipshod pursuit. 

The second fundamental, is that the stamp-collector—particularly the 
American collector, who, too often is a laggard, self-sufficient unto him¬ 
self—put himself through a 'voluntary research upon the stamps which he 
favors. This implies reading. It implies not only the perusal of a stamp 
journal, however regularly and faithful such a perusal may be—which is 
necessary, but it implies likewise, the reading of “stampic” literature, in order 
that the collector may inform himself upon, and understand, his stamps. 

There are too many stamp collectors, and a far from adequate group 
of philatelists! Observing the first two commandments, given in the fore¬ 
going paragraphs—and acting upon observation—and our “hobby-men” will 
have grasped and comprehended the philatelic rudiments.—“The Philatelic 
Professor.” 


$10,450 FOR A SWEDISH STAMP—ROMANCE OF BOY’S FIND 

One of the rarest postage stamps in the world, a Swedish 3s, which, through 
some mistake in printing, is yellow instead of green, has been sold by a Stock¬ 
holm collector to a Gothenburg collector for $10,450. 

More than forty years ago a schoolboy found this stamp among some old 
letters belonging to his grandmother. He sold it to a dealer in Stockholm 
for 8s. From there it went to Vienna, Paris, and to the national post museum 
in Germany, and ultimately was sold back to a Swedish collector. 

It is hoped that it will finally go to the museum of the Swedish Govern¬ 
ment Post Office, which possesses one of the most valuable collections in the 
world.—London Chronicle. 


EGYPT PRINCE’S BIRTHDAY STAMPS 

A special set of stamps has been issued in honor of the birthday of Prince 
Farouk of Egypt. Crowds besieged the post offices when the stamps were put 
on sale and those who were fortunate enough to secure sets were able to dispose 
of them at a premium within a few minutes. 


I think there are few things in life so delightful to see as the real joy 
of the true collector when he acquires unexpectedly and as a gift something 
that he hungrily desires. If a dealer thought only of his money-bags he would 
lose that pleasure; and what a loss! 
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MAFEKING RARITIES 

Among the exhibits at the Schoolboys’ Exhibition in London were stamps 
that recalled to Sir Robert Baden-Powell, who opened the exhibition, an historic 
episode in his military career. These are the quaintly home-made stamps pro¬ 
duced in Mafeking in 1900 during the siege, some of which - bear a portrait of 
Sir Robert. They are the only stamps ever made by simple photogrophy, and 
are the values Id and 3d. Dr. W. A. Hayes designed the Id stamp, which 
shows the Sergeant-Major Goodyear on a bicycle, and is inscribed “V. R. Siege 
of Mafeking Local Post.” The 3d, which exists in several varieties, was de¬ 
signed by the Chief Paymaster, Captain Greener, has the portrait of General 
Baden-Powell, the face turned slightly to the right; this stamp is inscribed 
"Postage Threepence. Mafeking—1900—Siege.” 

These designs were reduced on to a photographic negative, repeated twelve 
times to form a small sheet. From these plates the stamps were printed on 
common blue ferro-prussiate paper familiar to photographers. The photo¬ 
graphic work was done by Dr. D. Taylor, and the sheets were gummed and 
perforated by Messrs. Townshend and Son, proprietors of the “Mafeking Mail” 
newspaper. Of the Id cyclist stamps, 9,476 were issued; of the 3d stamps with 
the bust of General Baden-Powell there were 6.072 in a small size and 3,036 in a 
larger size. 

There is one extremely rare variety of the small size Baden-Powell stamp, 
one sheet having been printed with the glass side of the negative next to the 
paper, producing a reversed and slightly blurred print. Of this only seven 
copies are now known, one of them being in the very fine collection of Mafe¬ 
king stamps belonging to the king.—Stamp Lover. 


PEEPS AT PAST PHILATELY 

In our mad race lor United States, as specialists, we are practically losing 
sjg'ht of some of the best stamps on the continent. There is every indication 
oat before long the provinces of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, and perhaps 
more of Canada, will fly the Stars and Stripes as part of Yankee land. The 
dullest of philatelists can, in that event, picture the eagerness of our American 
collectors to obtain complete sets of these provinces.— Filatehc Facts and Fal¬ 
lacies. January, 1893. 

To those who do not know there exists a great mass of literature on the 
iubject of postage stamps. 'The Postage Stamps of Great Britain,” by Phil- 
wrie c and Westoby, must seem to be one of the most astonishing works ever 
wrLten. It is no exaggeration to say that few books of science are written 
with greater accuracy or in better style. The original authorities are quoted 
with scrupulous care, and no labor has been spared in searching for them. The 
iuthors speak of the “science” of philately with the utmost gravity, but they 
do not condescend to say what may be its object. The ignorant may presume 
to ask to what purpose is this waste of energy and industry; but a science 
which has existed for twenty years has, perhaps, passed the period when it 
might be called upon to justify its existence.—Athenaeum, September, 1882. 

The Stamp World states that “the new £5 postage and telegraph stamp 
for Great Britain has appeared, and is of large and handsome design,” Certain¬ 
ly, but why £5?—The Stamp News, November, 1882. 

We have heard of “post-dated” cheques at times, and now Mr. Spierling 
of Wellington favors us with a glance at a couple of stamps from the land of 
the “Gyppo” (Egypt), postmarked at the Military Post Office with the date 
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■ Dec. 24th, 1919.” He also states that he remembers seeing a similar stamp 
dated 1917 and posted in 1914. The only solution we can arrive at is that th« 
date stamp had worked loose ... or perhaps the postal official, at the beginning 
of November, altered the month while suffering from a large head “the morn¬ 
ing after the night before.”—The New Zealand Stamp Collector, December, 1919 

Perhaps the most tangible benefit likely to accrue from the present timbro- 
monie, is an improvement in the design of future stamps. Many countries 
have yet to issue this kind of currency; for the names of Iceland, Gibraltar, 
Lagos, Bolivia, Tobago, St. Kitts and some others states and colonies, do not 
appear in our albums.—Stamp Collectors' Magazine, December, 1863. 

The true philatelist is not he who merely collects together a number o: 
stamps and contents himself with placing them in a book under 1 some geograph¬ 
ical aiTangement. My advice to collectors of this class is “study your stamps 
and do that through the literature so largely and efficiently contributed by 
many who have devoted numerous years of research and attention to th* 
science.”—Vindin’s Philatelic Monthly, January, 1888. 

Many of our readers are probably unaware of the fact that the Mauritius 
stamp of the Britannia type, printed in magenta, was originally issued in 1859 
as a 9d stamp. No value was indicated on the stamp itself, so that when the 
9d stamp of the Queen’s head type was issued in the following year, the re¬ 
maining stock was withdrawn from sale, and in November, 1862, they were re¬ 
issued for use as Id stamps. Thus the postal value of the stamps was at one 
time 9d, and at a later period Id, though it is impossible to assign either value 
to it specifically in unused state.—British Guiana Philatelic Journal, Decem¬ 
ber, 1908. 

I wager that twenty years from now the 2c stamp of the Columbian set will 
sell 1 or just 1 cent, owing to the millions of them hoarded up. Of the low 
denominations the only ones worth keeping are the 3, 6, 15, 30 and 50c.—Pilatelie 
Facts and Fallacies. February, 1893. CHARLES F. INGRAM. 


Stamp dealers err in thinking themselves in competition only with other 
stamp dealers; in feeling that their advertising is a success if it equals or 
eclipses a rival’s. \ great part of the dealer’s competition comes from outside 
and totally different lines—from automobiles, books, moving pictures, maga¬ 
zines—in fact, from every luxury or commodity which attracts, with elaborate 
and impelling sales campaigns, the amusement and recreation dollars of the 
consumer. 

Dealers must look alive, then, and fight hard on the frontier of demand. 
Naturally we do not mean that the stamp trade should make a big rush on 
space in the Post as the stamp business is chiefly conducted by mail, a dealer 
cannot give too much attention to his mailing list. It should be built up by 
steady, well-executed advertising; kept in efficient, shape by checking returns: 
and regularly circularized with attractive price lists or circulars. For that is 
th<> v,ay not only to make consistent profits and satisfied customers, but to 
put the stamp trade on a higher level of commercial recognition and prestige. 

Finally, the stamp business ought to be guided not only by what is going 
on in the way of internal competition, but also by developments in other 
lines of business, by that enormous outside competition which—even though 
it has thousands ,of dollars to spend for advertising and prestige—must not 
he permitted to relegate so worthy and enjoyable a hobby as Philatelv to a 
Place in the shade.—Harris, 





PRECANCEL NOTES.—A. F. Gamber, Valley City, N. Dak. 

If you have anything of interest to precaneel collectors to get into print, send 
it to me. If you have any questions relative to the hobby. I’ll do my best to answer 
them. If I can’t do it, we’ll print the question where ail who run may read, and rely 
on the wide circulation of West t® bring the right answer. 


How am I to know a Bureau Print when I see one? How distinguish it from 
the precancels issued by city offices? The best way to do this is either to ask 
some precancel collector to help you, or to help yourself by ordering from 
Philatelic Gossip, Holton, Kansas, the 4th edition of the Mitchell Bureau Print 
Catalog, 50c net. This catalogue illustrates the various types so there is no 
mistaking them. 

How can I get the necessary basic knowledge for a start in precancel col¬ 
lecting? By sending to the writer, enclosing 4c in stamps for The ABC of 
Precancels, or by sending a similar amount to Francis Greeley, 15 John St. New 
York. With these facilities at your command, there is no reason why you 
shouldn’t know all it is necessary to know’. 

How shall I mount my precancels? Mount them the way that suits you best, 
you re the doctor. A sheet large enough to take at least seven stamps in a row 
is desirable, larger even more so. My ow’n album sheets are mounted the long 
way of 12x10, taking 11 stamps per row. Blank albums of course are the only 
kind, printed albums for precancels are impossible. Don’t mount inverts upside 
down to show the overprint normal, Mount the stamp right side up, to show 7 the 
overprint inverted. It’s the overprint we are interested in, not the stamp. Use 
only GOOD hinges, these 10c or 15c per 1,000 truck do more damage to stamps 
than can ever be remedied. Good hinges can’t be bought for so little. Pay 
more and save more in the long run. 

Where shall I get my precancels? That depends on where you are. If you 
live in town and care enough about it to ask the receiving clerks in stores, 
factories, etc., to save all stamps from incoming packages, you’ll probably be 
successful in picking up a good many. Possibly you have friends in such posi¬ 
tions, v:ho can be prevailed on to help. One of the best bets in the world, if 
you can reach them, is the paper sorters in paper mills. Millions of stamps pass 
through their hands at one time or another. If you are one or know one, make 
up to him, he 11 prove the best kind of source. If none of these avenues is open 
to you, then you’ll have to enlarge your collection by purchase and exchange. 

Are the l-10c overprinted with abbreviated state names precancels? No, they 
are controls, just the same as if they had punched initials. The purpose of the 
overprint (abbreviated state name between the figures of value) is to lessen 
sales of stolen stamps. It is an experiment, and not like!) to be continued 
very long. 

How about the precancelled lc stamped envelopes, are they collectible? Yes, 
of course, anything is collectible. But if you go in for them very extensively 
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you must be prepared to take care of a lot of bulky envelopes which take up 
room and are very hard to mount or display. There was considerable commo¬ 
tion about them last fall, but most of it has died away now, a few collect them 
entire, the rest cut them 2x4 inches. I collected stamped envelopes once, and. 
know just what a job it would be to house and handle them, so I’m off them 
entirely. But every one to his taste. 

I made some reference last month to the overprinting in red on the Playing 
Card stamps. It did not occur to me at the time that these are revenues, and 
hence may be overprinted in any color. The postal ruling as to black ink ap¬ 
plies only to emissions of the P. O. Dept. These Playing Card stamps are emis¬ 
sions of the Treasury Dept., hence exempt from this ruling. 

West readers who are interested in precancels will b^ surprised to learn 
that the precancel capital of the country has been shifted from Minneapolis 
to New York City. The Hoover Brothers, 35-West 33rd Street, New York, have 
bought the complete precancel stock and all rights to the Standard Precancei 
Catalog from the Rotnem Stamp Company, and will carry on the merged 
business and the editing of the catalog from the above New York address. 


The speculative side of collecting has not been emphasized by us as fairly 
as it might be stressed. This restraint has been due to several reasons, one of 
which is a caution based on a wish not to mislead the inexperienced collector, 
who is always with us. The danger of spoiling the sentiment of many collectors 
who recoil from dollar consideration is understood and has its weight, as well. 
However, from a seat high in the tower of the financial seers, there has come 
a pronouncement that is one of the biggest stories that may be imagined. No 
other than Mr. Babson has approved stamp investments. We have reproduced 
Mr. Babson’s letter of endorsement which in our opinion is one of the biggest 
bits of news that ever broke on this philatelic planet. We repeat that Messrs. 
H. E. Harris & Co.’s Bi-Monthly Journal scored heavily in offering Mr. Bab- 
son’s letter. Incidentally, it has been reported to us that one of the financial 
leaders in New York has placed a fund of one million dollars at the disposal 
of a dealer who has been deputized to buy stamps for his collection and prob¬ 
ably for investment purposes as well.—Mekeel. 

Are Patriotics too high in prices? One wonders. Certainly the collectors 
of Americana as well as pure stampsters get a chuckle out of the patriotic 
covei collecting interest, for they notice that an unused Patriotic has no money 
appeal, whilst the ones showing a stamp, of common garden variety, plus a post¬ 
mark, often attain the heights—provided the five leading buyers of these 
requires that one item for his collection. 

Unused Patriotics, one might say, are common, but as to whether the 
prices being paid for these covers is high—who knows? Or cares? The market 
is limited, of course.—-Gossip. 


Stamp collectors, like others, go aff on a tangent at times. When they 
read that a Lincoln letter sold for more than a thousand dollars and a. 
Washington brought eight hundred, they lose sight of the fact that these 
letters had “contents matter” of importance, and collectors of Americana, 
very properly, pay for these sort of things. What might be called “mere 
autographs” of Important Americans are still to be load at reasonable prices. 
—Gossip. 
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POPULARITY OF AIR POST STAMPS—INCREASING VALUES 

In stamp-collecting circles the present attraction is all for air post stamps. 
A clear indication of the popularity of this branch of philately is afforded by 
some remarkable advances in the quotations for the scarcer varieties of stamps 
issued for aerial postage throughout the world contained in the latest catalogue 
for 1929. Almost without exception these issues show a strong upward move¬ 
ment. 

The “Hawker” air post stamp of Newfoundland, one of the rarest British 
Colonial stamps of the present century, touches for the first time the $500 
mark in unused condition and $450 used, compared with $325 in either state 
twelve months ago. The mint “Alcock” Transatlantic air mail stamp has put 
on $1 and is now listed at $5 unused, but is not priced on flown cover. On the 
other hand, the “De Pinedo” stamp figures in used condition only at $125, no 
price being given for the mint specimen. Among foreign air post stamps the 
most startling increase is recorded in the Cilicia series of 1921, with “Poste par 
Avion” overprint in frame which, from $2 in the last edition, has suddenly 
leaped up to $125, used, in view of the undoubted scarcity of genuinely flown 
covers. The official air post stamp of Colombia has moved up from $60 to $100, 
unused; it is listed used at $75 and is by no means over-valued. 

A number of semi-official air post issues recognized by aero-specialists are 
disregarded by this catalogue which includes, however, the Honduras “Aero 
Correo set of 1925, at prices totalling more than $300. An example of rapid 
appreciation in an air stamp of recent issue is provided in the case of the 50 
centavos Peru, over printed "Servicio Aereo,” in 1927. Originally sold for about 
30c, the latest quotation for this stamp is $7.50 unused and $10 used. The 
error of the 15 kop. Russian air stamp of 1924, with “inverted” surcharge, has 
jumped from $100 to $175 and the imperforate Spanish 1 peseta doubles its 
former price at $60. By way of contrast, the 24 cents U. S. A. air mail stamp, 
with center “inverted,” remains stationary at $950. 

Another notable feature of the new catalogue is the attempt that has been 
made to grapple with the ever-present problem of “condition,” as affecting 
the early imperforate and so-called “Classic”. emissions, by the introduction 
of differential pricing intended to cover the range of collectable copies, from 
fine to “poor. In some instances the margin of difference would appear to 
be unduly wide, amounting to as much as $400 between a good specimen and an 
inferior one. On the whole the innovation is likely to be welcomed by phila¬ 
telists as a practical solution to the “third catalogue” bogy. 

The air post stamps from the Dutch Indies comprise four denominations of 
the contemporary postage series. They are provisionally overprinted “Lucht- 
post together with the device of an aeroplane in flight, and surcharged with 
new values for use in the local air mail service pending the arrival of a definite 
set of air stamps from Holland—namely, 10 on 12 Vi cents red, 20 on 25c lilac, 
40 on 80c orange, 75c on 1 gulden sepia and 1VL> gld. on 2 if gld. rose-carmine.

THE PHILATELIC WEST 


AIR STAMP SELLS FOR $480—SOUVENIR OF “ROSS-SMITH” FLIGHT. 

Stamp collectors, like other sections of the community, are rapidly de¬ 
veloping “air-mindedness.” Few stamps enjoy a wider popularity at the pres¬ 
ent time than those issued expressly for franking air-borne correspondence 
in all parts of the world. 

The increasing demand for the rarer varieties of Air Post stamps, more 
particularly those associated with famous flights and flyers, was strikingly ex¬ 
emplified at a sale devoted exclusively to Air Post souvenirs in the form of 
Stamps and Covers held by a London dealer recently. 

The piece de resistance on this occasion was a fine unsued copy of the 
much-discussed stamp, or, rather, vignette, provided by the Australian govern¬ 
ment for use upon the mail brought from London to Melbourne by the late 
Sir Ross-Smith on his epoch-making flight in the winter of 1919-20, which 
realized the almost record sum of $480 under the hammer. 

Although recognized by Yvert, the Ross-Smith stamp is ignored by Gibbons 
because it bears no expressed value, and for this season it is less sought after 
by aero-philatelists in this country than by their confreres abroad. 

For a long time after the date of the flight it was believed that the stamp 
only existed postally used. Then, about three years ago, one or two mint 
specimens found their way to England and changed hands for comparatively 
high figures. Then, for a time, the demand fell off, and it is not so long ago 
that one was knocked down in auction for the totally inadequate sum of $100. 

The latest price demonstrates that collectors are now waking up to the 
actual and potential value of this historically interesting issue. 

Designed by Lieut. Courtney-Benson, of the Australian Defence Force, and 
printed one at a time from a single die at the Federal Printing Office, Mel¬ 
bourne, the Ross-Smith vignette was used only on February 26, 1920, upon 
some 320 letters handed over to the Commonwealth Postal authorities by the 
distinquished aviator on his arrival, when they were cancelled with a special 
souvenir cachet. One of the original envelopes bearing the same stamp sold 
for $230. 

Perhaps the most notable increase in value was was that of the “De 
Pinedo” Air Mail stamp of Newfoundland. Two years ago a mint block of 
four of this variety fetched $600 in the same auction room (an average of 
only $150 a stamp). 

On this occasion a single unused specimen was bid up to $300, or double 
the former figure. Another good price was $160 for a letter flown across the 
Atlantic with Sir John Alcock in June, 1919, when he carried off the “Daily 
Mail prize for the first successful trans-Atlantic flight.—Bazar. 


The abolishing of the back stamping on common air mail should be a 
good thing. Stops a lot of unintentional cussing. Recently arrived an airmail 
lrom New York, took three days. The ordinary mail would have been just as 
good. An airmail from a country town in Wisconsin arrives no speedier than 
the common letter. Study the time table on airmail or in some instances com¬ 
mon mail service will prove just as speedy. This reminds of the time when back 
stamping was applied on all letters. Here is a record: A letter mailed from 
Portland, Maine, on the 9th of the month at 9 p. m. arrived in Denver the same 
day, three hours earlier, at 6 p. m. A record of speed, but with the proviso: A 
clerk in Portland made the mistake of inverting the date, intending it to be a 
six. Look for freaks and you can find them.—O. T. Hartman. 
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BIRTHDAY STAMPS A NOVEL PRESENT TO HIS SON 

The Khedive, King Fuad, paid his little son a very pretty compliment on 
his ninth birthday, February 11. He ordered the postal officials to prepare 
lour stamps of the value of 5 mills? 10, 15 and 20 mills bearing the portrait of 
the little Prince Farouk as the main part of the design. The compliment was 
as delightful as it was unique, for no other prince has had a similar honor 
paid him. 

But this is not to say that birthday stamps are unknown to philately. The 
Argentine postal authorities make rather a habit of remembering the centen¬ 
aries of their great men. In 1911 they began with the centenary of President 
Sarmiento; seven years later it was the turn of their first Postmaster-General, 
Dr. Juan Puiol, and in February, 1926, it was Rivardaria’s centenary whose por¬ 
trait appears on the stamps of 1864, the 5-cent red, 10-cent green and 15-cent 
blue for which you yould have to pay about $1,250 for unused specimens and 
about $500 for the used ones. 

Two rulers have had their eightieth birthday celebrated with an issue of 
stamps. Francis Joseph of Austria was one, his near neighbor, Prince John of 
Liechtenstein the other, but a space of 15 years separated the two issues 
The Austrian issue achieved its effect with an economy of means; they took the 
designs then in use, dated them at the head and foot, and added a miniature 
portrait gallery to your albums which would cost you $25. The Liechtenstein 
issue to celebrate Prince John’s birthday was a much more modest affair. There 
were three stamps in the set instead of seventeen, they were normal in size, but 
they contrived a double debt to pay, for they franked one’s correspondence and 
added a mite to local charity. 

Charity, too, benefited from the beautifully engraved set which the Swed¬ 
ish post office issued at the end of last year to celebrate the seventieth birthday 
of King Gustave V. The set of five was the country’s birthday present to their 
sovereign, and it was by his express desire that the proceeds went to a medical 
research fund. 

The only ruler to have one birthday stamp was the Khedive himself, and 
that was issued three years ago. It is a three-quarter lengtn portrait, but in 
spite of the fact that the stamp is larger than usual the figure is dwarfed by 
the frame. In common ^ with the latest birthday stamps its reproduction is 
very fine indeed, but the best mechanical methods cannot atone for faulty design. 


“REMISS REMINISCENCE.”—By O. T. Hartman 
In the last two weeks of December, 1923, near the end of the hectic infla¬ 
tion period of the German mark the ten billions transfer tax stamp paid the tax 
on a trillion marks transfer transaction. This ten billions stamp will be the peer 
of an expressed face value perhaps for all times, though the little intrinsic 
value was small. A trillion marks was fixed at 23c U. S. value. 

But can you now secure this billions stamp for 23c? Never saw a ten bil¬ 
lions stamp, but have a five billions in my collection. It takes no effort to se¬ 
cure the million values but the milliard ones are not overcrowding the market. 
In the postage line it never went higher than the 50 milliards, and not so fre¬ 
quently met with, and on a letter quite interesting. 

Taken from the income tax-book of a coal miner from October 1 to De¬ 
cember 31, 1923, he earned 55,197,043,000,000 marks, and he paid deducting 
ten per cent for wife, children below 17, etc., the sum of three billions. 290 
milliards marks <7 interesting stamps). For comparison this same man earned 
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from January 1 to March 31 of the same year only 408,417 marks and paid 
as tax 31,324 marks. In either case he barely made a living, but the genius 
with the super-brain who had a vision and caused that toboggan slide of the 
German mark wiping away all hopeless debts. It kept the populace busy to get 
rid of the ficticious wealth in those turbulent days and found little time to 
listen to the bolshevik rumblings. 

“Now what has this to do with stamps?” you say. Well! The high values 
are good property, but do not overlook the little, very smallest value. Take 
for instance the 5pf. statistic which is by far better than one milliard, repre¬ 
senting the same when it came to pay in 1922-23. 

What is value? To change the subject. Many British stamps bear the 
expression: Postage and revenue. Take the 5sh, lOsh, or higher are postally 
quite scarce but common enough as revenue used. Let’s for example have the 
lsh. St. Lucia 1912 priced $1.00, but when a pen-cancelled revenue should be 
only worth, as a space filler, from 5c to 10c, no more. Nevertheless clean look¬ 
ing pen marked stamps of high value should be desirable, but look out for the 
stamp offered as unused, it may have the ink mark skillfully removed. Closer 
inspection often prevents the purchase. 

This difficulty was never found with the earlier than moveable postage 
stamps. They were affixed or printed on the document prior to 1840. Spain 
is credited with the earliest affixed (not moveable) tax stamp in 15??; of 
Austria I possess a document of 1771, a receipt of 1815, a passbook of 1827; a 
Mexican of 1673, a kind of treaty; an English lead stamp of George IV, 1826. 
These affixed ancient tax stamps can be found of many countries, but to Neth- 
erland belongs the credit of using a moveable stamp in 1829, a series of 31 
values, a white embossed circular stamp, watermarked crossing lines, which 
were pasted onto the document. The word: Handelzegel appears on these 
stamps. In 1842 appeared another issue of 38 values. The paper used for these 
old documents, etc., was handmade. Machine made paper came in use after 
185C. 

No disputing that the postage is the lord commanding the attention of the 
public or collectors. An established hobby with the stress on the monetary 
end. All the interesting talk or erudite treaties on the stamps are command- 
able but should a hobby become a science? All pleasure side tracked? Revenue 
stamps were once quite a sideline but lack of recent catalogues caused a slump. 
Telegraph stamps have nearly stopped to exist as separate issues. In most in¬ 
stances the postage stamp is now used for that purpose, often with a special 
telegraph obliteration.

The silver half dollar seems to be on the way to follow the dollar int© 
oblivion. The mint officials say that the people refuse to carry them around 
What the remedy is they have not made plain. 

It is curious that the silver dollar is amost a geographical landmark. The 
moment you get north of the Tehachapi pass they begin lading out this ballast. 
If you have more than $10, you sag under the burden. 

An old Californian writes that it used to be a sentimental regret to him 
the passing of the $5 gold pieces that you paid out by mistake for nickels, and 
the huge iron dollars, but now he endures their passing with Christian forti¬ 
tude. The main problem seems to be to get them in any form. 

From the Leavenworth (Kansas) Times I glean the following interesting 
item: M. E. Clark, who died here twenty-five years ago, came to Kansas ter¬ 
ritory in the spring of 1855. He located here and engaged in the wholesale 
and retail business, in which he continued four years until he entered the 
banking business. The firm was Clark, Gruber & Co., and remained as such 
until May, 1864, when the firm of Clark & Co. was organized, which, January 
1, 1878, went into voluntary liquidation to merge the business into the German 
bank, of which he became president, a position he held until November 1882. 
From 1860 to 1863 Mr. Clark was in Denver in charge of a branch of the 

banking house ol Clark, Gruber & Co. and while there established a private 

mint for coining gold, the nucleus of the present mint at Denver. 

These early Denver coins, made of ‘Pikes Peak Gold," are now very scarce 

and command a high premium. 

The half cent of 1796, the rarest of all U. S. copper coins has brought as 
much as $400 at a public auction sale. 

The coinage of the silver dollar was commenced in the United States in 

1793. 

Excepting commemorative coins, there has been no coinage of $1 gold 
pieces since 1899. At the present time there are no $1 gold pieces in either 
the United States treasury or the United States mints. 

Under the caption “Sixty Years Ago" in “The Kansas Chief” I find an 
item from 1871, reading: “Liniment labels are said to circulate freely among 
me Indians of the northwest, who take them for greenbacks.” Every dog has 
his day. It may be that the Indians of 1871 did not know the difference between 
hniment labels and real money, but you can just bet your boots that they 
do now. 
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DOLLAR-SIZE SILVER COINS OF 442 YEARS DISPLAYED 

An exhibit of interest to numismatists, historians and to the general public 
is the display of 1,600 dollar-size silver pieces coined by 429 states, principal¬ 
ities, cities and religious bodies over a period of more than 400 years.' The 
■collection, housed in the lobby of the Fifth Avenue and Fifty-fifth Street 
branch of the Bank and Trust Co., is the property of Louis G. Kaufman, 
president of the bank, and is said to exemplify the entire silver coinage of 
dollar size in every part of the world since 1486. 

Although silver has been used as money for more than 2,000 years, its 
coinage was limited to’pieces of small denomination until 1486. Then the 
first silver coins of dollar size were struck for the Province of Tyrol by 
Sigismund, archduke of Austria. These pieces were called talers. Eventually 
similar coins were adapted to the currency systems of most other European 
countries, under names similar to that of the “talers.” Talers is still the 
Yiddish term for a dollar; in Denmark they were called “dalers,” in the 
-Netherlands “daalded,” in Italy “tallero,” and a dollar in the United States. 

The equivalents in Britain, France, Russia and Spain were crowns, five- 
lranc pieces, rubles and reallS;, respectively. These old silver coins were 
once made by hand. The metal was hammered into thin slabs of requisite 
thickness and after the impression of the dies and been made on the face 
and reverse each coin was cut out separately with hand shears. Many of the 
coins in this exhibition are not circular. Some are rectangular; others have 
a general rectangular shape with roimded corners. 

The etcher or engraver desirous of obtaining official representations 
of the profiles of the governing heads of different periods will find them ex¬ 
pertly wrought in these monetary units. The heads on most of them are 
those of people associated with notable events in the past five centuries. 

To Americans the “blood money” dollar is of peculiar interest. It is one 
of the pieces, coined in Plesse-Cassel in 1778, that was used to pay the 
Hessian troops hired by George III for service against the American Revolu¬ 
tion. A silver piece struck by the Van Verre company of Amsterdam in 1601, 
under whose authority Henry Hudson discovered the river bearing his 
name, is also contained in this collection. 

Other coins of special historical interest in the display are one minted 
by Maximilian, emperor of Mexico, in 1866; the goloid metric dollar of the 
United States, struck in 1879, and so called because it contained a small 
percentage of gold; the Lesher dollar, minted in Colorado in 1900 by private 
interests without government sanction at the time of Bryan’s agitation for 
‘ free silver” and intended only for the purchase of commodities, and a dollar 
struck by Napoleon in 1815 during his reign of 100 days after his return 
from Elba.—New York Times. 


INDIAN LORE; ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE—By W. Straley. 

Field and stream is authority for the statement that the American In¬ 
dians were the first to use decoys for ducks and geese. Many specimens of 
these decoys have been found on the floor of a dried lake bed in Nevada, 
along with flint arrowheads. It appears that the decoy was fashioned from 
reeds to resemble a duck and then covered with feathers. 

Along Indian creek, Elk River and other streams in the Ozark region 
of Missouri, according to a writer in the Kansas City Star, the Indians years 
and years ago found shelter under the bluffs. “Just off these ledges on which

they made their homes, ash heaps sometimes as much as 16 feet deep, are to 
be found in which relics of stone, wood and fabric are taken from time 1» 
time.” 

Early in 1928 Mr. Earl Morris of the Carnegie Institution of Washington 
discovered an interesting and valuable turquoise mosaic plaque in the ruined 
city of Chichen Itza, Yucatan. A special artist from the states was sent to 
restore the relic, which contained some 3,000 pieces of turquoise which wer# 
lastened to a wooden background. It is said that the stones were believed 
to have been found in Arizona and New Mexico and transported to the far 
off Maya country. 

Dr. Alis Hi'dlicka, anthropologist of the Smithsonian Institute, reports that 
he has discovered evidence in Alaska that leads him to believe that the 
American Indian is a descendant of an Asiatic race. 

Dr. Herbert J. Spinden of Harvard university, according to the Path¬ 
finder, suggests that modern spiritualism and the alleged communication with 
the dead through mediums may have been borrowed from the American In¬ 
dians and, no doubt, began in upper New York state near The reservations 
of the Iroquois Indians. 


“The staff of life of the California Indians was acorn mush,” says Mr. 
J. F. Harrington of the Smithsonian Institution bureau of American ethnol¬ 
ogy, “And the live oak grew in abundance without cultivation. It was be¬ 
cause of the abundance of this food that Southern California supported an. 
aboriginal population larger than any other comparable area in North America. 
* * * The acorns were milled, and some of the bitterness removed by soaking 
and draining, after which it was boiled up into a mush and eaten with great 
relish, though the tannin left would often be enough to nauseate a white 
man. Deer meat, shell fish and other foods rounded out tin- diet. * : •* The 
older Indians still feel that cutting an oak is like desecrating a church. 

An Associated Press report from Chihauhau, Mexico, states that the 
mummified bodies of more than 100 men, women and children discovered in a 
mountain cave near San Juan, Nepomuceno, bore silent witness to their living 
incarceration. 

The Mississippi river was called “Mech-e-se-be” by the Algonquin Indians, 
the word meaning “the father of waters.” 


A question and answer in the “We Ought to Know” department of the 
Kansas City, (Mo.) Star: “Did the Indians have horses before the white man 
came? Ans.: The Indians did not have horses before the discovery of 
America by Europeans in the latter part ol the fifteenth century. The first 
horses were brought over by the Spaniards.” 

Mr. R. H. Warren, a hardware merchant of Excelsior Springs, Mo., some 
time ago leceived from the estate of a brother, S. V. Warren, who died last 
spring in the west, a pictorial record of an Indian’s conquests in lov* and 
war. The book was discovered by deceased some twenty years ago while 
Threading his way through a canyon in Wyoming. The Indian, in his original 
manner, had kept a pictorial diary of his eventful life. There were about 18 
complete colored pictures besides 12 pages of unfinished sketches. 

Last summer the department of acliaeology of the University of Illinois 
unearthed some 79 skeletons of a prehistoric race near Browning, ID. "The 
men were buried on their left sides and the women on their right sides. A 
charm stone was found in the palm of each infant,” says the Associated Press. 
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400 PIPES IN COLLECTION OF EAST ORANGE RESIDENT 

What is believed to be the largest private pipe collection in New Jersey 
is owned by Charles Jeffreys, living in East Orange. During the last forty 
years Mr. Jeffreys whose home is at 60 Brighton avenue, has gathered from 
all corners of the earth more than 400 specimens. They are made of briar, clay, 
cob, stone, glass, meerschaum and German silver, and are of all sizes and shapes. 
If one were to purchase the pipes individually, it is estimated that the collec¬ 
tion would cost more than $2,500. Mr. Jeffreys purchased only a few. The 
others were presented to him by friends. He has smoked at least once all but 
a dozen. 

The most valuable pipe in the collection, Mr. Jeffreys thinks, is an unusually 
large meerschaum in the shape of a woman’s head and shoulders. Although 
it has been in his possession only a few months, it is about fifty years old. - It 
could not be bought for $250. 

Another prize in the collection is a pipe from the Australian bush. It is a 
bamboo cylinder covered with carvings and is smoked like a cigar. The natives 
use leaves instead of tobacco. This type of pipe ie extremely rare. 

The bowl of a rather unusual specimen is carved in the image of the late 
King Edward of Great Britain. It was presented to Mr. Jeffreys during the 
reign of that monarch. 

Mr. Jeffreys is especially fond of two German pipes of china. They are 
hand painted. One of them was decorated by his sister and the other by an 
artist friend. The workmanship on both is unusually fine. He has two Indian 
peace pipes. They are made of a red stone coming from a quarry in Pipestone, 
Minn. ^ his quarry was held as neutral ground by all tribes because all de¬ 
pended on it for pipe material. 

One of the oddest specimens in the collection is a Chinese pipe made of 
German silver. The name '‘German silver,” incidentally, is a misnomer. The 
metal was used by the Chinese several thousand years before it came into favor 
with the Teutons. This Chinese pine is water-cooled and has a compartment 
loi tobacco. The collection contains several other pipes from the Orient. Some 
are so tiny that they have only enough space in the bowls for a puff or two. 

Mr. Jeffrey’s one regret as a pipe collector ise that he did not pay more 
attention to getting clay pipes. He has, however, a few of rare beauty. They 
come from Ireland and France. The French, Mr. Jeffreys believes, produce the 
most artistic clay pipes. 

The Germans, the connoisseur says, lead the world in the making of 
meerschaums. Mr. Jeffreys has in his possession meerschaum bowls which 
have won the admiration of artists and sculptors because of the super-excel- 
lence of their carving. 

Although nearly every country is represented in the collection, Mr. Jeffreys 
is still m need of a native New Zealand pipe and some Russian specimens. He 
smoked his first pipe in 1888, the year his family moved to Newark from 
Brooklyn. It was a meerschaum and it is still one of his treasures. 

Mr Jeffreys is of the tobacco firm of Jeffreys & Son. Thus he came into con¬ 
tact with many pipe collectors and acquired the hobby. A briar is the best of all 
pipes says Mr. Jeffreys, who takes about forty-five minutes to finish a pipeful 
of tobacco, which is considerably longer than the average smoker’s time. He 
laughs at the idea of people paying ten and twelve dollars for a pipe. A fifty- 
center, properly smoked, he says, is every bit as good.—Sent by Helen M. CorvelL

John J. Arthur of 1714 Clay street, Topeka, who is one of the archaeologists 
of the Kansas State Historical Society, has a splendid archaeological collection 
of 5,000 specimens at his home. It is probable that this collection will eventu¬ 
ally become a part of the great Historical Society Museum, which is now housed 
in the beautiful Memorial Building in Topeka. 

Matt Noll, retired druggist of Atchison and one of the head men of the 
Kansas Pharmaceutical Association, is collecting historical and other material 
relating to Kansas pharmacy and has accumulated a vast amount of data on 
that subject .which he plans to place on permanent record in the society’s 
archives. 

Frank Smith, antique dealer, has come into possession of a large assortment 
of pictures of Leavenworth and Fort Leavenworth, taken about fifty years ago. 
The pictures were prepared by a Leavenworth photographer for use in a stereo¬ 
scope, which vied with the old family album for parlor entertainment honors 
in the old days.—Leavenworth Times. 

Mrs. Merlyn P. Waldren of Nickerson has made nearly a hundred scrap 
books, covering a wide range of subjects. Mrs. Waldren is laureate recorder 
of the United Amateur Press Association of America. 

Randolph Tye of Chanute is president of the Buddy Rogers Fan Club, 
which is collecting and preserving everything available relating to Charles 
("Buddy”) Rogers, the screen star, who is a native of Kansas. 

One of the few copies of the best photo the late John J. Ingalls ever had 
made in his own estimation hangs in the office of Jack Harrison, editor of the 
Beloit Gazette. Mr. Harrison has in his office an interesting collection of 
photographs including one of the famous Wild Bill Hickok, one of the last of 
the old time shooting peace officers of Kansas. Several years ago Mr. Harrison 
wrote to Sheffield Ingalls here for a picture of his father. There were none 
available but Mr. Ingalls suggested that the one of the best photographs of 
the famous Kansan had been taken at Beloit in 1890 when the late senator 
wound up a campaaign there that year by addressing a crowd of 5,000 persons. 
The photographer who took the picture didn’t have the negative. Mr. Harrison 
mentioned the fact in his paper and a woman subscriber sent him one of the 
Beloit photographs. 


ALBION, NEB., ANTIQUES 

Albion Argus. A display cabinet is being built in the ante-room of the 
district court to house the curios of S. B. Morehead’s collection and other relics 
of pioneer days. Mr. Morehead has a wonderful collection of relics and curios 
from all parts of the world and nearly every week is offered something odd or 
interesting to add to it. Among the recent additions is an old flint lock pistol, 
powder horn and bullet mold. The tag attached to the relic said it fell into 
ihe hands of the British in 1686 having been taken from a pirate ship at 
Tripoli. Another article which will find a resting place here is a spinning wheel 
which belonged to H. H. Funhu’s mother and did service more than one hun¬ 
dred years ago. Mr. Morehead has been collecting oddities for a number of 
years but has never had a place where they could be properly cared for. He 
has some of them at the court house and many more home. There are many 
articles in the homes of Boone county people which have a history and some 
of them will find their way to the court house museum where they will be 
cared for and at the same time can be seen by visitors. 
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PADILLA’S CHURCH IN QUIVIRA—By Mark E. Zimmerman. 

Since the Pawnee province of Quivira has been identified, the questioa 
has ben raised in regard to the church used by the good father Padilla whOe 
he labored for his cause in Quivira. It has been suggested that the large, circu¬ 
lar sun temple in the northeast part of Rice county, Kansas, was the most 
logical place for the first church in Kansas. This grass house was over one 
hundred feet in diameter which was three times that of the ordinary Quiviran 
grass house. A grass thatched house was easily repaired when needed, and 
would last until burned or blown away. 

This is not true of the ground-house, which could not be repaired and 
when the poles decayed which held up the earth roof, it became unsafe for 
further habitation, and a new house was built. Dunbar says, “The Pawnee 
moved about every eight years” but gives no reason for it. The reason was, 
that the life of a ground house was from six to twelve years, and as a village 
was built at the same time, the houses became unsafe about the same time, 
and the tribe moved to a new location and built a new r village. So we find that 
Brower was mistaken in the idea that there were no substantial houses south 
of the Smokey Hill river, that could be called Quiviran. 

Coronado came over from Mexica to Quivira in 1541 and was in Quivira 
25 days, and saw 25 grass house villages. No ground houses were mentioned 
by Coronado, or any of the other writers of his expedition to Quivira. Coronado 
came over one route and returned over another. The Turk who tried to 
keep Coronado out of Quivira and his own province of Harahey, was strangled 
after the expedition reached Quivira. Coronado waited at Quivira for the war 
chief of Harahey to come down. Now there was no better place for Coronado's 
headquarters while in Quivira than the sun temple on the Little Arkansas 
nver. Very likely the Turk was strangled near this temple, and that it was 
here that Coronado waited for Tatarrax war chief of Harahey. Padilla re¬ 
mained at Quivira after the return of Coronado to Mexico, and the Quiviran 
sun temple was the most imposing structure in Quivira, 'and so it has been 
suggested that Padilla used it for his church. If that is true, he was probably 
murdered at this place, and the human remains dug up in the floor of this old 
ruin, may have been those of Padilla. 

Mr. Paul Jones, Lyons, Kansas, is planning to go from Lyons over the 
route the Turk and Ysopete led the Spaniards to Quivira, and return over the 
i oute the Spaniards returned to Mexico. Mr. Jones expects to go over those 
old historic routes during the coming May or June. 


THE NORSE-AMERICAN MEDAL—By Ambrose J. Brown. 

The Norse-American medal was a 40,000 issue of silver and same quality 
as our silver coins, octagonal in shape and approximately the same size as the 
50 cent piece. These medals are of two sizes, one thick and the other thin. 
which I think was a mistake on the thin ones which are becoming very rare. 

The medal was designed by James Earl Frazier former member of the 
Fedei al Fine Arts commission and designer of several other historic medals, in¬ 
cluding the Rooseveit award medals, the navy distinguished service medal and 
the so called “Buffalo Nickle.” 

Obveise of the medal shows a Viking Chieftain setting foot on American 
soil, with a Viking ship in the background and reads, "Norse-American Centen¬ 
nial 1825-1925.” Reverse shows a Viking ship under full sail and underneath 
is dated ‘A. D. 1000.” The year Leif Erikson discovered America.

An old logging wagon, built in the Sierra Nevada mountains in 1866, has 
just been recovered in the Line Pine region, near Mt. Whitney, and will be pre¬ 
served in a museum. 


When Dolores Del Rio, the movie star, was recently assigned by Edwin 
Carew to the important role of “Ramona” in the picturization of Helen Hunt 
Jackson’s famous novel of that title, she secured from her old home in Mexico 
City, many precious family heirlooms and relics, such as silks, laces and jewels 
hundreds of years old, which formed the principal part of her raiment. 

Mrs. Eugenit Mendez, an Indian woman believed to be 127 years of age, died 
in Tejon Canyon recently. She was born in the canyon and was an aunt of the 
Indian chief, Juan Lozada. 


A large section of a California giant sequoia tree has been sent to the 
Buffalo museum of natural science by Col. John White, superintendent of 
Sequoia National park. 

Rev. Joel F. Hedgpeth, a Methodist minister of Visalia, is giving talks on 
Indian customs and traditions. He was born among the Indians and is in pos¬ 
session of much authoritative data on some of the tribes. 


Stored in the attic of his home at Alameda, Ca.l., and in as perfect condition 
as when his first wife stored it away 39 years ago, a wedding cake used at the 
marriage of J. W. Mitchell and Miss Grace Miner, is still intact, and reveals a 
double romance. Mitchell, engaged to Miss Addie Gracier, broke with her after 
a quarrel and married Miss Miner, her friend. The cake was served at the 
wedding. With the death of Mrs. Mitchell the friendship of Miss Gracier and 
Mitchell was renewed and since they have married. 

James Schultz of Helm has received from Italy a hand-carved oak chest 
250 years old, all parts of which, inducting nails, hinges and a six-inch key, were 
made by hand. He also possesses a smaller chest 350 years old. 

A small museum is being established in Foster Glen, a county park, near the 
summit of San Marcos Pass, in which relics and curios gathered in the Santa 
Ynez mountains will be preserved. 

Modesto college has started a movement for the establishment of a museum. 

An old Wells Fargo express box that was used on the stages in the ’50s, 
and which was among those that carried $50,000,000 in gold from Columbia, 
known as the Gem of the Southern Mines,” to Stockton, has been placed in 
Kings county museum at Hanford. 


Judge Walter Fry, custodian of the new museum at Giant Forest in the 
Sequoia National Park, will have a bronze plate erected at Camp Potwisah to 
commemorate the Kaweah tribe of the Yokut Indians, who once owned the park. 

A rude carving of an Indian with bow and arrow, has been found on the 
trunk of an ancient oak at Lakeside Park at Chatsworth. It is believed to be 
centuries old. 


Frank A. Miller of the Mission Inn at Riverside owns what is said to be the 
greatest known assortment of ancient and historic bells in existence. 

Mrs. Anna Wherland, 2315 Merced street, Fresno, has a collection of over 
300 dolls from all parts of the world. 


A prehistoric frog and other fossils were recently found at a depth of 350 
feet while boring a shaft near the Tesla Portal of the Hetch-Hetchy tunnel in 
the San Joaquin valley. 
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ANCIENT COINS IN BACK YARD—FINDS TREASURE OF SPANIARDS 

Fernandina, Fla.—This historic town, founded by the Spaniards nearly 
three hundred years ago during their gold rush to the Americas, is agog over 
the discovery by W. H. Schreck of a veritable mine of ancient silver and 
copper coins in his back yard. 

Schreck, placer mining the property, has removed nearly a bushel of coins 
from the soil. A few days ago, W'ilhelmina, his four-year-old daughter, 
making mud pies in the yard, brought to her father a coin. Later she ap¬ 
peared with a small can of coins. Schreck investigated, found a few pieces 
of money himself, and decided to wash the soil for additional treasure. 

The garden hose was brought into play. A small sluice gate was erected 
that allowed the soil to filter through, yet stopped objects that would not dis¬ 
solve under water pressure. Monday and Tuesday of last week, 512 coins 
were reclaimed, most of them old silver Spanish pieces, believed to be ba3£ 
crowns and worth about 62 cents each at the present exchange. In all more 
than 1,700 coins have been found. 

Most of the coins are of English or Spanish mintage, and bear dates from 
1683 to 1793. Some pieces cannot be identified. An English disk, minted 3® 
1139, probably a trade check, entitles the owner to one quart in trade, but 
does not state with v.hat commodity the quart would be filled. 

Schreck’s home is in the old town where the Spaniards built their houses 
in the colonial days. Tradition says the place where the money is being 
found was at one time the estate of a Don Cavada, a Spaniard, who lived is 
a sumptuous dwelling erected from seashells. Two of his relatives are said 
to have been slain near the home in duels. Many gay parties were held there. 

Incidentally, while mining the coins, Schreck has uncovered bits of huma* 
1-ones and many grape-shot and arrow heads, indicating that fierce fighting 
with the Indians may have happened there. 

Schreck is sending his coins to dealers who have guaranteed him better 
than the exchange quotations. Some of the pieces are said to be rare. There 
was very little gold in the collection.—Sent by W. A. Menges. 

The old newspapers and magazines in your attic may be valuable. Don’t 
I nin them up or throw them away when you clean house unless you are sure 
that . s do not have historical interest of some sort. Many papers and mag¬ 
azines besides early English ones are of historical value. 

Old papers how in Kansas and Nebraska attics could throw interesting 
sidelights on early days in Kansas and N braska. Perhaps Lincoln’s visit to 
Atchison, Troy and other Kansas towns ■ recorded in one of them. Even 
early territorial days may be described, of John Brown and later Kansas per¬ 
sonalities. Such newspapers are Kansas histories, more fascinating reading 
Ilian any of the textbook kind. Some papers not linked with historical events 
are of interest to the journalist by showing the evolution of the country news¬ 
paper. 

The Kansas and Nebraska state historical libraries have invaluable col¬ 
lections of early newspapers. The journalism department is making a collection 
oi old papers and magazines. Any paper or manuscript of historical interest 
which you may care to give to a college museum collection will be permanently 
preserved, with the name of the donor attached, and will serve to arouse in 
niture generations of students an intelligent veneration for the past. 
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INDIAN DOPE; ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE—By W. Straley. 

Leonard Big Goose, a full blood Ponca Indian, was elected constable of 
a township near Ponca City, Okla., in November, and has the distinction of 
being the first full blood Indian ever elected as a peace officer. He is a 
Haskell Institute graduate and has served as interpreter for his tribe for 
many years. 

Some years ago Joaquin Miller wrote a short account of a part of the 
northwest country, where he carried express in an early day, in which 
he mentioned “E-dah-how,” which section later became the state of Idaho, 
and he stilted the word was an Indian name and meant “light or diadem on 
the skyline of the mountains.” He stated the naming of the state was by his 
friend, Col. Craig. 

We see where the Sioux are pressing a claim through the courts for nearly 
five hundred million dollars against the government, running back to 1850. 

According to the New York Times the interior department, in answer to 
numerous inquiries, has issued a statement declaring that all nativeborn 
American Indians are now citizens of the United States and have the right 
to vote as such, subject in some cases to limits made by the several states. 
* * * There are about 340,000 Indians in the United- States who are members 
of 193 tribes. Their number is greatest in Oklahoma, second in South Dakota. 

Miss Gladys Tantaquidgeon, a student of anthropology in the University 
of Pennsylvania, has given much attention to the folk lore of the American 
Indian, in fact an article from her pen will appear in a forthcoming issue of 
the Bureau of American Ethnology, Washington, D. C. 

The past summer Dr. C. S. Dellinger and a party of explorers represent¬ 
ing the university of Arkansas, carried on a systematic search among the 
caves and burial mounds along the White river basin in Yell, Johnson, Scott, 
Logan and Polk counties, Arkansas. Rich finds of utensils and artifacts were 
made, thus adding much to the university museum’s collections. 


PAY FOR FRAUD IN RELICS 

Never dreaming “Indian things” they made “would stir up such a racket,” 
three Kentucky mountaineers returned to their Cumberland river homes lighter 
of purse and with a firm resolution to no longer furnish their wares to eastern 
museums and collectors. They entered pleas of guilty in federal court at Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., to a technical charge of using the mails to defraud. 

The case originally came to the attention of federal authorities when com¬ 
plaints were made by eastern collectors that Indian relics they purchased in 
and around Cumberland City were not genuine. An investigation began. 

Federal investigators found the “Indian relic factory.” It was powered 
with an old Ford car and produced antiques, both known and unknown to 
science, with a ready sale.—K. C. Star. 


The Pacific Coast Numismatic Society held their annual dinner at the 
Hotel Whitcomb on March 12th. Mr. Jacobson, who was employed by the Rus¬ 
sian concern which printed most of the Russian paper money, talked on 
Russian Numismatics. Following the dinner collections were exhibited by 
Messrs. Brandon, Hanson, Goodman, Goldsmith and Wernstrom. A number of 
stamp collectors were present among these being Dr. W. I. Mitchell, president 
of the Oakland Philatelic Society and of the Golden Gate Precancel Society.— 
Gossip. 
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A CENTRAL BRANCH ANTIQUE COLLECTION 

Out in Osborne lives a young man who is known from one end of the 
country to the other as a collector and connoisseur of things antique, historical, 
odd and curious. His name is Vernon Lemley and he is the possessor of one 
of the finest private collections of relics and curios in the state. He has been 
collecting since he was 12 years of age and has assembled a private museum of 
rare and curious objects that is worth while making a trip out to the Central 
Branch country to see. 

His collection consists of Indian relics and Indian bead-work of every de¬ 
scription, coins dating from B. C. to modern times, medals, paper money, 
stamps, old out-of-print books, autographs, antique fire-arms, swords, knives, 
daggers and other weapons, rugs and blankets, oriental art objects, old brass, 
old whiskey glasses and bottles, fossils, minerals, sea shells and marine curios, 
gem stones, badges, view cards from all lands and many other things. 

In addition to the above he has a collection of 500 different photographs, 
one of the most valuable in the West, of early western characters, cowboys, 
Indians, buffalo hunters, pioneer and frontier scenes, famous outlaws, bandits 
and gun men, Indian dances, noted scouts, frontier forts and trading posts, land¬ 
marks and other subjects of the “old west.” 

Mr. Lemley has always been a great lover of out-door life. He owns a 
pretty saddle mare and, as a sort of side line, breaks and trains horses. He has 
done considerable exploring for Indian mound and grave relics and has visited 
many Indian reservations in quest of Indian lore and material. He enjoys the 
personal acquaintance of many w T ell known Indian chiefs and has autograph 
letters from them. He has dealings and keeps in touch with collectors all over 
the United States and in many foreign countries.—Atchison, Kas., Globe. 


COWBOY’S COLLECTION. 


When L. D. Bertillion of Mineola, Texas, qut the B & V Ranch 33 years 
ago he procured all the long horns around the ranch house which had accum¬ 
ulated i rom the long horn specie of cattle which were getting scarce even then, 
and he packed them away in a barn until recently when he had them mounted 


on nice backboards, and of late he has supplied a number of state museums 
with horns from the long horn specie of cattle now entirely extinct in Texas, 
and a great many states would have been unable to procure such specimens for 
their museums had it not been for Bertillion as no other person apparently- 
tried to save such relics while they could be had. 

Mr. Bertillion also has quite a collection of buffalo horns from the slaughter 
by Wm. F. Cody, better known as Buffalo Bill .which occurred along the oW 
McKenzie trail about the years 1872 and 1873, and at the present day buffalo 
horns are getting scarce and some of his buffalo horns have recently been ac¬ 
quired by some of the congressmen at Washington, D. C. However it is not 
known whether the horns sent to the capital city are for public or private col¬ 
lections. 


However Bertillion stiff has quite a number of Buffalo horns, a few fine buck 
antlers and some of the world’s longest steer horns, ranging from six to seven 
feet spread, and now in his old days he is just starting to collect stamps. 


The entomological collection of the late F. w. Cocks, comprising 11,000 
British beetles and 4,000 British butterflies and moths, all labelled and dated, 
has been presented by his widow to the Reading, England, Museum. 
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FEWER COINS MINTED IN 1928—VALUE EXCEEDED PREVIOUS YEAR 

While coinage of money at the United States mint fell off by about 
twenty-two million pieces in the calendar year 1928, as compared with 1927, 
the value of the coinage increased by about fifty million dollars. The increase 
in value was accounted for primarily in the gain in gold coinage, principally 
$20 gold pieces, according to the director of the mint. These totaled 
$176,320,000. 

At the same time it was learned that the date on all coins manufactured 
at the three mints, San Francisco, Denver and Philadelphia, was changed 
January 1 to 1929 with formal ceremonies, according to the law. The work¬ 
ing dies, which are used to stamp the date side of all coins, were defaced 
and destroyed in the presence of officials at the three mints. The new dies 
were put in operation and the mints now are striking 1929 money. 

The total number of pieces of domestic coinage fell off from 296,010,084 
in 1927 to 274,208,285 in 1928, while the value of these pieces increased from 
$141,147,127 in 1927 to'$189,773,337 in the past calendar year. 

In addition to the domestic coinage for the United States, the mints made 
116,700,000 pieces last year of foreign coinage for other countries, as compared 
with only 3,650,000 pieces the previous year. The coins were manufactured 
tor South American countries. 

The largest number of pieces coined during the past year were pennies, 
which comprised more than one-half of the total. The next in number of 
pieces was the 5 cent piece, of which there were 36,783,000 pieces.—K. C. Star.

The price of autographs of famous men and women is subject to the eco¬ 
nomic law of supply and demand, rising and flunctuating according to the 
market. A signature of George III of England might be worth today $1,000 
©r more, if he had not written his name so many times for posterity. A 
Boston party values his autograph at $1.50. 

Many autographs of noted men and women can be bought as low as 35c, 
and there are quite a few Listed at 20c. Queen Victoria’s autograph brings $2, 
Lord Chesterfield’s 35c, Theodore Roosevelt’s $2, and Calvin Coolidge’s $3. 
Charles Dicken’s cost $5. A number of the leading actors and actresses can 
be bought for 35c to 50c. William Gillett’s for 25c and William Faversham’s 
for 35c. Henry Ward Beecher’s for 25c and Louisa May Alcott’s for $1. 

Thousands of people collect these autographs and if the demand in¬ 
creases with a diminishing supply many of these autographs in time to 
come may be very valuable. At the moment, the highest prices are asked 
for letters with original autographs. These are of greater interest to the 
collector.—By J. Mardon. 


A LINCOLN RELIC FOR SALE—WALNUT BUREAU IS OFFERED BY 

KANSAS WOMAN. 

Arkansas City, Kas.—An Abraham Lincoln bureau is for sale. Treasured 
nearly seventy years in the W. T. Grady family, necessity has forced Mrs. 
Grady, who lives on the outskirts of the city, to part with the black walnut piece 
that once adorned a bedroom of the great Emancipator. The bureau was owned 
by Lincoln when he was a law partner of Coleman Gaines in Springfield, Ill.— 
KL C. Star. 
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GLASS ARROWHEADS, COPPER CHARM AND SHELL BEADS FOUND. 

Alamogordo, N. M.—An Indian village discovered in the Red sands, about 
twenty-five miles south of here, is attracting the attention of local archaeolo¬ 
gists. An unusual copper pendant, believed to be part of a warrior’s necklace 
because of a hole drilled through the end, was found; twenty-seven diminutive 
beads made from mussel shells, and about three dozen shell beads prepared 
for stringing. The beads make a string about one foot long. Another find was 
an almost perfect glass arrow point, made from dark colored glass, and a small 
hectagonal glass shaft of high quality glass. 

The Indian ruins of this section extend from Three Rivers as far south 
as Orogrande, and the unusual finds recently made in the vicinity of Alamo¬ 
gordo have interested the Kansas university to the extent that it had Dr. H. 
H. Lane, head of the university museum board, come here to investigate. He 
is now making plans for excavation of some of the ruins, the work, it is 
understood, to be under the direction of the New T Mexico museum staff.— 
MeConnel. 


SOLOMON S SEAL—By Helen M. Corvell. 

Solomon’s Seal is rarely seen nowadays, except in old fashioned gardens, 
where it has been left to flourish at its own sweet will. That is a pity, for it is 
beautiful both in leaf and flower, and its quaint name alone should make it 
interesting. 

Years ago important documents were usually adorned with several seals, 
attached to the cords by which the rolls of parchment wese secured. It was 
the resemblance of the hanging white flowers to the dangling seals that gave 
the plant its name. Why “Solomon’s” I hardly know, unless it was that people 
were formerly fond of giving flowers a kind of sacred r.ame. Other examples 
ore Trinity Flower, Lady’s Slipper and Lady’s Finger (Lady referring to the 
Virgin Mary) Virgin’s Bower (a kind of white clematis) and St. John’s Wort. 

Solomon’s Seal has another nickname—that of “Devil’s Harp,” though 
the reason for this is hard to seek. Perhaps the flowers were thought to look 
something like the keys to a harp. 


AN UNUSUAL COLLECTION 

Ralph Hadley, editor and publisher of the Lowry City (Mo.) Independent, 
has an unusual collecting hobby. He is making a collection of newspaper ad¬ 
vertising cuts of the old time circus, wagon show, menagerie and steamboat 
show. While he specializes in the above, he says he is glad to get most any 
kind of exhibition advertising cuts and can use them of any period of the 
American show business. The oldest cut he now has is one of the Mabi© 
Bros, circus dating back to the '40s. “My collection is yet in its infancy,” he 
writes, “but in time I expect to have an exhibit both interesting and out of 
the ordinary. As far as I know, there are no other collectors making a 
specialty of such cuts. Personally I enjoy their hyperbole in both text and 
illustration and the original methods used by the advertising men who got 
them up.”

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FIRE DEPARTMENT MUSEUM 

George J. Remsburg, who has been a regular staff correspondent of the 
Philatelic West and Collectors World almost ever since it was started 34 years 
ago, has been living lor the past eleven years at Porterville, Calif., where lie 
has started a movement for the establishment of a museum in the local fire 
department. He has always been interested in fire department work and is an 
honorary member of the Porterville fire department, which is recognized as one 
of the best equipped and most efficient fire fighting units for a town of its size 
in the state. Remsburg prepares an original paper for each monthly meeting 
of the department entitled, “Fire House Flashes—Official Organ of the Porter¬ 
ville Fire Department/’ A column of extracts from this paper is printed in 
the California Fireman, official magazine of the California State Firemen’s 
Association, each month. The Porterville fire department has quite an assort¬ 
ment of trophies, souvenirs, relics, pictures and documents to form a nucleus 
for a museum, and these are constantly being added to. Remsburg says he 
would be pleased to receive from any firemen who are readers of the West, any 
photo or post card pictures of fire houses and equipment, or any other pictures 
or matter pertaining to fire fighting, for the forthcoming museum. 


HAS TOTEM POLE 

Passersby have looked into the Gaskill music store window recently, seen 
a curious object, commented in some cases, in others have hurried by with 
minds on other subjects. Those who have been eager enough to know know 
that the object is a totem pole, symbol of all that is important in the lives o 1 
some Pacific coast and Alaskan Indians. The pole in the Gaskill store is a 
genuine Thlinget-Haida, six feet high, hand-carved, highly colored. Mr 
Gaskill believes it is the only pole of its kind in Nebraska City. A man pickeci 
up the curio during his Pacific northwest vacation trip last summer. He saw 
a sixty-foot pole in the park at Seattle, was attracted by it, desired one 
himself. He wrote to the D. V. Rut Curio Co., bought the small replica and 
it arrived a few days ago. 

DIFFERENT INDIAN SITES AROUND FRANKLIN, NEB. 

Some deductions, we think, are wrong, however, as our housesites were 
undoubtedly dirt covered instead of grass-covered. We also doubt very much 
whether they are Pawnee and would net be at all surprised if they antedate 
i he coming of the Pawnees in 1430, or thereabouts, as all artifacts are either 
of flint, bone or shell, and we have never found anything to denote that the 
Indians had contact with the white race such as metal or glass beads. 

We have really found some fine specimens of pipes, bone awls, beads 
scrapers, pottery, etc., and a wonderful lot of flint artifacts of various kind' 
We have two complete pieces of pottery, one seven or eight inches high, the 
other small, and a large number of pottery rims and other pieces of pottery. 

FIND TRUNK OF NOTES WRITTEN BY WASHINGTON 

Two important artistic discoveries were recorded. A canvas, “The Adoration 
ef the Magi,” by a restoration process was revealed to be a genuine Tintoretto 
said to be valued at $1,000,000. The canvas had been presented by Mrs. Cor¬ 
nelius Felton to the Boston art museum. Meanwhile, the discovery of a trunk 
containing 2,000 original papers of George Washington’s family and contem¬ 
poraries was confirmed. The trunk was discovered at the home of Mrs. Frank 
Taylor of Sealston, Va., a descendent of Betty Washington.—Cummings. 
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PFORR FINDS A JAR OF GOLD IN VIRGINIA. 

Waynesboro, Va.—Witt Pforr, who lives some 10 miles from Waynesboro, 
V*., in the Blue Ridge mountains, has discovered the pot of gold, but he did 
Mot follow the rainbow to its end. He was engaged in digging pine stumps at 
the time. When he drove his pick into the ground under a stump, something 
laroke with a dry rattle. Mr. Pforr investigated carefully and brought to light 
an earthenware pot, containing gold coins of several denominations, amounting 
to a total of about $2,200. 

The jar had been buried for a long time, possibly since before the Civil war, 
;«ice the latest date on any of the coins was 1849. Che coins ranged in date 
from 1795 to 1849. 

Mr Pforr has dreamed of finding a pot of gold ever since his childhood, 
he says. When he was a small boy,, he and his father found a similar jar in 
the mountains. This jar contained a large number of pennies. 

Several of the gold coins found by Mr. Pforr are said to be of great value 
and rarity. In all he believes the find should net hint a great deal more than 
the face value of the coins. 


JOHN GASKILL ADDS OLD MAP OF NEBRASKA WITHOUT A RAIL LINE 
TO HIS HISTORIC COLLECTION 

John E. Gaskill, Nebraska City music dealer and collector of curios and 
antiques and who owns one of the best collections in Nebraska, has added an 
ancient map of the Territory of Nebraska to his museum. 

This map was drawn by August F. Harvey, early day civil engineer and 
editor, in 1862. A few years ago, Dr. A. G. Bernard, veterinarian, came into 
possession of the map, later he gave it to Mr. Gaskill to add to his curio col¬ 
lection. It is in excellent condition. 

The map was drawn before there were any railroads west of the Missouri 
river, and the nearest point touched by a railroad at that time was St. Joseph, 
Mo. The Burlington had extended into Iowa w T est from Burlington as far as 
Ottumwa, with a proposed line to Nebraska City, then the largest town in 
the territory. 


INDIAN RELICS FOUND BY THREE FLEEING FROM STORM. 

St. Paul, Minn.—Three men seeking refuge from a storm in a northern 
Minnesota cave found Indians relics symbolic of membership in an ancient 
medicine dance society. 

W. M. Babcock, curator of the Minnesota Historical Society, is studying the 
-hells, barks, herbs and drums for evidence of tribal connections. They were 
left centuries before the white man appeared on the continnent, he believes.

PAPAL COINS AND STAMPS—A REMINDER OF OLD ISSUES 

It is now expected that there will be a resumption by the Holy See of the 
issue of Papal coins and stamps, after an interval of nearly six decades. In 
tiie liistory of Papal coins there have been previous interruptions—one of 19 
months, when the French proclaimed a Roman Republic in 1798, another for 
several months in 1800-01, a longer one after Napoleon had annexed Rome 
to the French Empire in May 1808, (this lasted until January, 1814), and a 
fourth during the stormy existence of the Roman Republic of February, 1849. 
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In that year the Papal authority was restored in July, but not before the 
republic had restored the Roman Eagle to the currency. 

On all these occasions the Papacy, on recovering possession of its mint, re¬ 
sumed the issue of scudi and bajocchi (roughly dollars and cents), but in 1867 
Pope Pius IX, far the convneience of the inhabitants of the Papal State, which 
by then had been restricted to Latium, assimilated his currency to that of the 
Kingdom of Italy, which had devoured the rest of his earlier dominions, Umbria, 
the Marches, Romagna, Benevento, and Ponte Corvo, and issued lire and 
centesimi. In common with Belgium, the only other state to strike such a 
piece, he put a coin of 2% lire, equivalent roughly to the old mezzo scudo, into 
circulation, and continued the former practice of dating his coins according both 
to the Christian year and that of his own reign. When 1870 began Pius IX was 
still in the twenty-fourth year of his reign, and the coins were dated accord¬ 
ingly, but in June the Pope “exceeded the years of Peter,” and anno XXV ap¬ 
peared on the comparatively rare pieces struck before September 20, 1870 
when the Papal Mint was occupied, together with the rest of Rome, by the 
Italians. This once more suspended this issue of Papal coins, but the issue of 
the exceedingly interesting series of Papal medals, many of which are of 
beautiful workmanship, was, happily, not discontinued. The Papal money 
passed out of circulation and the hopeful foreigner who tendered a lira of 
Pope Pius IX by way of payment for admission to the Vatican Museum in the 
reign of Pope Piux X saw it scornfully rejected by the Papal functionary who 
was sitting at the receipt of custom. The use of scudi and bajocchi as means 
of reckoning values and prices long survived the withdrawal of these coins, 
and just before the war small shopkeepers in the Trastevere might still be 
heard pricing their wares in bajocchi, just as French country folk continued 
to reckon in sous for more than 120 years after the last copper sous had 
issued from the mints of the Ancien Regime. 

The Papacy was the third of the Italian states to issue adhesive postal 
stamps. Sardinia and Tuscany came before it, the two Sicilies, Parma, Modena, 
San Marino and Monaco (which until 1861 was an Italian state) followed after 
it, as did quite a large number of European monarchies and American and 
European republics. The Papal issue of stamps first appeared on January 
1, 1852, and the same designs, Varying representations of the Pope’s Triregno 
or Tiara and the Keys to St. Peter, lasted until 1870, although alterations wer* 
introduced in the figures indicative of the values on September 21, 1867, when 
the new lira currency took the place of the scudi and bajocchi. Under the 
law of the guarantees of March 13, 1871, which the Papacy declined to recog¬ 
nize, the Pope’s postal privileges were secured to him, but no advantage was 
taken of this by the Vatican, In 1905, however, the Italian authorities duly 
delivered without demur a letter franked by the proper postage in the obsolete 
stamps of Pope Piux IX, which had been posted in a Vatican letter-box by ah 
inquiring foreigner eager to find out what would happen, just to show that 
they were prepared to abide by the despised Law of the Guarantees. 

The Papal issue of 1852 was of 11 different values and that of 1867 of seven 
values, and both were imperforate. The latter series were reissued in 1868 
perforated, but the differences in the colors of the paper on which the various 
values were printed were so marked that collectors can find an immense num¬ 
ber of shade varieties as well as minor errors in the Papal stamps.—London 
- xmes. 
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NUMEROUS RELICS OF INDIANS 

Winnebago, Minn.—Evidences of bison, deer, elk and Indians were dis¬ 
covered by Engineer C. N. Rrosch, highway engineer, when he unearthed 
several Indian graves in a gravel pit two miles northwest of here. A clay 
vase with designs worked around the rim while the piece was still plastic, 
was found. A human vertebrae, deer and elk horns, shoulder blades of bison, 
jaws of wolves and shells of an extinct specie of clam were among the 
relics found. 

A representative of the Smithsonian institute recently visiting the ancient 
i odian village and burial ground near the spot where Rrosch found the graves, 
stated that the relics and inscriptions on stones' in that territory were from 
a race older than the Indians found in America when Columbus landed. ‘ 

Martin county has a King Tut club, composed of men who have a mania 
or dies. They have collected some 1,000 arrow heads and twenty-five fox 
‘it- more tomahawk heads, to say nothing of the large collection of crude 
Indian tools and implements. 


THE CATAWBA INDIANS.—By E. D. Mullis. 

The Catawba Indians, an almost forgotten tribe of South Carolina, a little 
nation numbering about 170 with a small plat of only 600 acres of rough, 
hilly land on which to live . The shacks or cabins are of the roughest kind. 
Their support from the government, I understand, is about $4.00 per month 
per head. 

Those Catawbas are experts in the almost lost art of pottery making. 
They work only by hand, they use old gourds and mussel shells to shape their 
pottery. On last Thanksgiving I was a guest of Chief Sky Eagle. The school 
children gave lots of plays and the girls played a basketball game, while Sky 
Eagle and some braves did the snake dance, the sun dance, the scalp dance, 
he fire dance, the war dance and another. The Mullis Exchange club has a 
targe collection oi the Catawba pottery and any information regarding the 
Catawbas will be given by the above club for a 2 cent stamp. 


150,000 SPECIMENS IN SHELL COLLECTION 

Seventy years of collecting shells from sea and land and studying their 
hi autiy has convinced William G. Mazyck of Charleston, S. C., that this is 
the most delightful occupation possible for the spare moments of a life time.” 

Always interested in shells, Mazyck, now 82 years old, began collecting 
and classifying them when he was 12. He has been curator of conchology of 
i he Charleston museum for many years and his opinion is valued by shell col¬ 
lectors the world over. There is hardly a mail which does not bring him cor¬ 
respondence from some collector. 

Mazyek’s own shell collection now number 150,000 specimens. It is kept 
in a small room in the Charleston museum. 


AMONG HIS SOUVENIRS 

Francis Conard, the Los Angeles Times says, is the world’s champion post¬ 
card collector. Besides his 295,000 postcards and 24,000 stamps, Conard has 
collections of curios which are exceptional. The one which impressed us 
most, though, was a paper vest, given to Conard’s father years ago by John 
D. Rockefeller, Sr. At that time Rockefeller was much excited over the 
possibilities of paper clothing.—Sent by Beals.

FIRST EDITIONS VALUABLE—WILDER’S NOTED BOOK IS WORTH $4«. 

First editions of living writers often acquire considerable value. A copy of 
the first edition of Thornton Wilder’s “Bridge of San Luis Rey,” published 
only as far back of 1927, is worth $40. The passing years undoubtedly will 
bring a great enhancement of value. Edna St. Vincent Millay’s “Renascence, 
published twelve years ago, is valued now at $32,50.—N. Y. Sun. 

VERSATILE MONEY MAY BRING OWNER S10, $20 or $100. 

H. P. Rice, Grand Forks, N. D., has a piece of currency, but whether it’s worth 
$10, $20 or one hundred dollars is debatable. One side of the bill says $10, the 
other says $20; while a man today offered one hundred dollars for it. The bill 
came to the Northwestern National bank here in a bundle of other bank notes 
from the treasury department at Washington.—McGuire. 


CASTLE LOOTED OF RARE OLD COINS 

Vienna, Jan. 19 (INS)—The theft of a priceless collection of gold coins from 
Gmunden Castle, Austria, belonging to the Duke of Brunswick, the ex-Kaiser’s 
son-in-law, has just been discovered, the police revealed today. The robbery 
took place about a year ago. It is feared the coins have been melted down.-— 
Sent by Kigas. 

KINGS COLLECT COINS 

That kings are collectors of rare coins has been revealed in connection 
with work done by the King of Italy in publishing a series of books on the 
coins of Italy. His personal collectio'n of 100,000 specimens is the largest in 
the world. King George of England also has a large collection and other 
rulers are said to have taken a keen interest in the subject.—Gossip. 

Coin and stamp collecting is a hobby that can be enjoyed by the boy or 
girl with a few cents to spare each week, as well as by the millionaire who 
will ride his hobby with a big bank roll. The pleasures of hobbyism are at 
band to all. The probable profits are uncertain. You may and may not prosper 
—from a money angle. At least you can possibly hope to profit, for something 
may turn up, to make an ordinary coin or stamp an object of special interest, 
and there is where you can make a clean up. If you are that sort of a hobbyist. 
Most of us are like the paper-profit tribe who infest Wall Street. When their 
holdings increase in value they do not, always, sell.—Sports and Hobbies-. 

On the thirtieth of last January a workingman in Rome uncovered 378 
pieces of ancient gold coins of the period of Emperors Claudius, Galba. and 
Trajan. He sold them to the State for $800. They will be added to the Cap- 
itolium Museum and are regarded as a rare find. They have been estimated 
to be worth $25,000. but this figure is perhaps high. 

To commemorate Canada’s sixty-year Confederation Jubilee a medal has 
been struck in gold and specimens for King George, the Prince of Wales and 
Premier Baldwin have been forwarded. The obverse shows the King's head in 
profile, left side, with the inscription, “Confederation Canada.”—Numismatist. 

G. E. Pilquist reports a new burial ground discovered twenty-three miles 
west of Hot Springs, Ark., in Garland county. This is the Caddo tribe that 
lived there some 400 years ago. Many fine vases, engTaved bottles, pipes, fiint 
knives .drills, effigy pieces, etc., were found. 
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O.MLi' JvNdWN COPY OF FIRST AMERICAN EDITION OF “ROBINSON 

CRUSOE” FOUND 

A shabby booh with wall paper wrappers, yellowed by the dust of more than 
a century and a half and looking, least of anything in the world, like a “very 
great find/’ has just come out of the dim corner of a New York attic and taken 
its place on tne $10,000 shelf of first editions. 

It is a copy of Robinson Crusoe and is, according to R. W. G. Vail, of the 
New York Public Library, “a hitherto lost book for which collectors and bibli¬ 
ographers have eagerly searched for many years.” 

In 1774, Hugh Gaine, printer and book seller, had a thriving business in 
the American colonies. With the publication of Defoe’s “Robinson Crusoe” in 
England and its immediate success, he issued an American edition of the book. 
Up to now, however, the only trace to this issue was an advertisement which 
Gaine published in another book in 1776. When the Colonial troops captured 
New York, the shop of the Tory book dealer was destroyed and the same thing, 
it is assumed out of the high feeling of the times, happened to issues of his 
books in the hands of colonists. 

At least this is the explanation of the book’s rarity by Miss Azalea Clizbee 
of a book shop, into whose hands the volume has come. However this may be, 
the book is the only known copy of the first American edition of “Robinson 
Crusoe.” 

“It is the most important early child’s book ever published in America, ex¬ 
cept, of course, the New England Primer,” Mr. Vail said. 

In view of the fact that a first edition of Poe’s “Tamerlaine,” of which there 
re three copies, recently fetched $10,000 and his “Rue Morgue” stories $25,000, 
bibliographers estimate the value of this latest “find” as easily $10,000. 

WOMAN COLLECTOR HAS L255 PITCHERS 

A pitcher Mrs. A. C. Spain of Eldorado, Kas., received as a Christmas gift 
16 years ago and placed on a shelf beside another that had been in her family 
for a century inspired a collection of pitchers which now numbers 1,255 and 
is valued at more than $6,000. 

Each pitcher is distinctive in its history, ware, origin or pattern. Novelties 
are practically excluded. Mrs. Spain says her quest for pitchers never will end 
and her collection never will be for sale. 

A friend recently brought her 28 pitchers from abroad and Mrs. Spain re¬ 
ceived 37 as Christmas gifts. There are pitchers for every state except Vermont 
and from every foreign country. Some are ageless heirlooms and a few were 
patented less than than a year ago. One was whittled from an apple tree 
bough and another is of horsehair. 

Ed M. Geis, Salina. Kas., owns the 350-year-old Bible used by Vice Presi¬ 
dent-elect Curtis in taking the oath of office. The Bible has been in the Geii 
family at least five generations. It was printed in Cologne, Germany, in 1564, 
and was copyrighted by Emperor Ferdinand. It is bound in wild boar skin with 
wooden inner covers. The book is printed in two tones, red and black, in clear 
laced tyne, and contains many wood cut pictures. One scene shows an angel 
driving the devil out of Paradise. Satan is shown as a large homed dragon. On 
the frontispiece, which bears the German imperial seal, are depicted a series 
of scenes, the first being the medieval artist’s conception of the fall of man. 
Eve is shown handing Adam an apple. The second is of an angel driving the 
two out of the Garden of Eden. 





THE PHILATELIC WEST 


A PUZZLE TO ARCHAELOGISTS—CYLINDRICAL STONES FOUND IN 
ARKANSAS ARE RELICS OF INDIAN DAYS. 

Four cylinder-shaped stones found by Will Rhinehart recently in the 
Miller-Rhinehart manganese mine at Cushman. Ark., have given the Smith¬ 
sonian institution something to think about. The pieces are about two feet 
long and four inches in diameter, very smooth on the outside. They are 
composed of chert, and were found twelve feet beneath the surface. Geologists 
with the geological survey noticed them and could not identify them. Mr. 
Rhinehart then presented them to the Smithsonian Institution. Officials of 
the institution agree there that they are man-made but are still undecided 
for what purpose the aborigines who so carefully shaped them, used them. Who 
knows? 


. PRIZES AN OLD DOCUMENT 

An official parchment, 135 years old and bearing the signatures of this 
country’s outstanding early patriots, George Washington and Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son, is the prized possession of Mrs. F. L. Padgitt of Sprinfield, Mo. The 
instrument is an order setting forth the possession and the rights of the 
Wiotonon Indians in that part of the old Michigan territory which now con¬ 
stitutes Indiana and warning white settlers against molesting the Indians or 
bartering for their land. It was issued in 1793. While the sheet is some¬ 
what yellowed by age, it shows clearly the bold signature of the first president, 
“G. Washington, by the President,” and that of “Th Jefferson, secretary of 
state.”— Kansas City Star. 

BARGAIN IN MIRROR 

An antique inlaid mirror frame of the William and Mary period, purchased 
recently in Virginia for $1, was valued at more than $1,000 here after it had 
been restored and its true worth revealed The frame, with its fine scroll-like 
inlay covered with several layers of painty was discovered in an old cabin near 
Hanover, Va., by H. M. King, southern collector. King purchased the piece for 
$1 and later sold it to Mrs. Charles S. Pillsbury, Minneapolis art lover. 

The great surprise of the week in New York has been the discovery of a 
first edition of Edgar Allen Poe’s “The Murders in the Rue Morgue.” It was 
actually in its original wrappers, and as only two other copies of this rarity are 
known, one can judge the thrill that this "find” must have given to the book¬ 
seller who came across it in a “junk” pile of books, picked up for a few dollars. 
Needless to say, there was no difficulty in finding a buyer. The sum of $25,000 
was promptly paid by a noted collector. 


LADY LAVERY ON BANKNOTE 

1 he design for the new Irish Free State banknote is the work of Sir 
John Lavery, R. A., who is a native of Belfast. There was some mystery as 
to the identity of the female \head on the new note, but Lady Lavery has 
just confided to her friends that, she herself is the model from which the 
design was made.

Dispatches frcmi Germany saying the oldest newspaper copy in existence 
is an issue of the Augsburg Aviso, printed in 1609, have brought out,, a chal¬ 
lenger in the person of J. W. C. Bestland of Glendale, Cal. Bestland has a 
copy, which he believes authentic, of the English Mercury, published at 
Whitehall, England, July 23, 1588. It contains an account of the sighting 
of the Spanish armada. 

Bestland will send his copy to Germany for examination by experts. He 
hopes to have it attested officially as the oldest existing copy of a newspaper. 
—Kansas City Star. 


FILING GOLD COINS IS LOSING SCHEME 

Los Angeles.— H. Hillbeck of El Monte, Cal., has been arrested charged 
with mutilating United States gold coins for the purpose of salvaging the 
filed gold in an alleged get-rich-quick scheme. According fo the arresting 
officers, Hillbeck obtained a number of gold coins from a bank and removed 
as much of the gold as possible with a file without destroying the coin. He 
then was said to have taken the defaced coins to another bank and exchanged 
them for currency. Hillbeck planned on selling the gold dust from the coins 
in Los Angeles, officers charged.—Kigas. 

INDIAN RELICS FOUND NEAR COLORADO TOWNS 

Many Indian relics have been found near Eads and Chivington by Farrel 
Hines of Hugo, Col. Hines has a large collection of relics and old coins. The 
collection includes many Indian arrow and spear heads, some of which are 
of perfect shape and beautiful color. One stone resembles a stone hatchet or 
hammer and is believed to have been an execution hammer. Hines has searched 
the territory where the big Indian fight was held near Chivington on Big Sandy, 
but never has found any relics of the encounter. — Beals. 

A valuable keepsake in the form of a document written by Abraham Lin¬ 
coln has been found in Decatur, Neb. The document is a land grant for De¬ 
catur township, issued to the Decatur council during Lincoln’s presidency on 
May 1, 1862. It also was signed by W. C. Stoddard, who was secretary of state 
under Lincoln. The paper has been taken to Decatur high school, where 
Harold Olbrey, a student, has furnished a frame for it. The document has 
been cleaned, placed in the frame and is hung in the history room. 

FIND 400-YEAR RELIC 

A lance type of brown agate, an ancient art of Indian chipping, and at 
least four hundred years old, was found in a pile of bones near Crawford, by a 
Lincoln man and his daughters. 

According to a number of authorities on the are of chipping, this is the 
finest piece they have ever seen. Twenty plaster paris forms of the specimen 
will be sent to different museums in all parts of the country. 

MEMBERSHIP CARD OF THE YOUNGSTOWN NUMISMATIC CLUB 

The newly formed Youngstown Numismatic club has issued a very neat 
membership card. It has the emblem of the club, the obverse of the Conti¬ 
nental dollar, printed in red. The other part of the card is printed in blue 
upon a white card, giving a patriotic effect. Sam Kabealo is president of 
the new club and Charles James is secretary.—Numismatist.

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NEW PHASE OF COVER COLLECTING—By B. F. Henry, Jr. 

Few collectors if asked to explain the attraction of their hobby, could do so 
adequately. Most would probably say that they collect simply because they 
love it, but that would be explaining the attraction in terms of itself. Perhaps 
the three prime motivators of the philatelist are: the novelty, the beauty, and 
the historical lure. And I have started a new collection which is to me an embodi¬ 
ment of the three in liberal quantities, “president’s birth date” covers. Cover 
collecting, I know, is carefully avoided by a large number of collectors, but here 
is a phase which should interest a large majority. 

The idea was suggested to me by a fellow collector a little over a year ago, 
and I have followed it up enthusiastically until my collection is nearly complete. 
Obtaining the birth dates of our presidents and looking up towns named after 
them, I started to work. A few days before the birthday of a president I would 
prepare a cover and mail to the postmaster of the town, say Coolidge, Kansas, 
with a courteous letter asking him to mail it on that date with a legible postmark 
if possible. The results obtained were marvelous; practically every postmaster 
cooperated graciously. I used envelopes somewhat smaller than the standard 
business 6% and, used imperforate black Hardings for franking. These, of 
course are arbitrary; I have since thought that it would be carrying the idea out 
more thoroughly to use where possible stamps bearing the president’s own like¬ 
ness. I would be pleased to hear expressions from other collectors on the sub¬ 
ject, and for the convenience of those who shall wish to adopt this hobby I 
am submitting a list of the towns and dates.

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THE ROMANCE OF THE POSTAGE STAMP—By A. W. Hewlett. 

A stamp collection may be looked upon as a detailed record of the progress 
of humanity, for we find represented on stamps much that is of interest con¬ 
cerning the customs of primitive peoples to the latest developments in modem 
science. 

Postage stamps also perpetuate the memory of events or persons of im¬ 
portance, and in a collection these are so brought before us that we may readily 
survey them in compact form. As we pass from page to page recollections of 
books we have read, places we have visited, or countries in which we are in 
some way interested, may flash through our minds. 

Some stamps even stir the imagination; for example, the stamps of the 
Sudan may lead us to conjure up a mental picture of an armed native postman 
hurrying across the desert pursued by bandits eager to obtain possession of the 
precious mails he is carrying, or the beautiful pictorial issues for Belgium Congo 
may remind us of explorers who braved unknown perils to wrest the secrets of 
vast unpeopled lands. 

Again, the use of these little scraps of paper is, in itself, romantic, for they 
may be destined to travel thousands of miles, passing through many hands 
and journeying under all sorts of conditions until finally the postman delivers 
the letter or parcel at the house of the recipient. Here, then, is romance in 
that our missives may be conveyed to the other end of the world in perfect 
safety at practically negligible cost to ourselves. During transit they may have 
travelled by hand, horse, rail, steamship, motor van or aeroplane. 

The very production of stamps constitutes a complete romance since a large 
measure of human skill and much complicated machinery are both necessary 
factors. The fact that man is not infallible sometimes leads to errors appear¬ 
ing on stamps, and the knowledge of this adds a certain spice to the enjoyment 
of the hobby. 

Perhaps the greatest romance connected with postage stamps, however, is 
to be found in the introduction of penny postage by Sir Rowland Hill in 1840, 
a reform received with great joy by the people of England generally, but strongly 
opposed in Parliament at the time on the grounds of its impracticability— 
Phil Adviser. 


LONDON CONGRESS POSTMARKS 

Souvenir postmarks of three types were employed by the special post office 
attached to the Postal Union Congress. First, a double-lined concentric circle 
lettered round its circumference, “Postal Union Congress, London,” with two 
solid blocks on either side near the foot, and the time and date in three lines 
across the diameter. This was issued for ordinary letters. 

For parcels a second type was employed, consisting of a heavy single-line 
circle, with “Postal Union Congress” at the top, “London” at the foot, and ab¬ 
breviated date and time of posting in two lines between. 

Thirdly, an oval cancellation for registered correspondence, having the 
word “Registered” in large capitals across the top, and “Postal Union Congress, 
London,” in smaller type at the foot, and date in a single line across the cir¬ 
cumference.—Stamp Collecting. 


FARMERS’ STAMPS 

Special stamps, triangular in shape, have been issued by the Republic of 
Uruguay for the payment of charges on parcels of farm produce. 
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TO HELP THE CAUSE. 

“Show a man how to make money and he is your friend for life.” As this 
saying is true in the business world, why can it not be applied to stamp collect¬ 
ing. Regardless of what is said about the collector who is interested in stamps 
from the material standpoint also. What is responsible for the increasing popu¬ 
larity of British Colonials and United States stamps? Is it on account of their 
beauty? Plenty of New European, Liberia, etc., are a whole lot better looking. 
Then some other reason must be responsible, and we believe that the collector 
buys these stamps knowing that they are the best purchase from the invest¬ 
ment standpoint. What is the reason for their increase in value? First, de¬ 
mand, which is caused by the knowledge of their investment value. Second, no 
remainders, with few exceptions. Collectors buy with the assurance that after 
a few years no large quantities will be dumped on the market to spoil their 
investment. Therefore, in my opinion, every government should issue stamps 
in limited quantities, plates destroyed, and the number of each value printed 
given to the stamp publications. I do not say that this should apply to regular 
issues which are usually printed in large quantities but such stamps as com- 
memoratives, charity and air mails could be treated this way without any inter¬ 
ference with the duties of the various postal departments, and all governments 
would find in a short time that revenue from the sale of these special issues 
would be materially increased. Regardless of what is said about the flood of 
new issues if these stamps always showed a profit very few would complain. A 
fellow can love a girl just as much if she has money, so why may the same not 
be true of stamp collecting. — Collector’s Magazine. 


SPEAKING OF HIGH VALUES 

George Chapier, in the “Echo,” reviews the high values obtainable by col¬ 
lectors of British Colonial stamps who seek completion. Ceylon has a stamp 
of 1000 rupees, Johore runs to $500, so does Straits Settlements, while South 
Australia and Rhodesia have £20 values. Zanzibar runs to 200 rupees, and the 
United States to 1879 produced a $100 variety. Considering face value alone, 
it would be necessary to spend $2,600 to buy the twenty stamps mentioned, and 
it is small wonder that they figure in few collections. Collectors sometimes rail 
against the very existence of these stamps, as though the Colomes had no right 
to issue them, which is ludicrous. It is no part of the duty of postal adminis¬ 
trations to indicate the line of demarcation between postal and fiscal duties, 
and it is highly improbable that possible sale to collectors influenced the issue 
of any of the stamps named. Consideration of the countries where stamps are 
deliberately issued with speculative intent will show that the face value is 
nearly always kept within modest limits. If that were not so the stamps would 
not sell so readily as they do.—Philatelic Magazine. 


WORLD’S COSTLIEST BIBLE ENCRUSTED WITH DIAMONDS—EMERALDS 

A Bible stated by the National Jewelers’ association to be the costliest in 
the world will be sold in London. It is the property of Princess Paley, and it 
has come with her other treasures from the palace of the Czars at Tsarskoye 
Selo. 

One of its covers, which measure only five and a half inches by seven and 
& half, is encrusted with diamonds and emeralds in the form of a floral spray, 
h an intertwining monogram “A” of rubies, and on the other is a cross of 
j diamonds. The clasp is of sapphires, and the text in tiny gold leaf print.

SPEAKING OF STAMPS 

Of all the known hobbies, the collecting of postage stamps is, perhaps, one 
of the most deservedly popular. As a pastime it combines simplicity with the 
prospects of unlimited rivalry. Nor is it devoid of artistic merit, while the 
modem tendencies to issue commemorative or purely educational or even propa¬ 
ganda stamps help to develop a keener sense of discrimination between well 
and ill-conceived philatelic designs, and, incidentally, greatly enlarge the field 
of instruction of numberless stamp collectors of all ages. 

One of the greatest attractions of philately is, however, the ease with 
which all tastes and pockets can be satisfied. To that one must now add, ac¬ 
cording to the pronouncement of one of the delegates to the sixteenth congress 
of British stamp collectors, the fact that, compared with other hobbies, the 
collection of stamps is the safest to pursue. For although forgers and fakers 
have been found active even among disused stamps, modem knowledge of 
detection, it appears, has made their work extremely difficult, if not almost im¬ 
possible.—Christian Science Monitor. 


KING’S CONGRESS STAMPS 

We leam that on the assembly of the ninth Postal Union Congress in 
May last, two handsomely embellished albums were presented to the King, 
through the Secretary to His Majesty, the one containing a complete collection 
of the reply coupons issued by offices of the Postal Union since their institu¬ 
tion in 1907, in blocks of four, and the other examples of the souvenir stamps 
issued on the occasion of the former Congresses and Jubilees of the Universal 
Postal Union. 

In another column, Wilcox, Smith & Co., down under in New Zealand, ad¬ 
vertise some seldom seen covers. Fanning Island, Chatham Islands and Pit¬ 
cairn Island use New Zealand stamps, and the Union Group, which are right 
on the Equator, Samoans. All are seldom visited, although sustaining a fairly 
large population. No more Byrd Antarctic letters can reach us until January 
next owing to the ice, so covers from this U. S. A. expedition should be scarce. 
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THE ENGLISH KING EXHIBITS HIS RARE STAMPS— OVER 200 VOLUMES 

Some of the rarest specimens from the King’s collection of stamps were 
exhibited today before Fellows of the Royal Philatelic Society. The King 
annually sends a selection of his stamps for exhibition at this meeting. This 
year he chose a number of the Malta issues. 

The Royal collection is known to stamp lovers all over the world. Every 
week when he is at London, Buckingham Palace, the King spends at least an 
hour inspecting his stamps, the value of which has never been calculated. Mi’. 
E. D. Bacon is the curator of the collection. 

The King takes no casual interest in philately. He is acknowledged to be 
an expert. A leading philatelist recently described him as “a marvel of stamp 
knowledge.” 

British Empire stamps are the King’s special study. His collection of them 
is unique, including many rarities of which only one or two examples are known. 

The Royal collection is kept in a special room known as the Stamp Room at 
Buckingham Palace. Over 200 volumes full of stamps are there. 

For fourteen years the King was president of the Royal Philatelic Society. 
He is now Patron, taking a keen interest in all the activities of the society.— 
London Daily. 


Another branch of collecting rapidly gaining favor, is the collecting of pre¬ 
stamp covers and Franks, articles also being prepared for followers of this chan¬ 
nel of collecting. 

The boom for the new season, we predict, will be entires. In the past this 
branch of collecting has been neglected, owing to difficulty in arranging and 
mounting entires in albums, now that this has been overcome, the demand 
for entires is exceptional. We advise collectors to start collecting covers judi¬ 
ciously right away. 

It has been our endeavor to put readers on to something out of the ordinary, 
whereby one obviates the too stereotyped collecting of ordinary stamps, where 
the catalogue plays too important a part by guiding collectors like sheep. Col¬ 
lectors should plough fresh furrows for others to follow, and our endeavor will 
be this season, to start our readers on the right track.—Philadelphia Adviser. 

Oscar Stahl of Siloam Springs, Arkansas, has in his possession a very rare 
bill. On one side is the numbers 944450 with circle and figures in circle and 
around the side the words “Sic Floret Respublica.” In the center the following: 
The bearer is entitled to receive 45 Spanish milled dollars or an equal sum in 
gold or silver according to a resolution of congress of the 14th of January, 1779. 
45 dollars; signed Lloyn W. Steth. Reverse side 45 dollars, printed by Hall and 
Sellers, 1779. 


Plans of the late D. B. Heard, publisher of the Arizona Republican, for a 
museum of prehistoric relics have been completed by Mrs. Heard and an en¬ 
dowment fund has been provided. Mr. Heard in his wall directed that $75,000 
be used for this purpose and this sum has been matched by Mrs. Heard. A 
building has been completed and a board of trustees will be appointed who 
will have charge of this museum. The building and the collection of exhibits 
are estimated to be worth $150,000.

(Swan). 
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CANCELLATIONS WANTED FOR SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTE 

Colonel Jules Held, collector of postmarks for the national museum of the 
Smithsonian Institute, has arrived in New Orleans to look for old letters with 
strange postmarks. The colonel explained that his job arose indirectly from 
the fact that it was not compulsory in this country until 1857 for stamps to be 
used, although the first stamps were issued in 1845. 

“Most people,” he said, “were loath to lick the stamps because of the paste 
on the back. The postmaster usually accepted a nickel of a dime, and sent the 
letter on. My present job arose from the fact that each of these old post¬ 
masters had his own private method of cancelling these stamps. A druggist 
in Cincinnati who was appointed postmaster cancelled his stamps with a skull 
and crossbones. Another postmaster who was in love at the time of his ap¬ 
pointment cancelled his stamps with a heart bearing his and his sweetheart’s 
initials.” 

Incidentally, Colonel Held discovered while carrying on his investigations 
that Abraham Lincoln once carried two letters in a high hat for two days 
while postmaster, forgetting to deliver them. New Orleans Tribune. 


THE ROMANCE OF EGGINTON HALL. 

Once again, Egginton Hall, near Derby, is in the news of estates and houses 
to let. It is a big square house with a great semi-circular porch, with pillared 
portico and a dome, 2,000 acres of shooting and fishing in the Dove. Its fame, 
however, rests upon the somewhat absurd story that gained widespread pub¬ 
licity in 1850 that Sir Henry Every, of Egginton Hall, had threatened to send 
Penelope, his daughter, to a convent unless she qould collect a million cancelled 
stamps within a specified time. The story was a myth, but it touched twice 
ten thousand sympathetic hearts, and folk poured stamps into Egginton Hall 
by post and carrier. I have the picture Miss Penelope Every (who was no 
chicken; she was indeed 43 at the period of the story) drew of the boxes, baskets 
and bales of stamps at Egginton, which was published in the Ijondon News on 
May 18, 1850. Wouldn’t some of those British line-engraved specialists like to 
dip into such a sea of pre-1850 stamps in time for that exhibition in November? 


ADVISES COLLECTING 

Parents and children alike were advised to cultivate the hobby of collecting 
by Dr. Arthur C. Parker, director of the Rochester Municipal Museum and 
former state archaeologist. At a father and sen dinner, Dr. Parker said: “If 
you are a collector you can talk with celebrities, with persons distinguished 
along various 1'nes, all classes of people. Collect coins, stamps, anything you 
like—but collect something.” 

It has been reported to us by one who should know that the Graf Zeppelin 
carried 3,600 covers on its round-the-world trip. At this writing covers are 
quoted at about $11.00 wholesale and $15.00 retail. We saw one exhibited in 
the window of a stamp shop, on, we believe, John Street in New York. This 
was the day when Dr. Eckner was received in New York, and the big parade 
passed up Broadway. The cover had attracted quite a little group to the front 
of the shop. 

Now that the fall weather has arrived whv not “go over” your duplicates 
and no doubt you will find some nice shades, which will look nice in your album 
by the side of the more common shade. 
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STAMPS TO TRAIN THE YOUNG COLLECTOR—THE BEST PHILATELISTS 

START EARLY 

Recently a stamp collector asked sadly how he could arouse an interest in 
stamps in his son, aged 14. He and others may care to hear how a similar 
problem was solved a few years ago. The boy in question was rather younger 
than this correspondent’s son. 

Children are attracted by bright colors, animals, people, machines and 
many other objects found on stamps. They are not interested in dozens of 
types bearing the King's head. It is advisable to cut right across the usual 
divisions made by philatelists and to make use of many stamps rather despised 
by the experienced collector. 

In my own case, animals proved successful. Starting off with Malay tigers, 
Sudan camels, mid-Congo leopards, Nyassalana giraffes and several issues from 
that enterprising colony, Borneo, the boy was soon engrossed in forming a 
philatelic zoo. The zoo idea has the advantage that so many of the stamps to 
be collected are very low priced, so that if they are damaged by careless hand¬ 
ling there is no great harm done. 

Picture stamps form another class that would appeal to girls as well as 
boys. Bosnia, Morocco and the Belgian Congo could form a nucleus, but the 
field is very wide. There has been a large number of really beautiful picture 
stamps issued since the war. 

For the slightly older child one might suggest maps. The Canadian jingoes, 
with their big Mercator’s system, have set a hot pace here, and one can roam 
from plain outlines like Australia, where they have no boundary, and Ireland, 
where they are too jealous to mark it, to San Domingo, where a wrong boundary 
nearly caused a war, and Venezuela, where an accurately plotted boundary 
prevented one. 

Then why not ships? The kaiser’s yacht, the warship Maine, that cost 
Spain her last American colonies, the Chinese junk, canoes from the Solomon 
Islands, and Brunei, strange boats from the Nile and Malta, the ships of 
Columbus and Prince Henry the Navigator—there is a great armada here. 

But the point need not be labored. Buildings, famous men, sports, native 
types, myths and legends are only a few more of the possible subjects. What 
does it matter if the collection formed is worth very little? The child will have 
learned to appreciate stamps, to handle stamps, and to think stamps. At least 
one group— aeroplane stamps — would well repay collecting if started now. 

Stamps in their variety are a reflection of life itself. It is a dull child 
that can find nothing in them to interest it.—Bazar. 


SCOUT STAMPS 

Russia has been having a “jamboree” of her own and two special stamps 
have been issued to commemorate the first all-Russian gathering of scouts. 
The design shows a scout trumpeter blowing the assembly.

The Grossman Stamp company of New York have just issued an elaborate 
98 page catalogue of special offerings in stamps, packets, sets, supplies and ac¬ 
cessories of all sorts for stamp dealers.

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A FIRM MARKET FOR U. S. STAMPS

bring at auction. The Hetrich collection of U. S., recently sold by a Philadelphia 
dealer, had a total catalogue values of $26,000.00 and the total realized was 
$20,000, the U. S. postage bringing 74% of catalogue, the revenues 86%, the 
match stamps 80% and, a real surprise to most, the medicine stamps brought 
100% of catalogue. As Dr. Hetrich gathered most of his material many years 
ago it is safe to say that the total realized showed a handsome profit. 

He was one of our oldest advertisers and readers. West publisher had 
been at his home full of all kinds of collections and tokens.

A dealer bought a little lot of Rhodesia at a good discount 
off marked prices. Several people eventually saw them, but not much business 
was done till one bright person spotted the 5d error of color catalogued $40.09 
unused marked at 60c. A little knowledge goes a long way, but the moral is, 
don’t always rely on the prices marked by someone else— Stamp Collecting. 

If you are on the lookout for a new outlet for your philatelic enthusiasm, 
I can recommend a collection of air stamps. The cheapest way is to start with 
3 ~’' r stamps pure and simple, which can be purchased in packets. 
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AIK, MAIL STAMPS. 

Special air stamps have been issued in connection with the establishment 
of an extended system of air mails in South Africa. 

The stamps are of 4d and Is denominations, and in the design which shows 
an aeroplane in flight, is strongly reminiscent of the German air stamp of 1919. 

The expansion of the air mail in all parts of the world is shown also by 
the issue of a complete series of special air stamps for use in Mexico. The 
design is similar to that of the stamps commemorating the Mexican air “ace" 
Carranza, but his portrait has been replaced by the national device—an eagle 
with a snake in its beak.

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STAMPS TELL HISTORIC TALE—PLAY IMPORTANT PART IN WORLD 

EVENTS, SURVEY SHOWS. 

Postage stamps are playing a more important part every year in the study 
of history. Prior to the world war the commemorative type of stamp was com¬ 
paratively rare. Within the last 10 years, however, more events of historical 
importance and more persons who have acquired fame in various walks of life 
have been portrayed on stamps than in the entire preceding period from 1840, 
when Great Britain issued the first adhesive stamp, the celebrated “penny 
black,” adorned with the portrait of Queen Victoria. 

The United States was the first country to adopt commemorative stamps for 
postal use . That was back in 1893, when, in connection with the World’s Fair 
at Chicago, commemorative of the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Columbus in 1492, a series of beautifully engraved stamps was 
issued depicting various scenes in the life of the great navigator. 

In recent years the United States has been one of the leading nations in 
putting out commemorative stamps, and the one hundred and fiftieth anniver¬ 
sary of many of the stirring deeds of the Revolutionary War has given the 
empetus to a large number of patriotic issues. The first of these came out in 
1925 with the issue of the three Lexington-Concord stamps. Then came the 
Sesquicentennial stamps with the Bell of Liberty, closely followed by the White 
Plains Battle stamp, the Green Mountain Boys of Vermont, the Burgoyne Sur¬ 
render, Washington at Valley Forge, Molly Pitcher and this year the George 
Rogers Clark stamp and the Gen. Sullivan stamps, the latter commemorative 
of that general’s campaign against the Iroquois Indians in the central part of 
New York State. 

One of the most interesting of the recent issues from foreign countries was 
the Spanish set which appeared late last year bearing for the first time in 
history a portrait of the Pope. The stamps were handsomely engraved, printed 
in two colors with the head of Pope Piux XI on the left and King Alfonso on 
the right. They were good for postage for a short time only and the proceeds 
were devoted to the restoration of the catacombs in Rome. 

More recently Spain has issued a set of stamps in the interest of the 
Barcelona and Seville exhibitions. Among the designs for the Barcelona issue 
was one showing the King as honorary president of the exhibition, surrounded 
by the Order of the Golden Fleece. The two designs dedicated to the Seville 
exhibition showed respectively a glimpse of the Spanish court and an ancient 
galleon on the Guadalquivir. 

Practically every stamp-issuing country in the world with the exception of 
Great Britain has shown some interest in commemoratives. It is undoubtedly 
true, as many philatelists have pointed out, that some countries have used this 
system of stamp issuing chiefly with an eye to the revenue to be derived from 
the millions of stamp collectors in all parts of the world—Boers. 

NEW STAMPS OF KING WENCESLAUS 

In honor of the millenary of St. Wenceslaus, patron saint of Bohemia, a 
striking set of five commemorative postage stamps has just been issued in 
Czecho-Slovakia. That of the 60 haleru shows King Wenceslaus mounted upon 
a white charger, whilst the 3kr. represents his assassination by his brother 
Boleslas for attempting to convert the people to Christianity. The other values 
are 50 haleru green, 2 koruny blue (St. Wenceslaus preaching to the Bohemians) 
and 5 kr. mauve. 
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SENSATIONAL RISE IN PRICE OF NORWAY’S FIRST STAMP—WHY THE 
ORIGINAL FOUR SKILLING OF 1855 IS SCARCE TODAY. 

By Douglas Armstrong. 

An instance of the enhanced value placed by collectors upon exceptional 
pieces of early imperforate stamps as compared with single specimens was af¬ 
forded by the recent sale in London of a fine specialized collection of Nor¬ 
wegian postage stamps. 

The original 4 skilling stamp of 1855 is quoted by catalogues today at $5 
for a used copy in average condition; yet an unserved block of four stamps, 
even though cut close at the left, and creased vertically, realized $45, or nearly 
five times the full catalogue value of the component items! A fine used strip 
of five of the same stamp was rim up to $115. 

Not so many years ago the first stamp of Norway could be picked up for 
from 10c to 25c a copy. Then someone started a vogue for single-stamp spec¬ 
ialism, and Norway No. 1 at once became in world-wide demand on account 
of its eminent suitability for this form of collection. Since then it has been 
steadily appreciating with each new edition of the standard stamp catalogues. 

Scandinavia was comparatively late in adopting the convenience of the 
adhesive stamp in the operation of the postal service, being fifteen years be¬ 
hind Great Britain in this respect. Designs appropriate to a national postage 
stamp were first called for by the Department of the Interior early in the 
year 1854. That finally adopted was the work of an artist named O. Irgens, and 
was based upon the Norwegian coat of arms, incorporating the figure of a 
lion rampant brandishing the battle-axe of St. Clav. 

The contract for supplying the stamps was awarded to a mechanician of 
Christiana (Oslo), Zarbell by name, who, whilst himself engraving the die and 
laying down the plates, deputed the actual impression to the firm of Wulfsberg. 

Although supplies were distributed to post offices on October 1st of that 
year (1854), the employment of adhesive stamps was not made obligatory upon 
inland correspondence until January 1, 1955, which is also accordingly the 
official date of issue. 

The present-day scarcity of the original 4sk. stamp is largely accounted 
for by the heavy type of postmark employed at that period in the cancellation 
of the stamps. This did its work so effectually as to render the greater pro¬ 
portion of copies unacceptable for philatelic purposes.—The Bazaar. 

Find No. 4 of the second issue seems harder to get each year.

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ABOUT REVENUES.—By Osar. 

Forbin’s revenue catalogue mentions a set of seven U. S. consular stamps 
issued in 1906 and consisting of a 25c, 50c, $1, $2, $2.50, $5 and $10 value, perf. 
12. Since then has been a perf. 10 and now a perf. 11, about corresponding 
with the different perfs issues of U. S. postage. A $9 value was added to the 
perf. 11 series. If other news values have been added I cannot say. The $2 
seems the most common now, next the $1 and $2.50. 

Iceland got document stamps I saw the 40 aus, 2K, 5K, 10K and 50K. A large 
stamp, size 29 by 33 mil. of ornamental design. 

Mr. Chapman of San Juan, P. R., informed me that a new 114c cigarette 
tax stamp appears on the Strike cigarette. Five selling for 4c. A green stamp 
with a black surcharge. The series of 1925 are large stamps 25 by 53 mil. red 
on blue paper, picture of Luis Munoz Rivera. The design similar to U. S. cig¬ 
arette stamps. The tax is 10 cigarettes 3c. Recently went into effect a foreign 
coffee tax 2c per pound, ordinary affair on pink paper, also a 6c tax for pre¬ 
pared tobacco, crude looking on violet paper. New foreign service of $1, $2 
and $9 are appearing. 

For the collectors of poster seals I make the suggestion _ to look for the 
seals, perf or imperf, used to seal the envelopes of the different federal reserve 
banks, black on various colored paper. The design is round with emblem in 
center. The poster stamp measures 50 by 50. 

The Canadian War or excise tax stamps, now all obsolete consist with 
head of King George: 14c, 14c, lc, lc coil, 2c, 3c, 4c, 5c, 6c, 7c, 8c, 10c, 13c, 
15c, 20c, 25c, 30c, 40c, 50c, 60c, 70c, 80c, 90c, $1, $2, $5 and a $10. Numeral, all 
blue 2c, 4c, 6c, 3c, 10c and 20c. It seems that the 13c and 70c are already a 
good stamp. 


Don’t be afraid to put your money in stamps, and don’t be in a hurry to 
unload them. You will find they are the best investment you have ever made. 

Twice in my earlier days I was down and out financially except a small 
stock of stamps, and these proved to be a godsend, as they not only produced 
the wherewithal to live but left no chance to worry in the finding of a market 
for the stamps, and finally the tide turned, but stamps have always been a 
friend, and always will be. 

The acquiring of a comprehensive stock of stamps cannot be accomplished 
in a day, as it takes a considerable period of time to get just what one wants, 
as the world is large and has many items in the way of stamps. To buy right 
one must always be on the lookout for items needed, as, unlike any other 
mercantile business, there is not a regular place one can go to get just what 
is wanted, at the time he might want it. It is somewhat of an easy matter to 
get the commoner varieties, and to have the right kind of a stock, one needs 
these, but to get the better sorts one has to do considerable hunting. 

Don’t be afraid your stamps will not sell, because I have found in many 
years of personal experience that there is just the fellow that wants what you 
have—sometimes a little hard to find, but always there. Stamps from out-of- 
the-way places, oddities, peculiar cancellations, freaks, all have their extra 
value and should be laid aside (where they can be found) and at just the right 
time they will come into their own.

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NEW STAMPS FOR A BRITISH COLONY’S BIRTHDAY 

The British West Indian colony of the Bahamas, which is about to celebrate 
in stamps the tercentenary of its colonization by Englishmen, can claim the dis¬ 
tinction of having issued seventy years ago what is generally conceded by artists 
and philatelists alike to be one of the most artistic postage stamp designs of 
the British Empire. 

At the time of the appearance of this stamp (June,1859), the packet service 
in the Bahamas, as in other islands of the West Indies, was maintained by H. 
M. Postmaster-General, British postage stamps of the period being available at 
Nassau, the capital on the island of New Providence. Those so employed may 
be recognized by the serial cancellation “A05.” 

A postage stamp being required, however, by the Colonial Postmaster for 
purely local use, the governor of the colony wrote to the Colonial Office in Lon¬ 
don, under date of July 6, 1858, requesting that a die might be prepared for 
‘ an interinsular postage stamp of one penny,” and enclosing a sketch of a pine¬ 
apple and a conch shell, two typical products of the Bahamas, which it was 
suggested might be incorporated in the design. 

The commission was subsequently entrusted to the London firm who then 
held the contract for supplying postage stamps to both the Home and Colonial 
Governments. A composite design embodying the head of Queen Victoria (after 
the beautiful Chalon portrait) with the emblems suggested by the colonial au¬ 
thorities was submitted and approved by the treasury and the Colonial Office 
in October of the same year, but it was not until May, 1859, that the first con¬ 
signment of finished stamps was despatched by the Crown Agents. They were 
finally placed on sale at Nassau on June 10. 

The many varieties of the Id. interinsular stamp make a most interesting 
study. Originally issued imperforate, a second supply delivered in October, 
1860, was distinguished by the addition of a clean cut perforation gauging 14 
to 16, while in June, 1861, a further consignment was received having a very 
rough perforation of the same gauge. 

Twelve months later the printing contract was transferred to De La Rue & 
Co., who continued to print from the original plate at first upon paper devoid 
of watermark, but later watermarked Crown C. C. (1863), and finally Crown C. 
A. (March. 1882), until the plate was ultimately discarded on the introduction 
of surface printed stamps in 1884. 

Several varieties of perforation may also be found in the De La Rue prints 
of the Id. “Interinsular” stamp, 11 y 2 to 12, 13, 12 it, 14 and 12, characterizing 
successive printings in the order named. 

Among the more modern postage stamps of the Bahamas is a highly effec¬ 
tive pictorial design showing a famous land-mark in the vicinity of Nassau 
known as the Queen’s Staircase, a long flight of 67 steps hewn out of the solid 
rock to facilitate the passage of troops between the harbor and Fort Fincastle. 

A new printing of the current 5d. stamp in this type has just been received 
and shows for the first time the latest Script C. A. type of watermark.—Bazaar. 


PHILATELIC AGENCY. 

Good news comes from Washington in the announcement by Postmaster 
General Brown that branches of the Agency are to be established in several 
different cities throughout the country. Collectors will enjoy this announce¬ 
ment and wait anxiously for the opening of these new branch offices.—Linn’s 
Stamp News. 
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HOW TO VALUE YOUR OWN STAMPS. 

An interesting point is raised by a correspondent who inquires how it is 
possible for the ■ amateur collector to arrive at the actual cash value of the 
more moderately priced stamps in his collection. 

He remarks that stamp dealers are seldom prepared to offer more than 
from one-fifth to one-sixth of “catalogue” for stamps quoted at a few shillings 
each, and expresses surprise that such should be the case. 

The explanation of this apparent anomaly is not far to see. The fact that 
such stamps are moderately priced in the catalogue is in itself an indication 
that there is no real shortage of them. Either the stamp dealers hold ample 
stocks for their immediate requirements, or they are in a position to replenish 
them easily and at advantageous prices. 

It is unlikely, therefore, that they will jump at the chance to purchase odd 
copies from casual vendors except at a very considerable discount. That is 
the law of supply and demand. 

Of course, there are exceptions to every rule, and there are many medium 
stamps in the catalogue that are numbered amongst the “hard-to-gets,” and 
for which it is possible for the knowledgeable collector to obtain a high pro¬ 
portion of catalogue value; but that is the sort of philatelic knowledge that 
comes solely from experience. It cannot be imparted in a general way be¬ 
cause the stamps affected are continually changing with the waxing or waning 
in popularity of the countries whence they emanate. 

Generally speaking, “medium” stamps are only saleable in quantity at so 
much per dozen or hundred; as single items they are worth very little. On 
the principle that the whole is greater than the part, they fetch a higher 
percentage of “catalogue” when they form part of a collection, either general 
or specialized, that has a leavening or better class specimens. 

In these circumstances, the tendency is for even the commoner stamps to 
be picked copies, viz., above the average “condition,” and for this reason the 
more readily saleable by the dealer. 

In attempting to value an average general collection of postage stamps it 
must be remembered that whereas the standard stamp catalogues must neces¬ 
sarily form the basis of such computations, the vast majority of moderately 
priced stamps may often be picked up at anything from half to a third of cata¬ 
logue quotations. 

If, therefore, the dealer is to show a reasonable profit on the transaction, 
allowing for his overhead expenses and interest on his capital, he must be able 
to buy at not more than one-fifth to one-qu’arter of “catalogue.” 

These generalizations apply in the ordinary way to stamps of a less cata¬ 
logue value than $1 to $2. Stamps quoted at $5 and upwards usually command 
a much higher percentage, whilst in the case of actual rarities it is not un¬ 
common for really fine copies to realize full catalogue and over in the open 
market.—Bazar.

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MOUNTING PRECANCELS—By A. F. Gamber. 

The question of how to mount precancels is ever with us, it bobs up from 
time to time to confound us, and to make us wish that collectors wouldn’t 
ask such hard questions. For it is a hard question^ The regular postage col¬ 
lector is not troubled with this question so much, for at a pinch he has printed 
albums with a space for each known variety. However, if he branches out and 
becomes a specialist in covers, cancellations and the like, he is in the same 
boat with the precancel collector, who is likewise a cancellation specialist. 

I think we may start off by agreeing that a looseleaf album is necessary. 
Rome want a post binder, some want a spring back, some prefer some sort of 
patent hickey to hold the leaves firmly. This is a matter of personal preference, 
and need not detain us. The size of page should be generous. I should prefer 
a page at least large enough to mount seven stamps per row, more if possible. 
My own pages are Il%x914, and I turn them the long way, getting eleven 
stamps per row, five rows per page, with a generous bottom margin. Thus I 
can get 55 stamps on a page without a bit of crowding. Some who have seen my 
pages don’t like this, their taste is offended by the, to them, apparent crowding. 
Every man to his taste, but when one’s collection gets up into the 40,000 or 
50,000 class, this crowding is a minor detail, to be overlooked in the greater 
interest of compactness. I prefer to house my main collection in five immense 
albums thus “crowded,” rather than to have a whole flock of smaller albums 
necessitating the services of a truck when I want to move it. 

Some like a blank page, some prefer a printed square for each stamp, others 
demand the quadrilled page. For my Bureaus, 14c and 15c Specials, I use the 
Lefax looseleaf system, with printed squares. For the rest I use quadrilled 
pages and like it best. I couldn’t get anywhere with blank pages because my 
eyes are too poor to permit me to line them up accurately. Another personal 
matter. I have seen blank page albums that were works of art, others that 
looked as if the owner were as cockeyed as I am. 

Before we mount, let’s buy some hinges. And don’t, please don’t buy cheap 
ones. A cheap hinge is the dearest one in the long run that can be bought. 
More good stamps are ruined by 10, 15 and 20 cent hinges than ought to be. 
My favorite is the Cosmopolitan, costs more, but worth it. Lord knows how 
many I have used and taken off stamps, and never yet have I damaged a single 
stamp in the process. I know of one very large precancel collection that is 
entirely mounted with small strips of that devilish gummed library tape. It 
humps up every stamp it touches, and sticks like grim death to the proverbial 
nigger. That’s about the poorest example of economy I have ever run across. 
Pay more for your hinges, and save yourself grief and stamps in the long run. 
There may be a peelable cheap hinge, but it has never come my way. 

Now we’re set to mount. I believe the best way to get at this is for me to 
describe my own method, comparing with others as we go along. I mount first 
the normal, followed by any varieties of that position, then the invert and its 
variations if any, instead of as listed by the catalogue. I do this because this 
arrangement seems more logical to me. When I reach the oblong varieties, 
17c and upward, I mount them sidewise so as not to take up too much room. 
The position of the overprint is just as easily noted when they lie thus, and 
space is important to me. Some mount all normals together, then the inverts 
separately, then possible variations of each in a separate place. Had I begun 
thus practice, I suppose I'd be an advocate of it today, but as it is, I can’t 
see it. A lot of paper and ink has been shed over the question whether an 
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invert should be mounted with the stamp inverted or the overprint inverted. 
To me it’s no question at all. We are collectors of and interested in the 
overprint, not the stamp, so we should mount the stamp normal, to show 
the inverted overprint. Most precancel collectors originally inverted the 
stamp, but few do now. 

Another practice that used to be common was that of mounting alpha¬ 
betically according to the Postal Guide and not by states. This is not the best 
arrangement and is now quite generally out of use, though my own collection 
is thus mounted. I regret very much that it is, but there is a good reason 
for it. If I had six months of time and nothing else to do, plus a lot more am¬ 
bition than I now have, I’d remount by states, the proper way. At present, in¬ 
dications are that I shall lack all three of these requisites for some time to 
come. The first leg I break, I’ll remount ’em. 

The catalogue arrangement of series should be followed, and all perfs should 
be kept separate and collected, even the current compounds. There is some 
controversy over whether they should be distinguished from the lOxlO’s, but 
I see no reason for any argument. The compounds are a distinct variety 
and should be collected as such. 

If I have failed to cover any points that should be covered, drop me a line. 
I still have a few ABC’s of Precancels, for 4c postage. Valley City, N. D. 

Here is a paragraph written by Mr. Ralph E. Warner, Oberlin, Ohio, that 
may well be brought forth, as showing how an eminent scholar makes his 
stamp collection a sort of corollary of his studies, let us say: “Our president of 
Oberlin College, Ernest Hatch Wilkins,' is a stamp collector: As you know, he 
is one of the foremost Italian scholars in this country and as would be expected 
he collects Italy. I was rather surprised to find that he collected stamps and I 
enjoyed seeing his collection. President Wilkins begins with the Italian states 
and continues them logically into Italy proper, which he brings down to the 
1900’s. His interest has been the historical development of this country; he 
does not go in for minor varieties but confines himself to trying to complete 
the major varieties. There were very few blank spaces and it was a pleasure 
to follow it through, reading the historical data he has placed under each 
issue.”—Mekeei. 


Recently, in the Chicago Daily News, Cleo Mayfield, the wife of Cecil 
Lean, the same musical comedy star who established his fame in Chicago, told 
of Mr. Lean’s room in their home at the foot of the White Mountains in New 
Hampshire.] She said: “It’s the billiard room in the boathouse, papered from 
top to bottom with stamps he has collected from all parts of the world. It’s 
beautiful, really beautiful. How he got the stamp collecting idea I don’t know 
but he’s been saving them for years and all his friends knowing about it have 
sent him stamps from everywhere. These paper the walls.” While Mr. Lean's 
album is unusual, it is not unique because there are other rooms whose mural 
decorations are wholly of stamps.—Mekeei. 


STAMPS AS AN INVESTMENT. 

It is a fact that even nowadays, the average person looks on stamp collect¬ 
ing as a school boy’s pastime. Whenever the topic of collecting stamps arises 
they are astonished when they are told that there is money to be made out of 
them, and as an investment they are as good as, if not a great deal better than 
the average stocks and shares. 
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COMMEMORATIVE STAMPS 

The Ohio State Journal thinks that the postoffice department could re¬ 
duce the size of its annual deficits by spending less money on special issues of 
commemorative stamps. That is possible, although it should be remembered 
that the department gets a special revenue from these issues. The department’s 
philately agency sold $283,983 worth of stamps to collectors during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1929. This represented an increase of 84 per cent over its 
1928 sales. Apparently there is a future for official philately if it is pushed. 
Virtually all of the money the agency takes in is velvet, as very few of the 
stamps it sells are used for postage. They go into albums. Whether or not 
the revenue from this source covers the cost of special issues is another question. 

The financial consideration involved in these issues is not the only one that 
interests those who began “saving stamps” when they were stamps and who still 
can get excited over an 1875 Tasmania. They recall that thirty or forty years 
ago the market was flooded with “Seebecks,” which were worth more after they 
were cancelled than before. The story was that the manufacturer of these 
stamps provided certain Central and South American countries with all they 
needed for postal purposes, without charge; and financed his business by print¬ 
ing other millions for sale to collectors. The recklessness with which Uncle 
Sam is indulging his new found hobby for special issues threatens to make them 
a similar drug on the market. 

After awhile even commemorative postage stamps can lose their educational 
and advertising value. When a new stamp appears every few weeks people 
cease even to read the inscription on it. The Columbian series of 1893 was a 
novelty in its day and taught a lot of Americans a lot about their country that 
they had forgotten. As it is today, almost any local boy who makes good can 
look forward to the posthumous honor of a steel engraving at Uncle Sam’s ex¬ 
pense. The advertising value of it to his home town, among those who never 
travel to the “square” and look upon his granite effigy, would be greater if 
commemorative stamps were not coming to be' as common in this countoy as 
soldiers’ monuments. A thing that should not be despised seems on the way 
to being made despicable.—Boers. 


SAY IT WITH STAMPS 

When the government undertakes to carry out some publicity campaign 
as a memorial tribute to a person of note it resorts to the printing of special 
stamps. It authorized the issuing of 180,000,000 memorial stamps in com¬ 
memoration of the fiftieth anniversary of Edison’s invention of the incandes¬ 
cent lamp. - 

On the first day of the sale at Menlo Park, where the stamps were offered 
to the public, 400,000 were sold, the buyers including stamp collectors from the 
far ends of this country. 

It is rather a pretty performance for Uncle Sam to nod his approval and 
grace the occasion with this token of felicitation. Mr. Edison is deservingly 
worthy of this recognition.—Boers. 


Most of us collect stamps for the pleasure we derive from it, and whether 
it be foreign revenues, precancel stamps, or match and machine, we are getting 
the pleasure from them and “paying the freight,” so let us be tolerant in using 
this term “junk,” lest it apply to our own, as well as the other fellow’s collec¬ 
tion.—Lins. 
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STAMP COLLECTING—THE UNIVERSAL-HOBBY—By Douglas Armstrong. 

Collecting, like art, is essentially international in character, knowing re¬ 
strictions of neither country, race nor creed; and stamp collecting is probably 
the most universal branch of the time-honored cult. No corner of the world 
so remote, but that stamp collectors are to be found there. 

America, according to a recent estimate, boasts upwards of a million phila¬ 
telic enthusiasts, whilst Great Britain could possibly muster about half that 
number. On the continent of Europe the proportion of stamp collectors per 
head of population is appreciably higher, more particularly in the German- 
speaking countries. In South America, China, Japan and even the lonely 
islands of the Pacific philatelists pursue their quest. 

If the proverbial Scotsman were found at the North Pole, there is little 
doubt that he too would be found collecting stamps of the Arctic regions. 

One reason for the widespread popularity of stamp collecting as compared 
with some other kinds of collecting is that it may be successfully undertaken 
wherever the post penetrates. A consignment of stamps, worth anything from 
a few shillings to ten thousand pounds may be safely sent to the ends of the 
earth in a registered envelope. 

“What religion knits us more closely together than a common sport?” asks 
Robert Louis Stevenson. The stamp collectors of the world are united by their 
common interest in a common brotherhood than which there are few more 
extensive or binding. 

An instance of the inter-nationality of philately may be cited in connection 
with the great war. 

In August, 1914, a great international philatelic exhibition was to have 
taken place at Cassel (Germany) at which leading philatelists from allied 
nations were to exhibit their collections, headed by H. M. the King. A number 
of these entries were already in Germany when the war broke out. 

The German organizers of the exhibition at once caused them to be sealed 
up and placed in a safe deposit for the duration of hostilities, at the same time 
taking pains to communicate with the owners through neutral channels as¬ 
suring them as to the safety of their philatelic treasures. Shortly after the 
signing of the armistice all were returned intact to the senders. 

Another international aspect of stamp collecting lies in the many publica¬ 
tions devoted to the hobby in the form of catalogues, monographs, handbooks, 
newspapers and periodicals, by far the most numerous of any collecting pursuit, 
which emanate from all parts of the world. 

Stamp catalogues are printed in French, German, Spanish and Italian, 
besides English and Philatelic periodicals in Russian, Polish, Czech, Chinese, 
Japanese and Persian in addition. 


Are you able to distinguish most of your stamps by simply looking at them? 
In many instances we may tell where a stamp is from by the general design. 
It is well to know these things because we are not all of us able to read the let¬ 
tering on some stamps which are in foreign script. “Shquipenia” or “Shqui- 
penie” is Albania. Armenian stamps have peculiar letters; but the Armenian 
stamps issued under Soviet, Russia, and all stamps in connection with Russia, 
may be seen to be Russian in most cases because of the Soviet insignia which 
is a scythe and a hammer “Oesterpost,” “Osterreich” belongs to Austria. 
“Azirbayedjan” belong to Azerbajan. “Bayern” is Bavaria. And of course 
“Ceskoslovenska” is Czechoslovakia.—Linnus Stamp News. 
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STAMPS THAT CAN’T BE STOLEN. 

I had just written this title when The Small Boy from Across the Road 
‘•blew in.” (That is his expression, not mine.) 

“Are you writing about stamps, by any chance?” he asked brightly. 

“Yes,” I answered, and I turned the paper round so that he could read it. 

“I say!” he said protestingly. “Surely there aren’t such things?” 

“Oh, yes, there are!” I told him. “It does sound rather a tall order, doesn’t 
it? But there really are stamps that can’t be stolen —or which aren’t worth 
stealing, at any rate. There’s an American stamp, for instance, with the letters 
N-E-B printed on it, and for the stamp collector those letters have an interest¬ 
ing story. They stand for “Nebraska,” the name of an American state. Appar¬ 
ently something has had to be done there to make things inconvenient for post 
office robbers, who like to make off with stamps and sell them in some other 
part of the United States. So we find the stamps sold in Nebraska have N-E-B 
printed on them.” 

“But what happens if a robbery does take place?” 

“All that the postal officials have to do is to say: ‘No one may use these 
stamps!’ and then all the thief gets is a lot of stamps which no one will buy 
because they can’t be used.” 

“Quite a good dodge, that,” said the Small Boy approvingly. 

“Yes—simple, but effective! The same thing happened over here in the 
early days of the Great War. The stamps concerned were those of a part of 
the Empire called British Honduras. Stamps of the value of 1 cent, 2 cents, 
and 5 cents were wanted, and they had to be sent from England. With enemy 
warships about it was quite likely that they would fall into the hands of the 
Germans—which would have been a serious matter. So these particular stamps 
had a net work printed all over them, and if they had been captured an order 
would have gone out saying that they were of no use for sticking on letters.” 

“I never heard of that before!” said my young friend. 

“No?” I said politely. "Well, you may take it from me that there are lots 
and lots of things about stamps that you don’t know yet.”—London Paper. 


$7,250 STAMP—BOUGHT FOR KING FROM SCHOOLBOY’S COLLECTION. 

When stamp collectors from many parts of the country assembled at Bir¬ 
mingham, England, for their annual congress one delegate told a story that will 
thrill every schoolboy who collects stamps. 

The delegate, Mr. Charles J. Phillips, of New York, said that 15 years ago 
an old man living in Hampstead, was looking over books in his library, when 
he found his old schoolboy stamp collection. 

He put it on one side to give to his grandson. A friend advised him to 
submit it to a firm of stamp auctioneers.. The experts found among the col¬ 
lection a Mauritius post office twopenny stamp, deep blue, unused. It was 
bought for the King—a keen stamp collector—for $7,250. 


RECORD PRICE FOR OLD STAMPS OF NEWFOUNDLAND 

At a sale in London the record price of $3,000 has been obtained for a 
Newfoundland envelope posted in 1858 and franked with a strip of three of 
the 2d scarlet vermilion stamps. The owner had it presented to him as a 
ten-year-old schoolboy collector by his grandmother, who received it from her 
uncle, to whom it w'as addressed. The price is the highest recorded. Single 
copies of the stamp are rare, but no other strip is known. 
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STORIES BEHIND STAMPS 

The keen stamp collector is an inquisitive person. He is always looking 
for a story in connection with his scraps of colored paper, and quite often he 
finds one. 

There was the Swedish boy, for instance, whose father was a stamp dealer. 
He liked to help at odd times, and used to sort out big batches. 

One day, when the boy was busy in this way, he noticed that one particular 
20-ore Swedish stamp of 1872 issue looked a little different from all the others 
of the same sort. He got his magnifying glass and examined the stamp care¬ 
fully. Then the reason for the slight difference became clear; the stamp had 
been printed twice. He showed it to his father, and learned that this specimen 
was one of a batch which the printer had made with pale orange colored ink, 
but as this did not show up at all well, he had put another impression, in red 
ink, over the top. The ordinary stamp of this year and value can be bought 
for 3d., but the kind that were printed twice over are worth 5s. 

Another interesting story is connected with a blue 5-cent New Brunswick 
stamp issued about 1860. A new set of stamps was wanted, and the postmaster, 
Charles Connell, arranged for various pictures to appear on the various sorts. 
Among these was a railway engine, a steamship, portraits of Queen Victoria 
and the Prince of Wales, and, on the 5-cent stamp,- a portrait of himself. When 
the new issue appeared, everybody was thunderstruck at the vanity of a post¬ 
master who put his own picture on a stamp. There was so much trouble that 
the poor man had to resign his post—and a salary of £600 a year. By-and-by 
the funny side of it dawned on people and the whole affair was summed up in 
a rhyme which ran: 

Six hundred pounds to see his face Posted around from place to place! 


HARTMAN’S FOREIGN REVENUE STAMP NOTES 

Iceland: Since 1925 this country got a set of revenue stamps. I have seen 
13 values as 5au, green; lOau, red; 20au, yellow; 25 au, orange; 40au, pale lilac; 
50au., ultramarine; lkr., light brown; 2kr., light green; 5kr, bistre; 10kr„ brown; 
50kr., violet; 100kr., red lilac; 500kr., red brown, and l,000kr., blue. The latter 
two high values on yellow surfaced paper. All have the words Iceland Stempil- 
merki and value. There are five different arabesque designs and the stamps 
are fairly large. The paper medium thick and not watermarked and perf is 12. 

Porto Rico: Lately on reduction of cigarette tax 10 for 3c; formei'ly 10 
for 4c; so this one was surcharged: Valor tres centavos, and the 8 for 2 4-10c 
surcharged: Diez cigarillos—valor tres centavos; another added 20 for 6c; and 
a cinco cigarillos on department of finance excise. So watch out for these 
changes and pick them up. 

A one by four inch label, black printing on light pink paper for a tax on 
foreign coffee, two cents per one pound. American foreign office $2.00 fee 
stamp. A brown stamp similar 1 to the consular stamps. 

The information came to me that internal revenue stamps are hard to 
obtain as the old license must be turned in; those on receipt are cut in two 
pieces, those on deeds filed in lawyers’ offices. 

U. S. Consular Stamps: The same design has been used since 1906 but 
the perf was then 12, then 10, and now 11. The $10 comes on passport mostly 
and the $5 on bills of health. The one and 2 dollar ones at present are the 
common ones. 

The D of the Denver mint on the one cent copper comes in two positions. 
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USE YOUR BRAIN IN STAMP COLLECTING—By Matthew H. Clanachan. 

A great many young collectors when consulting their catalogues forget to 
use their brain as well as their eyes. They find the picture of the stamp they 
are looking for, look down the list of prices. “Ah! here it is,” they exclaim, “10 
cent red, value $2.” Now if they had thought to look into it further, and turned 
over the next few pages, they would likely have found: Same type as issue of 

-date, and if they had looked down the list they would have seen: 10 cent 

carmine, value 2c (their stamp). 

The too-quick-to-jump-to-conclusions young collector does not think to 
compare the color mentioned in the catalogue too closely with the color of his 
own stamp. If the catalogue says red, and his stamp is something the same, 
he just lets it go at that, with the result that he often gives away stamps as 
duplicates that are not duplicates at all. 

Other young collectors don’t use their brain in the sense that they send 
away to stamp dealers who advertise to give away a such and such scarce stamp 
to everybody who asks to see their approvals. These young collectors think 
they are getting a stamp worth about $1 to $2, while all the time it is not worth 
any more than 5c. If they would only think for a moment, they would realize 
that stamp dealers could not give away stamps worth $1 to everybody who wrote 
asking to see their approvals.—Stamp Lover. 


STAMPS HAVE QUEER JOBS—THEY COLLECT FUNDS FOR CHARITIES. 

Apart from their ordinary use, there are numerous strange jobs which 
stamps perform. In many countries it is found convenient to let them collect 
funds for charities. This is done by arranging that a pre-determined propor¬ 
tion of the sale price of certain issues shall go to these funds. Sometimes what 
shopkeepers call “plain prices” are marked on them; at other times a “plus 
25 centimes,” or whatever the amount may be, indicates how much goes to 
charity. 

Spain, Belgium, Luxembourg and the Dutch colony of Surinam have used 
special stamps in recent times for such collections. In many cases they are 
only on sale for limited periods, sometimes three days, sometimes a month, and 
this stimulates buying, for collectors are always anxious to purchase complete 
sets. 

Switzerland has a happy custom of issuing her charity stamps at Christ¬ 
mas, and the most recent commemorated the centenary of the famous Red 
Cross pioneer, and assisted child welfare organizations. Rather more unusual 
was the job of a set of Rumanian stamps commemorating the jubilee of the 
Rumanian Geographical Society, and collecting funds for it while stamps 
helped Portugal’s participation in the 1928 Olympic games in Holland. 


All authorities agree that stamp collecting can be considered a recreation, 
but some question our right to consider it from the investment side. If stamp 
collecting were to become all investment wouldn’t it destroy most of the 
pleasure we now derive from it? Undoubtedly! Some who are not business 
men or never will be would undoubtedly turn to cigar bands or street car 
transfers as being practically free from money taint. Even the man with an 
instinct for business w r ould probably derive less pleasure from contact with 
stamps if the money side were stressed too strongly. No hobby was ever a 
success that depended entirely upon how much money could be made from it.— 
Stamp Collecting. 
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“CONDITION’' IN MODERN STAMPS 

Although for many years past the question of condition has always been of 
paramount importance in estimating the value of early issues, many collectors 
fail to realize that the same factor is to be reckoned with amongst modern 
twentieth century stamps. Many of the latter printed on chalk-surfaced paper 
are very susceptible to injury, and even a slight amount of rubbing materially 
detracts from their value. A notable example is the current £1 stamp of Fiji, 
nine out of every ten copies of which generally show traces of rubbing, and are 
frequently seriously disfigured. Many of the Edwardian stamps of the British 
Colonials printed in blue are also hard to find in superb mint condition, and it 
is not hard to realize that after passing through several hands and being sub¬ 
jected to the wear and tear of tranference from one album to another, much 
of their value is lost. Modern line-engraved stamps are not so liable to suffer 
damage by rubbing, but in their case the question of centering comes into 
consideration. With modern methods of production surface-printed stamps are 
usually well centered, but with line-engraving, where the paper has to be wetted 
before the stamps are printed, the correct registration of the perforating machine 
becomes exceedingly difficult. Hence many modern line-engraved stamps are 
notoriously badly centered, and we might select for special mention, in this 
respect, the “giraffe’s head” issue of Tanganyika. Well-centered copies of such 
issues are more desirable, and collectors should not hesitate to pay a premium 
for the.—Australian Stamp Journal. 

STAMP COLLECTORS PAY GOVERNMENT $283,983. 

There are 1,000,000 or more stamp collectors throughout the world who 
patronize the Philatelic Agency of the Post Office Department, according to a 
recent casual count by the agency.. During the fiscal year just closed the 
agency sold to these collectors $283,983 worth of stamps, most of them memorial 
issues put out during the year. The sales represent a real profit to the postal 
system because very few of them are used for postage. The most popular stamp, 
so far as the collectors are concerned, seems to have been the George Rogers 
Clark stamp, issued to commemorate the surrender of Fort Sackville at Vin¬ 
cennes, Ind. There was 17,000,000 of these issued to postmasters throughout the 
United States.—New York Sun. 


FUNERAL STAMPS WITH A PICTURE OF DR. SUN’S $750,000 TOMB. 

A new issue of stamps commemorating the state funeral of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
the revolutionary leader, in his magnificent tomb costing $750,000 built at 
Purple Mountain, Nanking, on June 1, was issued three days before the cere¬ 
mony. The denominations are lc., 3c„ 4c., 10c„ and one dollar Mexican. 

The design consists chiefly of a picture of Dr. Sun’s tomb, which is one of 
the most magnificent structures of its kind of modem times. The architect, a 
Chinese educated in America, died before the tomb was completed. 

Practically all philatelists nowadays try to launch out in some by-path of 
their hobby that will afford them a change from the usual orthodox method 
of collecting, as sometimes even specializing in one particular country becomes 
monotonous to many when they have reached that stage where they only 
require a few of the rarer items that never seem to come their way. When a 
collector does find a subsidiary group that really is a pleasure, we find that the 
“first love” is not dropped for the “new love,” but that the new branch is in¬ 
dulged in just when fancy dictates.—Stamp Collecting. 
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THE RAREST STAMP ON VIEW 

The rarest and most valuable stamp in the world was a feature of the 
Philatelic Exhibition at Minneapolis last August. This single stamp is valued 
at more than $50,000. 

It is purple red in color and has some almost indecipherable black marks 
on it. It is about twice as big as an ordinary postage stamp. Its value does 
not depend on its beauty, but on the fact that it is the only one of its kind in 
existence. 

Officially, it is described as “the only known copy British Guiana one cent, 
issued 1856.” A diagram of the design on it enables one to discover that this 
represents a ship, and that across the stamp are the initials of the postmaster 
of British Guiana at the time the stamp was issued. Its present owner is Mr. 
Arthur Hind, of Bradford and Utica, U. S. A. 

Before the war it was in the possession of Ferrari, a wealthy Austrian phil¬ 
atelist, who lived in Paris and had an almost unrivaled collection. At the out¬ 
break of the war he fled to Germany, taking much of his collection, but in his 
haste overlooking the precious Guiana stamp. This with what remained of the 
collection was confiscated by the French government and sold on account of 
reparations in 1922. It then realized close to $40,000 but is now worth much 
more. 


OKAYING OAKLAND 

One of the most clever and withal artistic philatelic souvenirs that ever 
came to my notice has been received from Mr. Harry E. Gray, secretary of the 
Oakland Philatelic Society. It consists of a menu and place-card, prepared 
for the Society on the occasion of its recent banquet. Try to visualize a menu 
built of a quadrille-ruled album leaf upon which six Nathan Hale %-cent stamps 
are tastefully mounted, and these over-printed in red with the courses. And 
then the place-card! a baronial-shaped white envelope franked with an ex¬ 
quisitely drawn “philatelic stamp” of the Oakland Philatelic Society, printed in 
red and black, and postoffice-cancelled “Oakland, Calif., Apl. 11, 11 AM.” with 
a “killer.” The guest’s name appearing typewritten in the form of an address.— 
Southern Philatelist. 


CANADA 

For the first time this country has just issued an airmail stamp. The 
size is about the same as their special delivery stamp and the central design 
shows the upper half of the globe with a map of Canada. Gracefully resting on 
it are two female winged figures and between their clasped hands the word 
“AIR” is inscribed, a monoplane in flight above their heads, at the top center 
is the word “CANADA,” at left “POSTES” and at right “POST”,” numerals of 
value in lower corners and “CENTS” at central bottom, 5c brown, unwater¬ 
marked, perforated 12. 


UNNECESSARY STAMPS!

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OAKLAND STAMP CLUB TO GIVE EXHIBIT 

The story of stamp collecting in Oakland and the East Bay and of the 
stamp exhibit to be given by the Oakland Philatelic society, October 25, 26 
and 27, is being told ail over the nation through the activity of a chamber 
member, Harry E. Gray, who is secretary of the society. 

Mr. Gray has prepared and sent out publicity to all of the stamp journals 
in the country and in the past year has contributed eighty articles about 
Oakland collectors to publications in all parts of the United States. During the 
stamp exhibit held last year, first one to be conducted in the west, three 
thousand visitors attended the display of rare and costly stamps. 

“There are more than 500,000 adult stamp collectors in the United States, 
points out Mr. Gray, “numbering among them some of our greatest financiers, 
congressmen, military men, doctors and lawyers. In fact, the hobby seems to 
have the greatest appeal to the professional and business man. 

“Oakland has an unusually live stamp club, the Oakland Philatelic Society, 
and through its efforts our city obtains much publicity in the dozen or more 
magazines devoted to the hobby of collecting stamps.” 

Plans are being made for an exceptionally large stamp exhibit in Oakland 
this year and the display is expected to attract 10,000 persons. 


A ROYAL GIFT. 

Through the Canadian high commissioner, Hon. P. C. Larkin, King George 
has presented to the Royal Ontario Museum of Archaelogy, Toronto, a collec¬ 
tion of 112 postage stamps representing 55 British colonies and protectorates. 

Recently a mysterious parcel came to the museum. After the top paper 
had been removed, a black oil cloth covering came to view. Underneath that 
was another layer of brown paper, then cardboard, and inside were five mats 
of stamps, including two stamps from every British colony and protectorate. 
On the next mail there arrived an explanatory letter from Lord Stamfordham, 
the King’s secretary. 

In no way does the gift consist of rare stamps of great value. Its interest 
is largely informative, tinged with sentiment, and is attracting great attention 
from exhibition visitors and stamp collectors.—Mekeels. 


UNKNOWN IJ. S. HEROES 

They are beginning to wonder in the United States when the flood of com¬ 
memorative stamps is going to end. There have been two new 2-cent stamps 
within the last fortnight and there are probably more to come. 

The latest stamp is in honor of Major General John Sullivan, a prominent 
figure in the legal and political life of early New England and a successful 
leader of American troops in the War of Independence. 

A curious feature of these commemorative stamps is that many Americans 
have to confess that they have never heard of some of the national heroes 
so freely honored by the postal authorities.—London paper. 

CANCELED STAMPS SERVE AN ARTISTIC PURPOSE 

Fashioning artistic postcards from canceled stamps is all in the day’s work 
for a certain Chinese artisan of Formosa. He sketches his pictures, and then 
fills them in with parts of stamps to produce colorful pictures.

NUMISMATICS

All our coins are made in the U. S. mints at Philadelphia, San Francisco 
and Denver. Coins are not made by pouring hot metal into little moulds, as 
some people think. The metal is rolled into sheets of the proper thickness 
from which the coins are punched out, just as a cook cuts out biscuits. These 
“biscuits” are pressed between dies which stamp the design on both sides at 
once. An automatic weighting machine then sorts out the perfect coins. All 
under weight or over weight are melted and run over. The mint has scales so 
accurate that they will register the mark of a lead pencil upon a scrap of paper. 

The Roumanian issue of gold coins commemorating the coronation of King 
Ferdinand as king of Greater Roumania, are out at last. The set consists of 
four denominations in two types, the 20 and 100 lei coins being alike and the 
25 and 50 lei coins of the same design. The set is dated 1922. The two first 
named coins are struck in red gold, while the other two are struck in yellow 
gold on broad, thin planchets. The 20 and 100 lei coins have for obverse the 
laureated head of King Ferdinand; reverse, crowned coat of arms. The 25 and 
50 lei pieces have for obverse the crowned bust of the King; reverse, crowned 
bust of Queen Maria in coronation robe and veil. The king died last year. 
This set is bound to be in great demand by collectors, and will eventually be¬ 
come scarce. 

The Capt. Cook half dollar will be one of our scarce commemorative coins. 
Dealers are now asking $7.00 and $8.00 for it and the price will go higher. The 
committee in Hawaii handling the issue seemed bent on preventing collectors 
from getting the coin. A national issue, sponsored by our government, should 
not be for a favored few. Our commemorative coins have been very popular 
with collectors, and have been the means of getting many young people inter¬ 
ested in numismatics. But many of them will never get to see a Capt. Cook 
half dollar, simpy because they can not afford to buy one of them. It is dif¬ 
ficult to see why a commemorative coin should be issued under such conditions— 
also in which way it will benefit the issue, the committee handling same or the 
cause for which the coin was issued. It is to be hoped that we will have no 
more commemorative coins issued under similar restrictions. 

This is the age of medals. A man without a medal is some sort of a 
misnomer. If a boy flies across the ocean, we give him a medal. If a sprinter 
runs faster than any other human we strike off a medal. If a patriot braves 
his breast to the bullets of the enemy, we cover his coat with medals. This is 
all good and well. Destinction craves its reward, but when a reward —a medal — 
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becomes too common, it loses its merit. Medals are at the present struck for 
every conceivable feat—even dogs and roosters are awarded medals. 

Germany is the country of commemorative coins.. No other country has 
issued so many. “Before the war” the occasions for these issues usually center¬ 
ed around the reigning houses, of which there were twenty or more, and when 
crownings, marriages, reigns, deaths, etc., had to be thus remembered, it made 
up a goodly number. But other suitable occasions were not neglected. The 
different German states issued many interesting pieces, and since becoming a 
republic, the country has continued this practice. Some of the commemorative 
coins have been 5 mark pieces, while on some occasions both 5 and 3 mark 
pieces have been issued, but the 3 mark piece has been the most common—a 
most convenient coin, somewhat larger than our half dollar. 

In its annual report the National Bank of Denmark pronounces in favor 
of re-establishing the currency union formerly in effect. It is the opinion of 
the Danish National Bank that such a union works for the benefit of the 
Scandinavian countries, not only in their relations with each other, but in their 
dealings with other countries. The fact that Norway returned to the gold 
standard last year is advanced as favoring an early resumption of the cur¬ 
rency union. 

The government owns the aprons worn by their 700 workers and burns them 
to recover the clinging particles of gold dust. From them and from floor 
sweepings, thousands of dollars worth of precious metal is recovered every year. 
The mints are no longer open to the public. 

Already much of the priceless fossil material has been quarried and taken 
to the Nebraska Historical society and University museums and to the Carnegie 
Institute at Pittsburgh. 

From these Nebraska fossil beds have been taken the skeleton of a little 
two-horned rhinoceros, a large grotesque creature distantly related to both the 
horse and rhinoceros. There also has been found the skeleton remains of a 
gigantic hog-like creature called dinohus, seven feet high at the shoulders. 
Skeletons of the three-toed horse, ancestral doglike animals, fossil camels, both 
large and small, fossil birds, turtles and many other creatures have been found. 

Many people believe that the state should go even farther than making an 
appropriation, and should take measures to protect the deposits from van¬ 
dalism and depletion. There is no law preventing the valuable fossil deposits 
at Agate, Neb., from being shipped out of the state. Anyone who can handle 
pick and shovel may hack out all he pleases. 

The first United States mint was established at Philadelphia in 1791, 
and was ready for operation in 1794. This mint was the sole United States 
mint for about forty years. In 1835 a mint was established at New Orleans, 
and during the next 35 years mints were established at Charlotte, N. C., at. 
San Francisco, Denver and Carson City. The mint at Charlotte was abolished 
in 1913, Carson City mint in 1S93, at New Orleans 1909. The Philadelphia 
mint coined not only for the United States but for several of the Spanish 
American republics also. All coins for the Philippine Islands are made in 
the mint at Manila which was opened July 15, 1920. 

The queen of Spain is the holder of one of the rarest orders in the world, 
that of “The Golden Rose,” bestowed only upon Roman Catholic ladies of the 
most exalted rank by the pope. 
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THE STONE GRAVE BUILDER IN KANSAS—By Mark E. Zimmerman. 

The most interesting stone grave that we have discovered in this locality, 
was built in the forvn of a “T.” The long part of this phallic symbol points to¬ 
ward the north star and its walls were laid up. The top of the T points to¬ 
ward the rising sun, and its walls were slabs of rock set on edge. In the stone 
box with the laid up walls of crude masonry, were the skeletal remains of a man, 
whose head had rested upon the body of a woman who was buried no doubt for 
that purpose. At the feet of this man, another female was buried in the stone 
box with slab rock walls. The only relic in either vault, was a piece of mica 
which belonged to the woman upon whom the head of the man rested. 

It was not the usual mortuary custom of the Stone Box Grave Builder to 
bury personal belongings with the dead. Archaeologists have found but very 
few relics in any of the stone cists or boxes forming the long string extending, 
from the Atlantic coast to Kansas. 

This T shaped stone grave is out west of my house about sixty rods, and I 
live three miles south of White Cloud. About eighty rods due north of this 
stone grave; a fine specimen of monitt or pipe was plowed up some years ago. 
Near the grave numbers of the triangular arrow points have been picked up. 
The grave was built on high ground from which the Missouri river, and the 
Taylor mound were visible. 

This grave was a combination of both forms found in the Tallegwi regions 
south of the Great Lakes, and especially in Ohio. The Stone Cists in Ohio have 
laid up walls, and those with the stones set on edge. It appears that a small 
band of Ohio Mound and Stone Grave Builders, and evidently of Tallegwi stock 
resided in this locality for a while and were suddenly destroyed. From the 
skeletal remains, (67 skeletons) taken from the Taylor mound, we estimated 
that they had not been in the ground to exceed a century or two. 

We had a Smithsonian specialist on stone graves, come to Kansas in 1914, 
to verify our claims of discovery. It was decided at that time, that the stone 
graves, mounds and large ground houses here in Doniphan county, were built 
by the Pawnee. Since it is definitely determined now, that northeastern Kansas 
and southeastern Nebraska, between the Platte and Kaw rivers was the Pawnee 
province of Harahey, when Coronado was at Quivira in 1541; and since the 
Mound Builders in the Taylor mound were living at that time; we reason that 
the Mound and Stone Cist Builders of Harahey were the band of Pawnee of 
Tallegwi stock, from whom the historic Pawnee derived their name after the 
destruction of the White, Celtic band who built both Pictish or Scotch and 
Irish stone box graves, which were originally the Waymarks of the Tamar 
Tephi cult in Erin 586 E. C. 

The Pictish Quivira Pawnee built the regular Pictish type of stone grave. 
There is a fine specimen on the Henderson farm south of Junction City, Kas. 
In Quivira and Haraheythe same triangular type of small arrow points were 
used as those used by the builders of the Cahokia mounds. All of these trian¬ 
gular arrow points or flesh piercers were cut on an angle of twenty-three and 
a half degrees, which has been the “keystone” angle ever since a sun worshiper 
found cut how to obtain the J. H. V. H. triangle of 47 degrees, with which the 
circle has been squared ever since Abraham taught astronomy, and geometry 
to the Egyptians, some fifty years before Isaac was bom. 

Who were these people who built the stone graves? They were the Welsh¬ 
men whom Maurice Griffith reported in 1804, who were residing in two large 
villages and controled fifty thousand red Indians. 
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ONE MAN'S HOBBY—By Nell Lounsberry. 

In 1899 while the gold rush was at its heighth, George W. Murbarger 
brought his young wife and two tiny boys to Chicken Creek, on the middle 
fork of the Forty Mile River, 98 miles from Dawson City, Alaska. There they 
settled and built a home. 

There had never been any white women or children in that region before 
and the Indians being curious, visited the little family and brought trinkets for 
the two children. Soon Wilbur, who had reached the ripe age of six, assembled 
his trinkets and began a collection of Indian “relics” as nearly every boy has, 
sometime during his career. The main difference being that when Wilbur 
Murbarger grew to manhood and located in the Puget Sound country of Wash¬ 
ington, he continued to collect specimens, until it is likely that few finer private 
collections of Indian and pioneer relics exist anywhere on the Pacific coast. 

One autumn when the first telegraph line was being laid through that part 
of Alaska, the soldiers shot at the scout caribou, sent ahead of the main herd. 
The killing of the leaders frightened the others, causing them to turn back. 
When the animals failed to migrate in the usual manner, the Indians had no 
way of procuring meat during the long cold winter, and a famine resulted. 

All winter long the Murbarger’s fed as many of the starving Indian fam¬ 
ilies as they could, skimping themselves that the little papooses would not go 
hungry. An Indian never forgets a kindness, and later the tribe show r ered rich 
gifts of gun-cases, smoking jackets and gloves upon the white family who had 
proven their friendship. All of these priceless specimens are now in the Mur¬ 
barger private “museum” at Steilaeoom, Wash. 

Besides dozens of relics from the Ketchemstock tribe, Mr. Murbarger has 
fine displays from the Mansfield, Copper River and Chilkat tribes of Alaska. 
Among the choicest of his lot from the Chilkats are cedar boxes, the four sides 
being made out of one piece of wood, fastened together at the comer with 
wooden pegs. The bottom is put in, in the same manner. 

His finest bead work came from the Selkirk tribe, on the Yukon River, in 
Northwest Territory. These Indians are also experts at tanning deer and cari¬ 
bou hides, using smoke for the last stages. Out of more than a hundred articles 
made from tanned skins in- the collection, the finest specimens were manu¬ 
factured by the Selkirks. 

After leaving Alaska Mr. Murbarger came to Fresno County, California, 
where he spent nine years, obtaining many fine gorgets, boat stones, gaming 
balls in several sizes, banner stones, ceremonial pieces for scarring the flesh, 
stone mortars, arrows and spears, shell and stone beads and three types of 
pestles used by the Digger Indians for grinding herbs, acorns and corn. 

Near his present home at Steilaeoom lies the end of the Old Oregon Trail, 
at Tumwater. There he has found relics from three tribes; gun flints, stone 
hammers, axes, fish net stone sinkers, tomahawks of stone and iron, flint knives 
and drills, scrapers and pestles and many choice spearheads from the Nisqually 
tribe. From the Quinaults he has baskets, solid ivory fish spears, wooden halibut 
hooks, etc., while the Chelalis tribe is represented in the collection by stone 
pestles, single and double bladed axes, some up to eleven inches in length and 
stone hammers up to nine inches. His finest arrow points came from along 
the Chelalis River. 

From a geological standpoint, the most marvelous specimen in the lot is a 
loaf of petrified acorn bread. It measures ten inches across, a little over an 
inch in thickness and is round in shape. It was obtained from an Island in the 
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Sound where high tides and rough water caused the soft bank to cave. At this 
same place Mr. Murbarger has picked up many other relics, in fact his greatest 
finds in Washington have been ma.de on the west slopes of the mainland and 
Sound Islands. Also along the creeks and rivers where erosion has worn the 
tanks away. 

Up until the year of 1856, the Puget Sound tribes buried their dead along the 
water, in the canoe of the departed. From these places Mr. Murbarger has 
many fine, stone grave idols. 

Besides what has been given him and what he has found for himself, this 
inveterate collector has purchased specimens from tribes all over the United 
States; tomahawks, scalping knives, necklaces, celts, bird stones, war clubs 
and tum-tums from the Sioux. Necklaces, blankets, baskets and blanket shawls 
from the Navajo and Pueblo tribes of the southwest. The blankets are of the 
old make, being colored with roots instead of manufactured dyes. 

From the Columbia river on the Oregon side, he has hundreds of gem 
bird points of agate, moss agate, jasper and flints in all colors, bevel edged, cross 
barbed, effigy and obsidian war points. 

Mr. Murbarger will go to any amount of trouble and through great hard¬ 
ships to get a good specimen, but asserts with pride that in all the years he 
has collected, he has never robbed an Indian grave. There is one spot known 
to him where an area of four acres is thickly studded with graves, all over 
100 years old. Pie has gathered many fine specimens from the surface at this 
point, indication of the rich treasure just below, but having always looked up 
to the Redman, Mi*. Murbarger would no more think of molesting the sleep 
of the ancient braves than he would enter a marble mausoleum and shatter 
its hallowed interior. 

In all, his collection numbers over 1,000 relics, besides hundreds of arrow¬ 
heads from all over. While few boys would have the means to purchase or 
obtain such a fine lot of specimens as Wilbur Murbarger has, yet there are 
always people who will trade relics for stamps, sea shells, old coins and other 
curios. Arrowheads and small pieces can be picked up cheap from many firms, 
so there is no reason why anyone could not have a good assortment in time. 
And for any person who has a spark of pioneer spirit in them, there is no 
finer hobby than collecting and preserving the handicraft of the Indian—The 
First American. 


TINY FLINT ARROWHEAD MAY BE FACTOR IN SETTING TIME IN 
WHICH MAN HAS LIVED IN NEBRASKA 

That man trod Nebraska soil a hundred thousand years ago may be proved 
by a little flint arrow head found nestled among the bones of an ancient bison 
in Custer county. The weapon, discovered this summer by an expedition under 
the direction of C. B. Schultz, a graduate geology student at the University 
of Nebraska, is now undergoing inspection at the hands of E. E. Blackman 
and other experts at the institution. 

They pronounce it one of the finest flints yet discovered in this state and 
an indication that the man who wrought it was of fairly high culture. When 
he made it and when he shot it into the buffalo whose petrified bones still 
decorate the sand hill landscape are questions that must be decided before 
conclusions can be drawn. In view of the fact that the bones are sixteen feet 
beneath the surface and were once far deeper than that, Mr. Schultz is cer¬ 
tain that much time must have elapsed—Omaha World-Herald. 
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CEREMONIAL OR BURIAL ARROWS FROM OKLAHOMA.—By A. H. Murchi¬ 
son, Muskogee, Oklahoma. 

On the south bank of the Arkansas river about five miles from Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, near where the Verdigris and Grand rivers enter there are several 
mounds. Some large, being ninety feet across and fifteen feet high, others 
twenty feet across and about four feet high. On one of the smaller mounds the 
annual plowings have revealed a number of peculiar shaped arrows of a grayish 
flint, pipes, spears six to eleven and one-fourth inches long, two kinds of copper 
beads, large spool shaped disks three inches across and many very fine bird 
points of different material ranging from one-half inch to one and one-half 
inches long. 

The writer has probably thirty thousand pieces of flints obtained in differ¬ 
ent places in eastern Oklahoma but arrows of two and three points in the for¬ 
ward direction have only been found in this mound. In three years one of 
three points and eleven of the two point variety have been found in this 
mound and about a thousand of the one point variety. (See illustration.) 

None of the ordinary large hunting arrows or tomahawks are found in the 
vicinity, all specimens being either very small or very large. There is no evidence 
of the arrows having been made near nor that temporary residence was had 
in the neighborhood as grinding stones, whetstones, pounding stones and such 
instruments usualy found in old camping places are not to be located near. 
The pipes found are also different having a large bowl with handles extending 
in opposite directions from the base, one about four inches long and solid for 
holding the pipe in the hand while it is being passed around in smoking and 
the other short with the hole through for the insertion of the reed for the 
stem. One specimen which the writer has smoked gives a nice cool smoke now. 

In other places, say at the junction of the Baron Forf and Illinois rivers 
over in Cherokee county, Oklahoma, where the writer has collected an ex¬ 
tensive line of flints and tomahawks, etc., there is an open field shaped like 
a “V.” The place where the arrows and tomahawks were manufactured is 
clearly defined as well as the place of dwelling and two distinct burial mounds. 
The burial mounds are small and low but very fine bird points, a few stone 
beads and pieces of human bones are found in each, the dwelling place has 
grinding stones, pounding stones, whetstones and tomahawks scattered over the 
entire territory and is of course a larger area than the others. The manufactur¬ 
ing plant for arrows is covered with flakes of flint, unfinished arrows and toma¬ 
hawks and even flint in the original nodules as mined and brought there to 
make arrows. 

Most other fields will after careful survey reveal the residence plot, place 
of manufacture and burial spots of the peoples inhabiting them and for this 
reason the mound on the Arkansas river must have been made for the cere¬ 
monials and burials of the illustrious dead or great warriors and not used for 
the common hunting and fishing grounds as we find in other places. 


ARROWHEAD COLLECTOR 

Pittsburgh, Pa.—Enough arrowheads to beep a good-sized war of the old 
colonial days going are included in the vast collection of 10,000 or more Indian 
relics owned by Captain J. Murat Hammet, of Vilsack, near Glenshaw, Pa. 


A piece of state money, inscribed “Connecticut 1782,” has been discovered 
in a hand-knit woolen money bag in a collection at Lisbon, Conn. 
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INDIAN LORE; ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE—By W. Straley, 

A recent news story in the Kansas City Star states that archaeologists 
are making a study of the old Coronado trail in western Kansas in an effort 
to unearth armor or trappings supposed to have been used by the followers of 
the Don on his search for the fabled cities of gold. Some years ago a piece of 
armor was found near Syracuse. 

The author of “We Ought to Know,” says that the word “Swastiki” in the 
Indian language means good luck. The symbol was generally known the world 
over, it appears. 

According to J. Eric Thompson, archaeologist and ethnologist on the staff 
of the Field Museum of Natural History, who recently returned from a sojourn 
among the Caribs of Central America says that the Caribs are a three-language 
people—the men have one language in which they speak to one another; the 
women have a second language which they speak among themselves—the third 
language is used in conversation between the two sexes. 

A report sent out by the Associated Press states that Secretary Wilbur and 
the Interior Department would do all they could to discourage the Indian being 
exploited in the showman role. Mr. Wilbur said: "Showmanship does not lead 
the Indian toward establishing himself on an even keel of self-respecting in¬ 
dependence. It throws him back on a masquerade of a manner of life that 
no longer exists and cannot exist in contact with dominant civilization.” 

Mr. J. W. Lytle, assistant paleontologist of the Los Angeles museum, is in 
charge of a party excavating bones in a cave in the mountains near Las Cruces, 
N. M. The find was discovered by two Mexicans, Benito and Sefino Benevides. 
Mr. Lytle says the bones are those of prehistoric sloth and a human being, and 
estimates them to be over 2,000 years old. 

Charles L. Bernheimer of New York has the ideal vacation idea. Each 
year he spends several months on archaeological trips to various parts of the 
United States, usually working in conjunction with the American Museum of 
Natural History, the Smithsonian Institute and the Carnegie Institute. He 
has written many books on his explorations. 

We gather from dispatches in the daily press that a move is one foot to 
take the U. S. Indian service entirely out of politics and make other con¬ 
structive improvements. 

A recent writer says that the Seminole maidens of Florida do not fancy 
much the dressing of the modern white girl, twenty-eight yards of cloth being 
required to make a dress for the Indian girl, the skirt often measuring seven 
yards around. Also the Indian maiden has a peculiar weakness for beads, 
which she wears in strands around her neck—many eighteen-year-old Semi¬ 
nole girls wearing eighty yards of beads, weighing about 30 pounds. It is said 
that these beads are accumulated from infancy and at death are buried with 
her. 

On March 9, the Ponca Indians at Ponca City, Okla., conducted an Indian 
funeral for the late Col. George L. Miller of the 101 Ranch, who met death in 
an auto accident a month ago. The ceremony included a feast of roast buffalo. 

A move is on foot by the Cheyennes and Arapahoes to press claims aggre¬ 
gating a half million dollars on property in the Black Hills region of South 
Dakota, which has been in litigation a half century or more. 

Secretary West says: “The situation today is favorable to make immediate 
progress toward a solution of the r Indian) problem by establishing the Indian 
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as a wage earner, gaining a competence for himself. - * * When an Indian 
reaches this stage he need no longer be a ward of the government.” 

Sometime ago, one Amos White, Sioux Indian, according to a press report, 
was sentenced to two years and eight months in the South Dakota penitentiary, 
on a charge of biting off his wife’s nose to make her less attractive to other 
Indian men. 

A gravel pit near Frederick, Okla., has been yielding many traces of pre¬ 
historic man. It is said that many stone artifacts, pottery trays and vessels 
have been unearthed. Mr. A. H. Halloman, the owner, is co-operating with 
scientists in exploring the site. 

Daily Oklahoman: “Women of the Ponca tribe in Oklahoma are taking to 
religious work intently, according to missionaries who are working among them, 
both Methodist and Baptist at the present time. This fact was shown recently 
also when the corner stone was laid at the old White Eagle Indian agency, 
seven miles south of Ponca City, for the mission structure which the national 
home missionary society of the Methodist church is providing. 

Prof. Fay Cooper Cole, chairman of the University of Chicago’s department 
of anthropology, is working on the theory that perhaps the Mound Builders 
or other prehistoric races of America are descendants of an ancient people who 
dominated northern Africa thousands of years ago. 

The Kansas City Star’s Washington correspondent several months ago made 
the statement that our “Indian population now is 355,901. * * * Oklahoma has 
the largest Indian population with 119,335. Kansas has 1,541 and Missouri 171 
Indians. The Indians comprise 193 tribes, live on 200 reservations and speak 
fifty-eight different languages.” 

Mrs. Zelia Nuttall, a world known archeologist, last year revived the 
ancient feast of the sun among the Mexicans, a festival that is said to be a 
most beautiful tribute to the passing of the sun across the zenith. We are 
informed that this year the Peruvians will revive the colorful ceremonies. 
Mrs. Nuttall resides near the City of Mexico, where she is specializing in 
Mexican and Mayan archeology. 

An Indian ceremonial pipe weighing six pounds has been placed on ex¬ 
hibition in the Madison (Wis.) Historical Museum. The relic was found in a 
gravel knoll on the shore of Lake Kashkonong. It is of the effigy platform 
type and fashioned from crinoidal limestone, supposed to have come from 
southern Illinois, said stone not being found in Wisconsin. How did it get 
to Wisconsin— by traffic or migration? 


WORLD’S OLDEST BANK NOTE 

Stockholm.—The world’s oldest paper money, in reality a sort of letter of 
credit issued in 1661 by a private banker here, has been sent to Amsterdam 
for exhibition at the International Economic Exposition. Prior to that time 
Swedish currency consisted mostly of copper coins, which gradually became so 
large that they were unwieldly. The largest known weighed forty pounds. 

Another odd exhibit in the Swedish section will be a collection of 2,000 
match boxes, each with a different label, to illustrate the wide distribution of 
Swedish safety matches. Actually, over 9,000 different designs are in use to 
suit various local markets, but the boxes are all the same size.

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OUR RAREST COLONIAL COINS—CURIOUS OLD “HOG MONEY” OF THE 
BERMUDAS PUZZLE OF ITS PRESENT VALUES 

Very seldom do the curious “hog money” coins bearing the legend “Sommer 
Islands” come into the market and, owing to this fact, their actual money value 
has of late years been speculative. It is, therefore, noteworthy that a fine 
specimen of the shilling sold for $120 and a sixpence in exceptionally fine con¬ 
dition and with the original plating realized $115. 

The full set consisted of a shilling, sixpence, threepence and twopence, all 
of brass or base metal, and no separate auction quotations are given in 
Grueber’s edition of Thorburn (1905), though it is there stated that a complete 
set of all four pieces sold for $675 in 1902. 

This suggests that there has been a decrease in value since then, but as the 
threepence and twopence are of extreme rarity, and a full set would be very 
difficult to get together, the decline may not be so great as it looks. The coins 
may be described as follows: 

Shilling—Obverse: Sommer (mullet) Islands (mullet). A boar standing 1., 
with XII (for value) above, within inner beaded circle. Reverse: Ancient four- 
masted ship with guns run out and one apparently firing, sailing 1. 

Sixpence.—Similar, but with Hands for Islands, and with VI above the boar. 

Threepence.—Obverse: No legend. Boar standing 1., Ill above. Reverse: 
Ship as before. 

Twopence.—As the threepence, but with II for value. 

The Bermudas were formerly called the Somers’ (or Sommers’) Islands be¬ 
cause Sir George Somers was shipwrecked there in 1609, this leading to colo¬ 
nization from Virginia in 1612. The Virginia company held the islands until 
1614, when they were surrendered to the Crown; but in 1615 was formed the 
Bermuda company, which took over the government and was granted a patent 
to issue coins, apparently beginning to do so in 1616. 

This coinage is stated to have been produced under Captain Daniel Tucker, 
and is mentioned by Capt. John Smith (a notable Virginian of the seventeenth 
century), who, when describing the occupation of the Bermudas writes of the 
settlers: “besides meat, and drink, and clothes, they had for a time a certain 
kind of brass money, with a hogge on one side, in memory of the abundance of 
liogges which were found at their first landing.” 

But although the “hogges” may have been abundant the “hog money” was 
certainly the reverse, for these quaint coins are now apparently the rarest 
belonging to our Colonial series. 


CALIFORNIA NOTES.—By George J. Remsburg, Porterville, Calit. 

An ancient Indian camp site was recently uncovered by workmen in 
breaking ground for a power plant on the Feather river near Oroville. Mortars, 
pestles, tomahawks and bones were brought to light. Some of these were found 
embedded in the trunk of a tree, estimated to be 200 years old. 

Mrs. D. D. Allison of Fresno, possesses an interesting bunch of heirlooms, 
including a sampler made in 1762. They were recently given an extended 
writeup in the Fresno Morning Republican. 

Donald Witt of Porterville is an enthusiastic collector of Indian relics and 
student of Indian life'.' He has an interesting and growing collection of Indian 
relics, mostly gathered in the vicinity of his home. He recently gave a talk 
on the California Indians at the local high school, exhibiting his collection 
at the same time by way of illustration. 
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Mrs. Charlie Hart, one of the last of the “old Indians of the hills,” died at 
her home near Raymond a while back. She was nearing century mark and 
was a daughter of one of the famous old chiefs of the Ahwahnees, a branch 
of the Yosemite tribe. He was one of the signers of the treaty of peace with 
the whites. Mrs. Hart was an expert basket weaver and one of her sisters 
was a noted medicine woman of the tribe. She was buried with all the old 
time Indian pomp and ceremony. 

A copy of the Norwich (England) Gazette of February 29, 1724, was recently 
donated to the museum of the public library at Van Nuys, by F. R. Fancher 
of Redondo Beach. 

A. J. Crites, a wealthy Bakersfield citizen, had fifteen Indian stone mortars 
weighing in the aggregate nearly a ton, stolen from the lawn at his home. He 
had been gathering the specimens from various parts of the state to use for 
ornamental purposes. The thief used a truck to transport them. 

A collection of curios and relics gathered by the late J. C. Ward, a pioneer 
of Visalia, has been donated to the Tulare County Board of Trade of that city. 

Establishment of a small museum in Foster Glen, the county park near 
the summit of San Marcos Pass, has been decided upon. The museum will be 
in a small cottage that was the private mountain home of Mrs. Lucy Foster 
Sexton, who donated the park to the county. Relics from the Santa Ynez 
Mountains will be gathered and placed on public exhibition in the building. 

A collection of jade and amber beads, valued at $13,000, gathered by the 
late Mrs. Jean Adams, one-time missionary to China, were recently placed on 
exhibition in Los Angeles to be auctioned. Mrs. Adams was head of the Chinese 
industrial school for a quarter of a century. 

B. F. Griffin of Clovis recently found in the San Joaquin river the skull 
of a grizzly bear that roamed the hills back of Clovis before the advent of the 
white man in this territory. The grizzly bear is now almost extinct in California. 

Members of the household of the late Luther Burbank, plant wizard, an¬ 
nounce that the small one-room building formerly used as an office by Burbank 
would be taken to Detroit as an exhibit in the Ford historical museum. 

Nine miles north of Bishop, and located about 200 feet off the main high¬ 
way, is an immense rock covered with Indian carvings, according to the touring 
department of the National Automobile club. A side trip to these curious pre¬ 
historic writings is well worth the short time in which they are reached. 

Mrs. Loyd Carter of Porterville has a collection of souvenir spoons which 
she has been a number of years gathering. Many are of historical interest. 

The Southwestern Archeological Federation at the Southwest Museum of 
Los Angeles at its last annual meeting elected the following officers: Prof. H. 
B. Alexander, professor of philosophy at Pomona college, as president; Dr. 
Laurence Riddle, professor of French at University of Southern California, vice 
president, and Charles Amsden, curator of the Southwest Museum, secretary. 
Several papers were read, among them one by Kenneth M. Chapman on “Indian 
Art in Sante Fe.” 

Francis Coelho, a collector living at Modesto, recently picked up in a second 
hand store a grimy and dingy looking old pipe, which, when cleaned up, 
proved to be an elaborately hand carved meerschaum believed to be at least 
150 years old. He had long been looking for such a specimen.

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SELVIDGE HAS 3,000 INDIAN RELICS 

Forty-eight years of excavation work in Oklahoma and middle western 
states has procured for R. B. Selvidge of Muskogee, Okla., one of the most 
complete collections of Indian relics and souvenirs now in existence. He is part 
Indian and spent most of his early life in McIntosh county, where he developed 
his hobby of gathering reminiscents of his fellowmen he recognized fast were 
adopting the mode of living used by his white brother. 

Since 1924 he has devoted his time exclusively to collecting and boasts 
today a collection of more than 3,000 pieces. Arrowheads, pieces of flint, guns 
and trinkets traded to the Indians by the white settlers are but a few of the 
things that occupy a part of every room of his home. He treasures most of all 
an old musket he believes was one of the first cartridge guns ever used in the 
North American continent. The gun, he contends, must be in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 250 years old, since no trade mark or patent registration is on it, and 
its crude craftsmanship shows that it was homemade. This is but one of the 
thirty-two guns and revolvers that today explain the method of warfare used 
in the day of the early settlers. 

He is a booster for tne Indians. He went on to explain that in many 
ways the red man aided much in developing many modern conveniences. 
Piincipal among those was a flint rock spark ignition which was known in the 
western hemisphere long before the idea drifted over to Europe. The flint, he 
says, was used for as many as a dozen things, among them, spading, cutting 
and even hewing wood. Two of the largest pieces of flint beieved to be in the 
southwest belong to him. The longest is 1914 inches lang, with the other 
slightly shorter. 

People of today confuse knives used by the Indian with the common arrow¬ 
head, according to the collector. It is generally misunderstood that all pieces 
of flint are arrowheads because they bear the same resemblance. A little 
thought v/ould show that it would have been impossible to shoot a spear 
weighing a pound or more from a bow and arrow. 

A mortar used to grind commeal, wooden spoons, a spoon made of a buffalo 
horn and approximately 500 arrowheads make up another part of the collec¬ 
tion. He has two blow guns similar to those used by the Indians as weapons 
even before the use of the bow and arrow was known. The instrument re¬ 
sembles a long hollow stick out of which arrows not more than six inches in 
length were shot. ^ 

“The Indian lived the most colorful life of any race that inhabited the 
earth,” he said. They had money made of stone and even had secret orders 
with significant emblems. Some made theirs of silver dollars, traded to them 
by settlers, one of which he is a proud possessor. This is made into a six- 
pointed stor formed after hours of work by the use of polishing stones similar 
to the present grindstone. They would work for months making themselves 
a strand of flint rock beads. 


Coins and early money may give us a very much more complete outline 
of history, but they lack the color, and po,stage stamps provide it, as well as 
the highlights in history, the great men and women and their work.

It’s a good bet Washington will get the most pub¬ 
licity out of it. 
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TOKEN-COINS OF THE 17TH CENTURY. 

A valuable collection of 17th century Lancashire token-coins has been be¬ 
queathed to the Wigan Public Library by Mr. Walter Booth, of London, a native 
of Wigan. There are 22 different tokens represented in the collection by 29 
specimens, the towns in which the tokens were issued being Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Blackburn, Bury, Chorley, Clitheroe, Leigh, Liverpool, Manchester, Preston, 
Prescot, Rochdale, Warrington and Wigan. There is also a halfpenny token, 
issued in Halifax in 1666 by Richard Dollifel. The tokens were issued by trades¬ 
men as substitutes for regal currency, and their issue was permitted by the 
Crown. The Civil Wars thoroughly disorganized the national currency, and 
the striking of token by tradesmen for local use became a wide-spread and 
recognized system. The varieties issued are computed to be some 20,000 in 
number, but as they were largely struck on poor metal and often badly struck, 
they quickly became rubbed and worn and good specimens are now by no 
means common. 

Most of the specimens in the Wigan bequest, all of which are over 250 years 
old, are in an excellent state of preservation. The most interesting, and per¬ 
haps the most valuable, is the Wigan halfpenny token of 1666 issued by Thomas 
Cooper. It bears the name Thomas Cooper and a cock’s head erased (the 
crest of the Cooper family) on the obverse, and the date, place and value on 
the reverse, the name of the town being spelt Wiggan. A roll of tobacco and 
two pipes are engraved on a token issued by Thomas Allanson in Chorley in 
1653; three pigs passant are the arms on the token of John Dichfield, of War¬ 
rington, dated 1669; a man holding a spade embellishes the token issued by 
Jeremy Smethurst in Warrington in 1669. Two Manchester halfpennies, both 
dated 1667, one bearing the name of Henry Barlow and the other that of 
Jonathan Eaton, are included in the collection. 


GOTHIC TAPESTRY FOR U. S. A. 

One of the chief treasures of 365 Rover, Knole House, Kent, England, the 
famous 15th centry Gothic tapestry presented by Archbishop Warham about 
1510, has been bought, through Messrs. Spink & Son, London, for America. Its 
eventual home will be the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, which is one of the 
most rapidly-expanding museums in the U. S. A. 

The tapestry, the subject of which is the Passion of Our Lord, shown in 
six panels, measures 13ft. by 29ft. Its price is said to be about $250,000. 

So much for the facts. The price is far higher than would have been 
obtained at the beginning of this century. Then nobody thought a great deal 
of tapestries that were not of the better Gobelins periods. But the art in 
Gothic tapestries is now recognized by collectors and museums. Those medieval 
workers, it is seen, had an instinctive recognition of the limits and conventions 
necessary for their craft. 


A QUAINT GIFT. 

The President and Mrs. Hoover have also received many queer gifts, but 
the strangest of all, I imagine, is one grain'of rice sent by an Indian admirer. 

This tiny gift has engraved on it a greeting, and the donor fortunately sent 
with it a magnifying glass. The grain was packed in a small silver box, 
contained in a larger one covered by innumerable wrappings. 

Still another gift is the Inca Death Mask from President Legula of Peru, 
believed to be 2,000 years old. 
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INDIAN “LOT” HERE CONTAINS 35,000 PIECES. 

Devoting the greatest part of the last eight years to the excavating of 
Indian mounds in the Sacramento Valley, Henry Gibbs and Jule V. Maddox 
of 3025 G Street, Sacramento, Calif., now have one of the rarest collections of 
Indian relics in California. The findings consist of more than 35,000 pieces. 

The collection is not only of curios, but also of wampum and treasures 
traded to the tribes by the early Spanish explorers. Maddox has, as one of his 
special treasures, an old Spanish pistol with an attached dagger. The weapon 
dates back to the eighteenth century and is believed to have been a valued 
possession of an Indian chief. 

Thousands of abalone shells are among the collection. Other pieces are 
bowls, charm stones, polished plummets, beads, ornaments, pendants, rare 
Indian tube pipes of all sizes, blanket fragments, spears, lance and arrow heads, 
drills, bone artifacts, carved bone flutes and whistles, hair, bones and skulls. 

A partial list of the mounds excavated by Gibbs and Maddox in the vicinity 
are located as follows: One at Bennett’s Mound, three at Elliott Ranch, one 
at Mocher’s, three at Allen’s Ranch, one at Johnson’s Ranch, five at Slough 
House, one at Dalton’s Ranch, one at Sheldon, one at Augustine’s Ranch, one 
at Sheldon Station, two at Latrobe, one at Auburn, one at Lincoln, three at 
Penryn, one in the Holland Land district, one at Parron Mound, two at Clyde 
Locke, two at Nicolaus, three at Tudor, two at Antelope, one at Orangevale, 
one at Folsom, one at Mormon Island, two at Rattlesnake, two at lone, two 
at Bear River, one at Brown, one at Silva and eleven in Napa county. 

The two men still make frequent trips to mounds nearby. A week-end 
excursion to Lake County is planned by the men. 

Gibbs is a member of the American Anthropological Association. He 
states that according to Professor Kroeber of the University of California, the 
Indian population of the Sacramento Valley in 1770 was approximately 65,000. 
Of this number less than 2 per cent now are in existence. The tribes were 
mainly the Mewok, Wintum, Maidu, Yokut, Costanoan, Chumash and Porno. 
Eighteen of the forty-five tribes living in the valley are now totally extinct. 


HA! A SLY GERMAN COIN—ARE THREE LOST PROVINCES SYMBOLIZED 

ON 5-REICHSMARK PIECE? 

A French chaplain, attached to the army of occupation in the Rhineland, 
calls our attention to an interesting circumstance which, until now, has never 
to our knowledge been reported. It relates to the 5-reichsmark coin recently 
placed in circulation in Germany. 

This is a handsome piece of money, practically of the same value as our old 
5-franc piece, and bears, on the obverse, the C-e. man eagle and, on the reverse, 
with the date and the device “Einigkeit und Recht und Freiheit” (unity, justice 
and liberty), a luxuriant oak tree with curling roots and thick foliage. 

However, w r hen—as our correspondent points out—the oak tree is carefully 
scrutinized, three bare branches are perfectly obvious, though discretely blended 
with the general design—one on the left, one on the right and the third on the 
upper left. 

Is this significant or not? In their position these three bare branches cor¬ 
respond to the geographical situation of Alsace-Lorraine on the west, Schleswig 
on the north and Silesia on the east. It is not difficult to assume that the Ger¬ 
man republic has thus symbolically recognized the territorial “amputations” to 
which the Nationalists have managed to resign themselves. 
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RELICS IN ATCHISON. 

Miss Mary Hollister of Atchison, Kan., is the possessor of a passenger 
ticket for transportation on the old Missouri river packet “Sky Lark.” The 
ticket was issued between 1857 and 1859. Ben Johnson was commander and 
W. H. Keller clerk of this boat. The ticket was found among the effects of 
Miss Hollister’s father, the late Capt. Samuel Hollister. 

C. S. A. Turner of the same city has a biscuit baked in the home of Jesse 
James, the famous outlaw, 47 years ago. When Mr. Turner was a boy he lived 
in St. Joseph, Mo. Jesse James was killed at his home in that city by Bob 
Ford on April 3, 1882. Young Turner went into the James home with a relative, 
who was an officer and who had been summoned to the scene of the tragedy. 
Turner saw the biscuit on a table in the dining room and “copped” it as a 
souvenir. The biscuit is well preserved and is what might now be called 
hard-tack. 

George Harouff, Atchison undertaker, has a complete file of city directories 
of that historic Kansas town, dating back to 1859. It comprises a rare and 
valuable collection, probably the only one of its kind. It shows that in 1858, 
Atchison, which was then four years old, had 350 souls. In 1872 the population 
was 13,244. In 1909 there were 18,000 people living in the city. In the early days 
Atchison was the outfitting and starting point of the Salt Lake freighters, the 
heaviest in the country. It was the eastern terminus of the Great Overland 
Stage line and the base of supplies for the great western gold rush of 1859. 
These are but a few of its claims for historic fame. 


SHIP MANY FOSSILS. 

Ainsworth, Neb.—James Quinn and Morris Skinner made their last major 
shipment of fossils last Saturday.] This shipment of 2,700 pounds brings their 
total weight of fossils shipped for the season to 4,500 pounds. In the past four 
years the boys have shipped 14,490 pounds of fossils, which have been collected 
mainly from a region extending for the better part of four miles along Plum 
creek. This includes many miles of small side canyons along the creek, in 
which the fossils are generally found. Unlike the noted fossil beds at Agate, 
Neb., the beds are more scattered and smaller in extent, although they are 
much more numerous. At Agate only two hills contain the bossil beds, while 
here they may be found in any canyon where the proper condition exists. What 
these beds lack in extent they make up in variation of fossil fauna, as the 
beds of the Ainsworth formations have a much wider range of ancient life than 
those of Agate. Each season’s work seems to add some new species of animal 
to the list of the country’s ancient population of live stock, which would in¬ 
clude elephants, dogs, deer, rodents, cemels, Oreodons (sheep-like animals 
which are extinct), horses and rhinos, but so far no signs of the human race.

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THE PRESIDENT ASSASSINATED. 

Being a Brief History of Newspaper Publishing, and Why the Collection of Old 
Papers is an Interesting Hobby.—By H. A. Van Huysen, 

Box 268, Battle Creek, Mich. 

What more startling news than such a headline as above? What more 
far-reaching event than that which moves an entire nation? Never did any 
item of news so move a nation as that terrible event in April of 1865, when 
Lincoln was sacrificed. Less startling, though of comparatively equal importance, 
was the news of Garfield’s assassination in 1881, and of McKinley being shot at 
Buffalo, 1901. Terrible as the events were in those days, and far-reaching in 
their effects on our country, yet the people of today have next to forgotten them. 

There are those, hou r ever. whose hobby, whose pleasure, causes them to pore 
over the columns of those highly interesting old newspapers of the 1800’s and 
back into the 1700’s, and who get out of their hobby far more pleasure and 
profit than from novels, shows, dances and the like. What more interesting 
than to spend an evening digesting the contents of some of the old Civil War 
time papers and magazines—or the New York Star of 1834—New York Herald 
of 1803—Boston Centinel of 1801—Palladium of 1802—Gazette of 1800 announc¬ 
ing Washington’s death—Philadelphia Gazette (founded by Ben Franklin 1729) 
of 1784r—Penna. Packet of 1776 with war news, signing of Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence and its text ,etc.—The Observator of London, 1684, to say nothing 
of the scores of other American and foreign papers available to he who seeks 
diligently. Stamps, coins and kindred lines have their appeal, but I know of 
nothing that so “takes hold” of a hobbyist as a good exciting chase after some 
wanted “ancient” of the newspaper field. I personally am everlastingly at it, 
searching every corner of the globe for papers of interest, aged ones particularly. 
The field is not organized like that of stamps and coins, and hence is more ex¬ 
pensive to follow, and with greater difficulties attendant upon the acquisition 
of wanted items. 

We read in our Histories of events of the Civil War, the Revolution, and 
other early events, but how much more interesting and thrilling to read in the 
language of that time, and from an actual newspaper printed at that time, 
the accounts of events which shaped the destiny of• our now great and power¬ 
ful nation. Of equal interest are those news items regarding persons and events, 
which ha,ve helped to bring about conditions as they exist today. 

Space is too limited for detail, but a brief history of the newspaper’s 
start is essential. The year 1588 saw about the first newspaper, official of the 
Venetian government. The first English paper started in 1662, and the first 
daily there started in 1702. Government censured all papers in that time, 
“news" being principally governmental and reli ious. Advertising had its in¬ 
ception in 1649 but not until 1673 did a regular advertising system become oper¬ 
ative. From 1701 to 1855 England collected duty on papers and ads. Other 
foreign countries had newspapers as early as 1615 to 1685. 

Sixteen hundred ninety saw the first American news sheet, though the first 
regular newspaper, Boston News Letter, started in 1704. The Boston Gazette 
followed in 1719, and the Courant in 1721. Ben Franklin started the Penna. 
Gazette in 1729, of which I have a copy. At the start of the Revolution there 
were but thirty-seven newspapers, mostly eastern, in America, all weeklies but 
one. From then on the industry expanded into the present-day stupendous 
system which has been of sign’.’ benefit in the education of our people and 
upbuilding of our country. 
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INDIAN RELICS HOBBY OF DR. M. M. LANE OF HARVIELL, MO., HAS 

ABOUT 10,000 PIECES. 

Harviell, Mo.—Dr. M. M. Lane, authority on Indian handiwork and imple¬ 
ments, not only has a collection of about 10,000 pieces at his office here, but 
knows the use for practically every one of the many types of tools and 
ornaments. Besides his Indian relics he has dozens of other materials, the 
history of which he has studied along with his profession of medicine. 

Dr. Lane has built up a reputation as a collector. Persons throughout 
this district bring him everything from pelts of petrified animals. So many 
Indian pieces has the physician-collector that he has failed to get time to 
catalog several thousand of them. Dr. Lane enjoys exploring caves and streams 
for trinkets left by the redmen. 

Dr. Lane says he plans to give most of his articles to the Smithsonian 
Institution. In many instances, he says, he has duplicates of perfect specimens. 

ANCIENT ALTARS—2,500-YEARS OLD FIND IN SICILY. 

On the site of the ancient Greek city of Agrigentum in Sicily archaeologists 
have discovered a group of five Greek altars believed to date from the earliest 
days of the foundation of the city, or about 600 B. C. 

The altars are circular in shape and about four feet high, some being about 
twenty feet across. They are composed of three layers of wedge-shaped stones. 

Cavities in the center of the altars are filled with statuettes, vases, and 
ether votive offerings. The archaeologists are puzzled by finding near the 
altars prehistoric implements such as flint axe-heads, dating from at least 
1,500 years earlier. 

It is conjectured from this that the Greeks adopted the religious practices 
of the older inhabitants of the region, even using the implements for sacri¬ 
fices fashioned by them. 


DO YOU COLLECT PUMPS?—By George J. Remsburg. 

Collecting wooden cigar-store Indians has become quite a fad, but has any¬ 
one yet conceived the idea of making a collection of wooden hand-pumps of 
by-gone days? The Pathfinder of Washington, D. C., recently printed a picture 
of one of these old pumps and incidentally remarked that a few of them are 
still to be seen in the capital streets. 

Now is the time for some enterprising hobbyist to start a novel collection, 
if such has not already been started. It will soon be too late, for like the cigar 
store Indian, the old wooden pump of our boyhood days, is surely passing. 
Some museum should at least preserve a few specimens of this old-time friend 
which has been immortalized in the famous essay on “The Town Pump,” which 
we used to read in cur old school readers, I cannot, just now, recall the author’s 
name. 


NEW GERMAN COINS 

Berlin.—Three and five mark coins bearing the head of President Hinden- 
burg will be issued by the German mint to commemorate the tenth anniversary 
of the signing of the Republican constitution on August 11, 1919. 

SI.50 NOVEL FOR S660. 

A copy of Mr. John Galsworthy's novel, “The Man of Property,” which 
was originally published by Messrs. Keinemann in 1906 at $1.50 fetched $660 at 
London. 
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WHY NOT COLLECT NOSES?—By Col. L. A. D. Montague. 

The portraits of European rulers on old coins and medals include many 
that one cannot regard as anything but caricatures, and it is extraordinary that 
the rulers in question should have allowed their features to have been perpetu¬ 
ated in such a grotesque manner. 

A striking example is the otherwise fine and artistic gold medal of Carlos 
HL of Spain, by G. A. Gil, issued for the Spanish Academy, 1778, of which a 
specimen from the cabinet of “a continental collector” is included in London 
sale in October. 

Now there is no doubt that the nose inflicted by nature on this unfortunate 
monarch was of generaus proportions, but could it have been really as amaz¬ 
ingly grotesque as it here appears? Certainly it is much more toned down on 
the ordinary coins of Carlos III., and if these numismatic portraits were true to 
life then we can only regard this medallic one as a caricature, and wonder why 
Carlos did not imprison Gil for lese-majeste. 

Perhaps this artist was a forerunner of the modern Epstein school, which 
accentuates any prominent feature however impleasing it may be; or, on the 
other hand, Carlos really had a nose like that, his numismatic portraits being 
flattering. 

Anyhow it seems unlikely that the portrait was an intentional caricature 
to bring the royal proboscis into ridicule. 

Portraits of Philip IV. of Spain are, on his copper money of 1660-65, often 
decidedly caricaturish, but this is obviously the result of the employment of 
untrained and clumsy engravers of a very different class to Gil. 

For a series of unattractive portraits that of the German states, paricularly 
Prussia, would be hard to beat, and this is enough to account for German coins 
of the last two centuries appealing to comparatively few collectors in this 
country. One of the most striking is a thaler (struck for Gelderland) of 
Friederich Wilhelm III. of Prussia, 1718, the portrait of which gives him a 
perky pointed nose like the beak of a small bird. 

Other German rulers show a variety of receding and prognathous chins, 
whilst Leopold I. of the Holy Roman Empire has a face that looks as though 
it had been stepped on in the middle; but these portraits mostly strike one as 
realistic, and they no doubt show the German and other kings and dukes 
exactly as they appeared in life.—Bazaar. 


A RARE FIRST EDITION OF “THE BIRDS OF AMERICA IN EXISTENCE” 

Of the approximately 170 complete sets of (Audubon’s) “The Birds of Am¬ 
erica” published in the original double elephant folio, not more than 120 are 
believed to be in existence today. A number of sets belonging to subscribers liv¬ 
ing in southern states were destroyed in the Civil war; others have been lost in 
fires and earthquakes, and some have been broken up and individual plates sold 
to art collectors and dealers. 

Of the existing sets about seventy are in the United States and Canada, with 
the remaining fifty scattered over the world. . . . But what is more important 
than the geographical distribution of these rare books is the fact that ninety 
of the existing sets are now permanently located in the great libraries and scien¬ 
tific museums of the world where they will be amply protected against fire and 
always available for examination and study. 

A complete set in good condition is worth anywhere from $6,000 to $10,000, 
although a New York bookseller recently listed a set at $12,500.

E. H. Lyles, Shreveport, La.: I recently met a man that has in his pos¬ 
session a silver coin which bears the date 1829. On one side it has the bust of 
Andrew Jackson, with the words Andrew Jackson President of United States, 
On the other side it has two hands clasped, one a soldier and the other an 
'Indian, and under the hands the word Peace. It is supposed that it was struck 
to commemorate some peace treaty between the U. S. and Indians. Please 
advise what denomination this coin is and the value of same, or what the 
usual premium would be on it. I did not see the coin, but the above is the 
description that was given to me. I intend buying the coin but would like to 
know what such a coin would sell for. 

Ans.: The medal in question is a so-called Indian Peace Medal, formerly 
given to Indian chiefs on conclusion of treaties with them or just to gain their 
friendship and good will. The Indians prized them highly. As in all similar 
instances it is difficult to say what the value of it is, but if in fine condition I 
would venture to say that $4 or $5 would be a fair price. M. S. 

Wm. C. Wade, Shelby, Mich.: The writer has an old platter, blue enameled 
on a raiser ase of “Wedgwood” made with the following inscriptions stamped 
into the b m “Wedgwood” “R” “H K W” and the name “Pearl.” He also has 
two vases the same pattern about twelve inches in height. Kindly advise if 
the above a~e of value and where they might be disposed of. 

Ans.: When it comes to old plate and chinaware I regret to confess that I 
am utterlv at sea. By scanning the columns of “West” you will probably find 
names and addresses of persons interested in old china, and who would know 
about the value of same. s - 

T. E. Rozier: I have a platter that is about one hundred years old, possibly 
older than that, I think it was among the first dishes made in this country. 
It looks something like earthenware, but is glazed and decorated. Decorations 
still very fine. I would like very much to know what it is worth and I am 
wondering if you could tell me where I could get reliable information regarding 
it. If you can do so I will certainly appreciate it very much. I am enclosing 
stamped envelope for your convenience.

SEEK HISTORY OF MEDALS DATED 1867 FOUND UNDERNEATH FLOOR

Problem: Trace the history of 197 gold medals bearing the Nebraska seal, 
dated 1867, and found the other day beneath the floor of an old house at 
Farnam, Neb. 

With that proposition before him, E. E. Blackman of the historical society 
is seeking a solution with Sherlock Holmes adroitness. Since each of the 
medals was wrapped in a flimsy piece of paper, he has arranged to confer with 
a paper expert to determine 'the age of the product. 

The medals were discovered recently by a workman employed to remodel 
the thirty year old house in which Mrs. Lily Oman and her family had lived 
since 1923. The bits of metal were in a small box on a shelf beneath the floor. 
How they got there, where they came from and when are matters beyond 
her ken. 

Duplicates of these medallions exist, says Mr. Blackburn, but it is not 
known how they came to be struck. They are bronze and copper, plated with 
gold, and might have sold for $5 when new.

An interesting display of old coins, Confederate money and certificates and 
state bank notes has been placed in an Ottawa, Has., window by Wilbert W. 
Bishoff, coin collector. The exhibit includes old coins representing the periods 
from the hammer and punch method of 500 B. C., when the animal forms were 
used, to the late periods in minting. One of the groups of coins represents the 
following countries: Brazil, Sardinia, Russia, China, Indo-China, Rumania, 
Philippine Islands, Austria, Mexico, Great Britain and Westphalia. In paper 
money the collection includes bank notes from most of the early states in the 
confederation as well as credit papers of the confederacy. 


HOG AS BIG AS A TRUCK. 

The fossil skeleton of a giant hog which stood seven feet tall has just 
been mounted in Morrill hall at the University of Nebraska. The terrible pig 
in his prehistoric day was as high as the tallest modem motor car and had a 
■wheel base of about 140 inches. 

The fossil was dug up in Sioux County, Nebraska. Only two of the giants 
have ever been discovered, the other being smaller than the university’s specimen. 
The pig, scientifically termed Dinohyus hollandi, lived during the late Oligocene 
or the early Miocene Age, which would give him an antiquity of some 12 million 
years.
